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VIEWING THE DEAD KAISER | 


THE NEW EMPEROR AND THE 
BERLIN ALDERMEN, 
FREDERICK WRITES AN ANSWER TO 

THE LOYAL ADDRESS OF THE BURG- 
OMASTERS OF HIS CAPITAL. 
BERLIN, March 14.—Now that tho cathe- 
firal is to be opened from 8 A. M. to 10P. M, it 
ls estimated tbat 350,000 persons may file 


through daily to view the late Emperor’s re- 
mains. 


The German Embassy at Paris has made ar- 
rangements fora requiem service in the Prot- 
estant church in the Rue Chauchat to be held 
simultanecusly with the service in Berlin. 

Burgomaster Forckenbock, who headed the 
Berlin Aldermen who called on Emperor 
Frederick yesierday, addressed his Majesty 
after expressing the sorrow of the citizens for 
the death of Emperor William, he thanked 
Emperor Frederick for having returned to 
Berlin. He then read the following address: 


“‘Moat illustrious and powerful Emperor: 
Our gmost; gracious Emperor and King has en- 
tered into eternal rest. The founder of the 
German Empire has gone. He guardea the 

eace Of the world even on his death 

ed, His death is mourned by the whole 
world. His loyal eople are weeping- 
His grateful capital sheds hot tears. Indissolu- 
bly engraven on our hearts are the words which 
the departed wrote us at the beginning of the 
year, his last words to us: ‘Relying on wy 
stea'tfast trustin the Almighty my whole en- 
deavor, my unceasing care, is solely for the wel- 
fare ot my beloved people.’ 

“Most gracious Emperor, we feel with your 
imperial Majesty the grief of the son for the 
loss of his father, the anguishof the commander 
who places the palin on the coftin of the head of 
the army, and the mourning of a Hohenzol- 
dern for the great Hohenzoliern Emperor. 

We most respectfully beg your Majesty to ac- 
cept this humble expression of our heartfelt 
Byinpathy. We'admire the strength of mind 
which, guided by asense of duty, overcomes 
the greatest suifering. The love of your 
most faithful people accompaniea your 
Majesty on your tomeward journey. 
Your Majesty’s throne stands in a_ city 
whose people are full of gratitude. Earnest 
vows of unchanging loyalty come trom all our 
hearts, with the most heartfelt prayer for your 
Majesty’s bealth, and the most respectful thanks 
to your Majesty’s indefatigable and devoted 
consort, and the wish that your Majesty may be 
‘granted 2 jongand happy reign.” 

The Emperor aud Empress listened with 
emotion to the reading of the address. The 
i:mperor’s written reply was as follows: 

*As I am not yet, I regret to say, fully in 
possession of my voice, I am compelied thus 
to express to you and the representatives of 
Berlin my thanks for the sympathy which the 
inhabitants have extendeu to me at this time of 
grief anc mourning. 

“ My first thouchtin the sorrow we all feel is 
pf the grent events in which Lmperor William 
took part during his long life. Then I think of 
his numereus proofs of kindness and of his deep 
sympatny for the weifare of Berlin, the 
advancement of which during the past 
decades gave him special satisfaction. 
Imyeelf have similarly watched the develop- 
ment of Berlin, whose welfare [ have always at 
heart, and for which it will always be a pleasant 
task for me to work, always bearing in mind the 
proofe of aympathy extended tome in both 
the happy and the sad moments of my life.” 

The Emperor shook hands heartily with each 
imember of the deputation.

KALNOKY TO BISMARCK. 

Vrenna, March 14.—Following is a fuller 
report of the reply of Count Kalnoky to Prince 
Bismarck’s letter referring to the sympathy of 
the Austrians for Germany In her bereavement. 
Count Kalnoky said: 

“It is highly important for both emptres—in 
truth, a supreme consolation for the future— 
that the union of the empires resulting from the 
close friendship and wisdom of rulers solicitous 
for the welfare of their peoples, has in a few 
yeara taken such deep root among the common 
people that to-day the sorrow of the Germans 
iinas so sincere an echo throughout the mon- 
archy. Firm and united as the two dynasties will 
the two peoples stand by oue another, sharing 
the conviction that the ties ef friendship inter- 
woven by such wise hands for the sake of peace 
will resist every test now and in the future. 
Austria, Iam fully confident, recognizes In Frea- 
erick an august and worthy successor to the 
great departed monarch, and equally a friend of 
Austria’s monarch and people.”

WHAT THE CANADIAN PACIFIC WANTS. 

WINNIPEG, March 14.—There is still no 
pews from Ottawa as to the decision of the Do- 
ninion Government in reference to the railroad 
nonopoly. A Conservative member, in speak- 
ing of the Cabinet Couucil meeting to-day, said 
that it was stormy and lasted so long that lunch 
pad to be sentfor. Disallowance was the chief 
question of their deliberations. He said the 


matter had now reached a crisis, and he he- 
lieved the Government would bave to sur- 
render, as the impression prevailed that Mani- 
toba would fight for her riguts, and Sir John 
could not attord all that. He said fur- 
ther that the Canadian Pacific Road wants 
$11,000,000 for aliowing the Government to 
cease disallowing Manitoba railway charters, 
and if they do not get it there will be trouble. 
Sir Charles Tupper is sick, but it is kuown that 
he is opposed to paying any such sum, and both 
Mr. Costigan ara Mr. Chapleau, the two other 
members of the Government, are also kicking. 
They say that to permit the Red River Valley 
Road tu be built would be equivalent to giving 
up the national policy and the scheme of bring- 
jug the North wesi traffic fo our own ports.

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MR. ARNOLD'S TRUST BILL. 


INTRODUCED YESTERDAY IN THE STATE 
SENATE. 


ALBANY, March 14.--Only 43 Assembly- 
men responded when the roll was called this 
morning. Two-thirds of them had been stalled 
for 24 hours on the Central tracks some miles 
from Schenectady, and they presented the ap- 
pearance of men who had made not one, but sev- 
eral, nights of it. The tracks to the west are 
tolerably clear, and nearly all the members rep- 
resenting the western end of the State 
will doubtless bein their seats to-morrow. It 


1s by no means Clear that a quorum will be pres- 
enteven then, for dispatches from New-York 
and the southern tier of counties indicate that 
members of the Legislature representing those 
localities have slight hopes of arriving here be- 
fore to-morrow nizht. 

Three more Senators—Messrs. Walker, Mc- 
Naughton, and Arnold—making ten all told, 
listened reverently to the opening prayer in the 
upper house this morning. €or about 10 min- 
utes they held a mock seasion, in which with 
great formality they congratulated Senator Ar- 
nold on his courage and good luck. He walked 
seven miles from his snow-bound train to 
Schenectady last night, encountering snow- 
drifts, he gravely assured the Senators, 
from 15 to 20 feet in height, the most 
of which, he added, he was careful to 
go around. He was permitted to introduce a 
bill to regulate trusts. Half adozen other Sen- 
ators also had measures which they sent to the 
desk and which were all duly entered before the 
point was made that no quorum was present. 
This was clearly all out of order. 

Mr. Arnold’s bill is supposed to be the product 
of the recent investigation by his General Laws 
Comuittee. 

It is as follows: 


Anact to prevent monopolies and combinations 
intended to restrain trade or to increase the market 
price of commodittes known as necessities of life. 

Sse. 1. It shall. not be lawful for any indi- 
vidual, company or corporation to enter into any 
combination, contract or agreewent, express or im- 
plied within this State, or knowingly to execute, 
aid or assist in the execution of avy contract or 
agreement made within or without this State, the 
intent, purpose, or effect of Which shall be to limit, 
lesseu, or hinder the production, manufacture, aale, 
or transit, or fix, or increase the price to the pablic 
ot any of the‘following commodities to wit; Milk, 
bread, meat, tlour, sugar, coal, wood, oil, glass or 
any commodity known as a necessity of life. 

SEC.2. It shall not be lawful for any corporation, 
or for the Directors or stockholders of any corpora- 
tion, to euter into any combination, contract, or 
agreement with any person or persons, corporation 
or corporatious, or with any stockholders or Direc- 
tors thereof, the purpose or effect of which combina- 
tion, contract, or agreement shall be to place the 
management or contrul of such corporations in the 
hands of any Trustee, or Trustees, with the intention 
to limit or fix the price or lessen the production or 
lessen competition in the sale of any article of com- 
merce, use, or consumption, or to prevent, restrict, 
or diminish the production, manufacture, or output 
of any such article. 


SEc. 3. Any corporation which shall violate any 
of the prov:sions of this act shall forfeit its cor- 
porate franchise and its corporate existence shall 
cease and determine. Every individual or stockholder 
or Director of any corporation who shall violate 
any of such provisions shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and every agreement, contract, or combi- 
— herein declared unlawful shall be absolutely 
void. 

The special order for Mr. Crosby’s High 
License bill has lapsed, and another motion will 
be necessary to secure it special consideration. 
That at least is the opinion of some of the older 
parliamentarians, ex-Speaker Husted among 
thei. Had there been a seasion this week it would 
have been discussed on Tuesday. It is No. 12 
on the general orders calendar, and if there isa 
session to-morrow night it can be reached. 
Anotuer week at least must elapse before it can 
be fairly disposed of. 

Nothing has yet developed to warrant the in- 
ference that the leaders of the Grand Old Party 
in the House, little as some of them way sympa- 
thize with this measure, are secretly at work to 
defeat its cousideration in Committee of the 
Whole. 


CANADA TAKES THE TOLLS. 


NOVEL "EFFECT OF A DIFFERENCE 
POSTAL RATES. 

BurraLo, March 14.—An effort toe take 
advantage of the low Canadian postal rates on 
packages sent to people throughout the United 
States by a Rochester house, has raised a novel 
question here. Under the new postal treaty 
with Canada postal matter going from one 
courtry through the other bears the rate of 
postage prevailing in the country of its origin. 
Seedsmen have been troubled about this on ac- 
count of the rates in Canada being lower than 
here, but Mr. James Vick of Rochester has 


found @ way out. He ships bis seeds by express 
into Canada, and then malls them through the 
United States. In the United States the rate 
is 16 cents a pound, and packages cannot weigh 
over four pounds. In Canada the rate is 4 
cents, and five-pound packages can be sent, 
Thus a five-pound package from Canada goes 
through the United States for 20 cents, while a 
tour-pound package sent direct costs 64 cents. 
Mr. Vick has sent a letter to Washington atating 
what he is doing, and showing that under the 
law, a8 he takes advantage of it, Canada gets all 
the pay and the United States does all the work 
In his letter to Postmaster-General Dickinsoh 
he puts the matter in its strongest light by this 
suggestion: 

“The thought suggested itself to me that per- 
haps arrangements might be made whereby we 
could ship these packages of plants and cata- 
logues, distributed and bagged, into States and 
mailing routes, directly to Buffalo, (the exchange 
oftice,) Instead of to Canada. Of course we 
would put Canadian postage on each package, 
80 that the Canadian Government would not 
loge by the change and the United States Gov- 
ernment would receive the same compensation 
as at present (nothiny,) and would be the gainer 
in not throwing so much workon the Buttalo 
office.” sd 

Of course this suggestion is impracticable. A 
couference will be heid at the Post Office in this 
city to-morrow morning at which Collector Bis- 
sel, Collector Cutler of Suspension Bridge, and 
Mr. Sackett will look into the law governing the 
preliminary shipments. In this case ft is 
thought that the seeds may be dutiable in the 
mails.

TRADE WITH CANADA. 


eee, 
SIR RICHARD CARTWRIGHT’S ARGUMENT 
IN ITS FAVOR. 

OrTawa, March 14.—What promises to 
be the principal debate of this session of the 
Canadian House of Commons began to-day, Sir 
Richard Cartwright moving his resolution in 
favor of unrestricted reciprocity between the 
United States and Canada. Hus firs¢ reason 
for the adoption of his resolution is 
on the ground of population. He said 
that during the last 25 years Canada 


bad added a million and three-quarters to the 
population of the United States, a milliou native- 
born Canadians, and three-quarters of a million 
foreign-born. Culeulating the value of each 
adult at $1,000, the very least that Canada had 
lost would be $500,000,000. He proceeded to 
show that the fureign trade of Canada had 
decreased 50 per cent. since 1873, 
while in 20 years the debt and 
taxes of the country had been trebied. 
At present the Constitution wasthreatenedg wi'h 
collapse, and he would not be surprised to see 
Mauttobans assert their right at auy cost to have 
free trade in railways. The ouly way out of 
Canada’s present difficulties was to obtain free 
trade with the United States. When that was 
secured Federal encroachments on provin- 
cial rights would quickly be rightea and 
the sting taken out of the combines 
now oppressing the Canadian people. Free 
trade with Canada would give the United States 
aspiendid market at their very doors, equal to 
the addition of 12 new States. The growth of 
Canada would be so rapid that the eighty 
millions of the present trade of Canada would 
in a few years swelito three hundred millions, 
Despite the tariff barrier now existing, trade 
weuld seek its natural outlet—in fact, the United 
States was the oniy market for a number of 
articles of Canadian produce.

THE FISHERIES CONFERENCE. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 14,—The Oppo- 
sition made another effort to-day to secure from 
the Government the details of the negotiation 
which passed at the Fisheries Conference in 
Washington. Mr. Mitchell, ex-Minister of Fish- 
eries, was vigorous in his demand for further 


information, drawing the inference from Secre- 
tary Bayard’s letter to Sir Charles Tupper, in 
May last, that the Uuited States had offered re- 
ciprocal trade relations. Sir John Macdonald, in 
reply, saia that the representatives of the re- 
spective governments had exercised their dis- 
cretion as to what should be published. He 
added that if the doctrine laid down by the Op- 
— were accepted—that everything should 

6 published—it would be impossible to make 
any treaty.

SUFFERING IN THE STORM 


DREADFUL EXPERIENCES 
STEAMTUG MEN. 
THEIR VESSELS SUNK AT THE DELA- 
WARE BREAKWATER—THROWN INTO 
THE WATERS—LIVES LOST. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 14.—Capt. Hardy 
Holt of the steamtug George G. Simpson arrived 
in this city from the Delaware Break water late 
this afternoon. -His boat was sunk in the storm 
on Sunday night, and it had been reported that 
the Captain, his wife, and the crew had been 
drowned. Capt. Holt, who left Lewes by train 
yesterday morning, was seen by THK TIMES'S 
correspondent to-night. He had his head ban- 
daced and was badly cut about the face, and 
was suffering from his terrible exposure. 

*On Sunday night,” he said, “the steamtug 
Lizzie Crawford, the wrecking tug Tamesi and 
the George G. Simpson were tied up to the 
steamboat pier at the Breakwater, About 11 
o'clock the wind began to blow hard from the 
northwest and the rain fellin torrents. Sudden- 
ly the wind shifted to the southwest and blew a 
hurricane. Both the Crawford and the Simpson 
wanted to get away from the pier, but it was im. 
possible for either of the boats to move, on ac- 
count of the position of the Tamesi which could 
not move on aceount of having no steam. Both 


boats had fenders out, but the wind kept swing- 
ing us against the pier. The sea was running 
very high and washing over the upper decks. 
Two of my crew watched their chance and 
jumped to the pier. They had hardly got ashore 
when a big wave dashed against us and forced 
the Crawford clean through tbe pier. 

The heavy piles were snapped off like pipe- 
steins, and the heavy timbers fell ono the Craw- 
ford’s deck. The men all rushed on deck, and 
the fireman of the Crawford fell ovérboard. 
The engineer immediately jumped into the 
water to save him. Both men were thrown on 
the beach by the waves, and were saved. The 
Crawford was left without engineer or fireman. 
Capt. Kane headed his boat for the beach A 
big wave struck her before she could be turned, 
and she was swamped. The captain and the 
rest of the crew were washed ashore, 

‘““When the Crawford went through the pier 
we slipped over lines and started to back out. 
Our decks were filled with timbers from the 
pier, and we were leaking badly. We backed 
away from the pier and let go one of our an- 
chors and 30 fathoms of chain, but we were 
tossed avout as if there wasn’t any such thing 
as anancbor in the world. With both anchors 
out we kept drifting toward the/ stone pile, 
which was a mile away. We kept the pumps at 
work, but the water kept gaining on us, and one 
ofthe steampipes buret and the pump would 
not work any longer. The sea was run- 
ning high and it looked as if 
there was no hope for us. The tug Protector. 
commanded by William Mimford, was lying at 
anchor near the stone pile. We drifted toward 
her, and Mimford shouted to us to throw him a 
dine. It was adangerous thing for the Protecior, 
and Mimftord knew it, but it was the only chance 
we had for our lives. A line was thrown to him 
and was made fast to the starboard side. Mrs. 
Holt was the first to go oft. Watching ber 
chance, she jumped to tne deck of the Protector, 
and wus caughtin the arms of Capt. Mimford 
and the engineer. Mr. Robinson and the deck 
hands followed her and landed safely. 

The waves kept running higher and higher, 
and when I jumped they were running as high 
as a three-story house. I remember jumping 
and that’s all Ido remember. WhenI came to 
myself I was lyingin the cabin and all hands 
were rubbing me and trying to force medicine 
down my throat. I had fallen to the deck and 
struck my head on one of the stanchions 
cutting my head open. Everybody but my 
wife thought I was dead, and they tell me 
I was unconscious fer half an hour. When I re- 
gained my senses the Simpson was at the bottom 
of the bay in six fathoms of water and her deck 
houses had been washed away. Whuwn the storm 
abated on Tuesday we were landed at the iron 
pier and walked two miles to Lawes. We had 
been reported lost and the town went wild over 
us. When it was found we were safe people who 
were strange to us took us by the hand. Some 
of them wanted to hug and kiss us they were so

‘‘ We staid in Lewes over night and left on the 
8 o’clock train for this-city., , ' 

‘‘In the meantime the crews of the Tamesi an 
of the Crawford had olimbed upon the pier and 
were hanging there walting for help. The 
breaks their boots had made in the pier shut off 
any help to them from the shore, and it was not 
until Monday afternoon that Capt. John Clam- 
pett’s life-saving crew gotaline to them and 
brought them ashore. Their sufferings were 
feariul. They had nothing to hold on to but the 
bare timbers und railroad tracks and no pro- 
tection from the snow and wind. The waves 
splashed them from below and the wind nearly 
blew them off the top. Their clothes were stiff 
withice. It was from this point that my mate 
saw the Simpson lying under water, and not 
having seen us transported to the Protector, 
imagined we were all drowned. 

“After we landed I had achance to see what 
the storm had done. Three bodies were washed 
ashore and 27 men are in the hospital with 
frozen limbs. Two schooners were sunk, 21 
vessels are ashore along the beach, and 25 are 
lying inside of the stone piles with signals of 
distress flying. An unknown tug and a big coal 
barge are ashore on the Hen and Chicken Shoal, 
just outside. The wrecking tug Tamesi was 
forced through the outer end of the pier, after- 
ward backed uway, and was ashore about half a 
mile from the pier. The steamboat pier was torn 
away and the beach is strewn with wreckage. 
The tug Protector also rescued the Captain and 
crew of a schoouer loaded with sugar and set 
them aahore.” 

As near as Capt. Holt could remember the 
names of the vessels ashore were: 

Barks—Zephyr and Eva Lynoh. 

Schoonera—Flora A., Newcomb, A. P. Cram- 
mer, Lizzie Wall, Index, J. W. Anderson, Paul 
Thomson, William G. Bartlett, Providence, Isa- 
bella, Alberto, Ejiliott L. Dowe, Earl, P. Mason, 
E. A. Seward, Pennsylvania. 

Pilot boat Turley, Delaware Pilot boat Tum- 
mel, and the tugs Crawford, Tamesi, and Simp- 
son, a total loss. 

“Everybody at Lewes told me,” said the 
Captain, “that this storm surpassed anything 
ever known in the bay, and I am eure it is the 
worst one [ was ever in.”

A DOCTOR'S TERRIBLE ORIME. 


HIS VENGEANCE ON A YOUNG WOMAN 
WHOM HIS SON LOVED. 

SPRINGFIED, Mo., March 14.—Screams 
of agony from a oarriage driven at a furious 
rate of speed atartled the people of Booneville- 
street this morning. The vehicle was pursued 
by the police and citizens, and when stopped and 
the door opened a horrible sight was discovered. 
A young woman with blood streaming from her 
head and face groping blindly for the 
door sat crouching on the bottom of the vehicle. 
She was lifted out and fell insensible in the 
armsof the police, The other occupant was Dr. 
George M. Cox, a prominent and wealthy cit- 
izen and United States Pension Examiner for 
this district. He stepped out of the carriage 
and without a word gave himself up to the 
police. 

The young woman,who was blind, burned, and 
insensible, was taken to Steiger’s Hotel, where 
physicians attended her. Her head and face 
were battered and cut, and both eyes had been 
burned out by vitroil. Gaping wounds were in 


her forehead, cheeks, and breast. Bits of 
broken glass protruded from the scalp, and 
her identity was not established for some 
time. Then it was discovered that 
she was Ettie Ellis of St. Louis, whose name had 
been associated with that of Fenton Cox, eldest 
son of Dr. Cox. She had a beautiful face and a 
magnificent figure, and a yearago met young 
Cox at a Wisconsin Summer resort. He at once 
became her slave, and when Dr. Cox heard of 
the intimacy between the pair he made every 
effort to break it up. 

Mise Ellis became attached to the stage, and 
young Cox followed her about the country. she 
waa the star of a variety theatre here for several 
weeks, and young Cox’s attentionsto her caused. 
a big social sensation. Last week she left for 
St. Lonis and Fenton Cox followed her. In the 
few weeks she was here Cox spent $3,000. 
His father was rendered almost insane by 
the young man's conduct, especially as 
he publicly avowed that he loved the girl 
better than his family or his life. Last Saturday 
Miss Ellis received two telegrams at St. Louis, 
purporting to have been signed by Fenton Cox, 
asking her tocome at once to Springfield. She 


. Answered refusing to come, and between that 


and Tuesday afternoon she got five messages, as 
she supposed, from young Cox. She answered 
saying she would leave on the Tuesday night 
train. At the station this morningshe was met by 
Dr. Cox, and on the way to his house ia the car- 
riage was assaulted by him, and a pint bottle of 
sulphuric acid was thrown over her head and 
face. Her conaition is a most critical one, and 
she may die at any moment. Both eyes are 
sightiess, and the horrible fluid has badly scarrea 
her face, shoulders, and bosom. 

Dr. Cox 18 one of the most prominent physt- 
cians in the Southwest, and a member of an old 
and respected family. Heis a politician of some 
note, and was appointed Pension Examiner by 
President Cleveland about one yearago. The 
streets around the Court House where Dr. Cox 
is in the custody of the Sheriff are filled 
with a wild mob of hundreas of 
men. Threats of hanging are heard on every 
side and only the counsels of cooler and wiser 
heads prevented an attack on the prisoner. He 
was arrested on the charge of mayhem, and has 
given a bond of $5,000 to answer the charge 
next Tuesday. , 

Miss Ellis was in a darkened room at the 
Steiger House under the care of two nurses. She 
had suffered terribly, but was temporarily free 
from pain, bromide having been given her, and 
cocoaine administered locally. She talked with 
some effort, but was perfectly rational and clear 
in all her statements. In answer to 
questions she said: ‘‘I received in _ all, 
from Saturday last, seven messages 
from Springfield begging me to come out here. 
They were all signed with Fenton Cox’s name. 
I answered four of theso messages, refusing to 
come, but on Tuesday morning I got a letter 
purporting to come from Fenton begging me by 
all memories of the old love to join him. It 
contained a ticket and I decided to go. I did 
not recognize Dr. Cox until I was in 
the carriage. There he seized me and 
I begeed him uot to kill me. He said, ‘Ill not 
kill you; I'll do worse. I'll disfigure the beauty 
that led my son away.’ He struck me on the 
head with a bottle of burning stuff that blindeu 
me and burned and I fainted.” 

The woman is not expected to live. Fenton 
Cox isin St. Louis and says he never wrote or 
sent any telegrams to Miss Ellis. 1

A LIVELY CAMPAIGN PREPARING 
TENNESSEE. 
® NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 14.—The Dem- 
ocratio State Executive Committee met yester- 
day in this city in accordance with a eall issued 
by the Hon. Thomas M. McConnell of Chatta- 
nooga, the Chairman. There was a full attend- 
ance, and the session lasted two hours. Mr. 
McConnell resigned as Chairman and member 
from the State at large, und the vacancy thus 
created was filled by the election of the Hon. 
8. G. Heiskell of Knox County as Chairman and 
the Hon. Thomas L. Williams of the same coun- 
ty as member of the committee. It waa decided 
to hold but one convention to elect delegates to 
the National Convention and Presidential Elec- 


toral candidates and to nominate a candidate 
for Governor. McConnell, the late Chairman of 
the committee, is a candidate for the Guberna- 
torial convention. The committee fixed upon 
pm 4 9 as the date for the convention, thus 
waking it one week previous to the assembling 
of the Republican and Prohibitionist Conven- 
tions, which are called for May 16. 

It was held that only one convention was nec- 
essary, as time and expense would be saved, 
and one convention could elect delegates, 
nominate a candidate, and adopt a platform in- 
dorsing the policy of the party. Those in favor 
of the holding of two conventions claimed that 
it would be better to adopt a platform after the 
session of the National Convention, and thus 
avoid a long campaign. The Republican State 
Cunvention will not nominate a candidate for 
Governor in May, but will elect delegates to the 
National Convention, it being deemed best to 
make the Guberatorial convention later. The 
Prohibition State Convention will place a candi- 
date for Governor in the field. Thus there will 
be three State tickets in this State this year.

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AN INDIAN UPRISING FEARED. 
WINNIPIG, March 14.—That an Indian 
outbreak in the far Northwest Territories is 
near at hand seems to be the prevailing opinion 
among settlers along the North Saskatchewan. 
The latest issue of the Saskatchewan Herald 
published at Battleford says editorially: 


“It will be remembered by those who had to do 
with Indian matters after the late rebellion that 
the Indians attributed their failure to the fact that 
they had deferred action until too late in the season. 
They had miscalculated the power of the Govern- 
ment to move troops at that season of the year, but 
said the next time they would rise earlier, and get 
in all their work before it would be possible 
to beni any force to oeppose them. From 
information conveyed by some of the Indians 
to friends whom they wish to warn 
against danger ahead, it appears to be their inten- 
tion to be governed by the experience of the past to 
the extent that they will begin operations at an 
earlier date than they did the last time, and if this 
plan remains unchanged the time for action is close 
athand. The danger of trouble in the near future, 
foreshadowed in so many ways and vouched for by 
so many people, is so imminent that it would be 
criminal to neglect taking pee wos precautions to 
avert trouble if possible, or, if it does come, to pine 
it out with 2 promptitude and thoroughness that will 
effectually prevent a repetition of the offense.” 

Tne Herald advises the Dominion Government 
to immediately strengthen the police force at 
Battleford. This article, from a paper that 
always supports the Dominion Government, is 
considered ominous of serious trouble.

THROWING OFF ITS BURDEN 


THE OITY STRUGGLING TO 


FREE ITSELF. 


SLOWLY RECOVERING FROM THE 
BLIZZARD’S EFFECTS. 
TRAFFIC AND TRAVEL BEING SLOWLY 
RESUMED, THE SNOW-BLOCKADED 
RAILROADS BEING CLEARED AND 
FEARS OF CASUALTIES LOSING THEIR 
FORCE, BUT COMMUNICATION IN ALL 
DIRECTIONS STILL VERY INCOMPLETE. 

It may be said that three elements pre- 
vatled in New-York City yesterday. They were 
slush, drip, and energy, and the greatest of these 
wasenergy. Between them a combination was 
formed which transformed the city from a 
metropolis, decked out and half buried in snow, 
into avast community, struggling with all pos- 
sible power to throw off a paralyzing burden. 
The people of the city were surprised Monday 
morning to find themselves hemmed tn on all 
sides by huge snowdrifts, but the situation, ter- 
rible as it was, was accepted with universal 
good nature, and everyone eeemed possessed of 
a determination to do the best things possible 
under the circumstances without complaining. 

The first day of the storm witnessed an abso- 
lute blockade. On ‘Tuesday the people forced 
their way out of their huuses to gaze upon the 
spectacle of the greatest city on the western 
hemisphere thoroughly paralyzed by the ele- 
ments. Yesterday when the city awokeit was 
to realize that something must be done and at 
once to restore a normal condition. Energy was 
aroused as the first ray of light appeared above 
the eastern horizon, and before the sun had set 
in a yellow haze had succeeded in performing a 
transformation scene no leas remarkable than 
that which the elements themselves had worked 
on Sunday night. Between Sunday morningand 
Monday morning New-York had been changed 
fromacity with bare and dusty streets iuto a 
dlizzard-suffering community with thorough- 
fares made impassable by snowdrifts. Then 
camea day of wonderment, with paralysis of 
travel, inter-communication, and trade, and 
then—presto! in 12 hours energy had worked a 
metamorphosis. 

Streets buried in softly irregular billows of 
fleecy whiteness, with no small degree of beauty 
in the general aspect, were changed into narrow 
channels of yellow slush through which horses 
and men floundered. Instead of buried side- 
walks with narrow winding paths trodden 
through drifts, there were last night broad 
pavements clear of snow in nearly all of the 
principal streets. But both streets and side- 
walks were lined with great Irregular mounds of 
snow, no longer fleecy white, and these looked 
like high ramparts of a dirty brown color, which 
no one would have called snow from the appear- 
ance they made. About every business man and 
householder had accepted applications for work 
from sidewalk shovelers, and the result was 
very gratifying. 

When the sidewalks had been cleared, and 
piles of snow along them built up so high that 
one could not see across the streets from one 
side to the other various devices were adopted 
in some localities for getting rid of the obsatruc- 
tions. Many men dug caves in the big banks, 
and built fires in them to melt the snow, while 
others, where there was suitable apparatus, 
turned streams of hot water upon the big heaps. 
These resources were very geuerally adopted in 
the dry goods district, between Vesey and Canal 
streets, where the merchants endeavored to 
melt passageways for their trucks from 
the .sidewalks to tha street. By night- 
full the long lines of snow mounds had 
been cutup into heaps all along Broadway, and 
these stood out prominently like miniature 
Alpine peaks, excepting as to color. The scene 
at Union-square was peculiarly interesting. An 
army of shovelers and scores of dump carts had 
removed a greater part of the snow between the 
Morton House and Ejighteenth-street, on the 
west, and te Fourth-avenue on the east. Much 
of that which remained was heaped up into 
stacks at irregular intervais, giving the wide 
oped space an appearance, after dark, of a hay 
fleld with the hay piled up ready for carting to 
the mows. The appearance at Madison-square 
was much the same, only more snow remained 
and it was less dirty thau at Union-Square. 

Much alarm was felt when, just before noon. 
snow began to tall again quite heavily. An- 
other heavy snow storm.had been predicted, 
and everybody was afraid that it had arrived 
and would undo all that had been already ac- 
complished in recovering from the effects of the 
blizzard. These fears proved to be groundless, 
however, for before 3 o’clock the snow had 
turned to rain, which soon ceased falling. Then 
the clouds broke. blue sky appeared again, and 
the sun sboue forth brightly. This fall of snow 
wasin reality a god-send, for it was moist and 
helped to melt that upon which it fell, render- 
ing it more pliable ana easier to handle. 

Every person who walked on any sidewalk in 
this city yesterday knows how important a part 
Drip Lag ny in the tranaformation. On the day 
befure the fronts and sides of buildings were 
covered with accumulations of snow- which 
clung to sigus, cornices, and window casings. 
These all came down yesterday in drip, which 
splattered over pedestrians, filled the sidewalks 
with pools cf water, and left the houses as bare 
as before the storm. 

The work of energy throughout the day did 
much toward restoring at least local vitality in 
the trade and commerce arteries of the city. 
Wholesale provision men were able to send 
supplies to retail stores. The grain and fodder 
men could send hay, grain, and feed to stabies 
where animals were in need of fodder. Dealers 
in flour sent supplies of that commodity to 
Lakers to be converted into bread, anid brewers 
could furnish malt liquors to saloon kvepers 
who supplied the thirsty. It would be almost 
impossible, however, to calculate the amount of 
suffering that was endured througnout the city 
from lavk of coal, wood, inlik,and eggs. No 
milk was to be had, because none had been 
brought in on any railroud since Saturday. 
Coal and wood could not be delivered in many 
streets because of the mounds of snow which 
jined the sidewalks, and the supplies in the 
yards were not plentiful. In some cases coal 
was sold for 60 cents a pail, or at the rate of 
$48 per ton, while kindling woou could not be 
obtained at aay price. 

In the afternoon many ladies appeared on the 
streets, and some shopping was done at the 
larger stores. It was reported that about a 
“country store’ business had oeen done, but 
there was nothing like arevivalof the regular 
trade. Business down town was of course still 
in a haif-paralyzed condition, and will be until 
the railroad blockade is raised. At some of the 
schoolhouses one session was bad, but the at- 
tendance of scholars was very small. In the 
upper parts of the city the schools were kept 
open, but no reguiar sessions could be held, be- 
cause no scholars could reach them. 

Commissioner Coleman of the Street Cleaning 
Department was possessed by the ruling spirit 
of energy yesterday. He nad advertised exten- 
sively for men, horses and carta, and at an 
early hourin the morning applicauts for work 
caine by scores. Five thousand men and 900 
horses were engaged before 10 o’clock. [t might 
be said that the Commissioner had organized a 
veritable shovel brigade, constituting himself a 
commander-in-chief. The brigade was broken 
up into detachments and aasigned the various 
points at which to attack the common enemy, 
snow. Operations were not suspended when 
night set in, and the Commissioner declared that 
the fight should go on day and night as long as 
@ mound of snow was left. 

By the time the sun set a great deal had been 
accomplished. Wall-street was open from Broad- 
way tv the East River fur the passage of both 
teams and pedestrians, Broadway was being 
traversed by adouble line of trucks, wagons, 
and sleighs from the Battery to Forty second 
street. Cars were running on Twenty-tbird- 
street, Forty-second-street, and the Fourth-ave- 
nue line from Broome-street to the Grand Cen- 
tral Station. Even the tracks on Broadway 
were clear from the Battery to Canal-street aud 
from Eighth-street to Thirty-fourth, and cars 

will be running seme time to-day. Fourteenth- 
street was open for trattic from Third to Eignth 
avenue, and Third-avenue was being putin order 
for surface cars to run to-day. 

The telexraph and telephone companies made 
but little _—— in restoring taeir lines. The 
telephone linemmen were impeded by the quan- 
tities of snow on the houses aver the roofs of 
which it was necessary to string wires. It was 
both dittiicult and dangerous to work under such 
circumstances and the extreme caution that was 
necessary made their work very siow of execu- 
tion. The telegraph companies’ wires are still 
ina most demoralized condition. The Western 
Union - has not. a wire running further 
east than Mount ‘Vernon, nor further south 
than Elizabeth. To the westward, however, 


Albany, Buttalo. Pittapurg, Cleveland, Toledo. 


Detroit, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, and Chicago 
are reached, and through tbese points cities 
further away are connected. A wire was ob- 
tained for communication with Washington via 
Cincinnati, and Boston was commuopicated with 
for a time on a wire that ran first to Buffalo, 
Albany, Worcester, Springfield, Ayer, and 
Lowell, but it refused to work after the con- 
nections had been made a short time. 

The blockade on the railroads last night was 
partly broken, but scores of trains, some filled 
with passengers, are still in drifts within a few 
mites of the city. Every effort is beimg made to 
get them out, but as their rescue must de ac- 
complished by shoveling the process is neces- 
sarily slow, notwithstanding that every laborer 
who would be employed has been given work. 

The surface roads in this city are making 
herculean efforts to resume operations. Con- 
ductors, drivers, and stablemen have been en- 
listed in the shovel brigade and are excavating 
the buried rails as rapidly as possibie. The 
elevated roads are running with almost normal 
regularity. 

Commissioner Coleman stuted last night that 
the amount of work accomplished by his de- 
partment and the street railroad men during the 
day bad been wonderful. Several of the leading 
streets had been wade passable for a double line 
of trucks, and many hydrants have been 
shoveled free, so that in caseof a tire in the 
lower part of the city the engines can get to the 
scene and find room at the hydrants for their 
hose. It would take several days, and perhaps 
two weeks, to get the bulk of the snow carted 
away, but a smart thaw would render valuable 
assistance to the department. To-day, he said, 
the narrow down-town atreets would be attacked, 
particularly those leading to the ferries. The 
up-town residence streets would be freed last of 
all. 

Fifth-avenue presented a strange appearance 
yesterday afternoon. Ason all the north and 
south througbfares, the drifts had formed princi- 
Dally on the west side of tue street. These had 
been added to by the mass of snow shoveled 
from the sidewalks, and one had to walk on the 
east side to see the panorama of sielghs passing 
up and down the avenues. On the west side, be- 
tween the street and the sidewalk, was a wall of 
snow, 10 feet high in places, which was broken 
only where passages had been cut through 
at intersecting streets. The _ sleighing 
was excellent—for New-York in March—but the 
heels of the spirited horses sent sprays of slush 
fiving over the occupants of the sleighs behind 
them. Every sort of a sleighing contrivance 
was brought into requisition. There were Rut- 
land cutters, turbDaned Russians, and old-fasb- 
ioned pungs, all tilied with people who laughed 
aud chatted as merrily as if the commerce and 
trade of the great city did not lie buried under 
the slippery stutf over which they glided so 
gleefully. 7 

Trucking on Broadway was accomplished yes- 
terday without much difficulty, but on the other 
streets the horses ‘‘slumpeud” baaly, and many 
wheels sank into the softening snow until the 
vehicles became unmovable and had to be aban- 
doned. Should a generous thaw follow the mild 
temperature of yesterday, as seems likely, 
wheeling will be even more difficult than yester- 
day. when, for a part of the time at least, the 
snow was hard enough to permit horses and 
wagons to pass over it without-caving iv. 

The Signal Service reports received at 6 P. M. 
yesterday showed that the temperature at 
various Western points at 3 o’clock was very 
much higher than in the East. At Helena, 
Montana, the thermometer registered 44°; at 
Cheyenne, Wyoming, 60°; at North Platte, 
Neb., 66°; Yanktvn, Dakota, 48°; Biaimarck, 
42°; La Crosse, Wis., 46°; Detroit, 30°; Toledo, 
30°; Rochester, 20°; Cleveland, 22°; Butfalo, 
18°, and Alvany, 42° The highest temperature 
in this city yesterday was 38.8? at 3 P. M., 
against 22.9° at the same hour the day before. 
The mercury fell sharpiy last éveniug, and at 
6 P. M. was below the freezing point, 

At the Post Office last night it was stated that 
there were some signs of improvement in ‘the 
wail service. The local mails were being 
handled with fair promptness, but no through 
mails had been received or forwarded by rail. A 
few bags came from Boston by boat yesterday 
afternoon, and the blockade had been raised as 
tar as Paterson and Newark. 


SOME CAR TRACKS FOUND. 


AND SEVERAL SURFACE ROADS RESUME 
OPERATIONS IN PART. 

The surface railroad companies have been 
more disastrously aiected by this storm than 
ever before in thei history. Not a line is iu 
complete working order yet, and the percentage 
of rolling stock ip operation is very insigniti- 
cant. The companies represent between fifteen 
and twenty millions in capital, something 
less than the financial stability of tne 
Manhattan Elevated. It is iinpossible to 
give anything like an approximate 
estimate of the actual loss in dollars 
and ceuts that the companies will sustain before 


they resume business, but the figures will roll 
high and-.cut a wide swath in the muuth’s earn- 
ings. On Sunday all the street cars were ruu- 
bipy, and every mileof railroad was visible. 
Within the following 24 hours every wheei was 
stopped, every horse was in his stall, and a pick- 
axe was needed to geta glimpse of the rails. 
Not every car was under. the stable 
roofs, because the atorin came on so 
furiously that it was impossible to house 
them. Sowe drivers succeeded, but the 
others, who got stalled far from the stables, un- 
hitched their teams and got back to the stables 
with the live stock us quickly as they could. All 
the abandoned cars have not been dragged home 
yet, and when the watchmen neglected their 
duty the small boys took possession aud played 
the parts of driver and conductor to their heart’s 
content. The starters stuck to their scoops until 
there was nothing todo, and some of them re- 
wained longer becauss they were snowed in and 
didn’t dare wo risk an encounter with the 
elements. One or two dit not escape until LTues- 
day. Starter Hart was on duty at his office be- 
low the Post Office yesterday, Dut his work was 
confined to Keeping au eye ona ‘ dead” car in 
Park-row. He ran vutot coal during the day, 
and was stamping his feet to keep warm, when 
four horses drawing a biack-covered wagon 
pranced into the big snow drift in frout of the 
coop. Ie was wondering what “that uncdertak- 
er’s rig” came for, when Driver Murphy, of the 
Third-Avenue Company, put bis head out of the 
frontend of the vehicle and shouted “ Want 
any coal?’ He left a barrelful of the black 
diamonds for Starter Hart, and aunounced that 
the curs would be running from Ninety-seconud- 
street to the Bowery to-day. 

When it is considered that the great storm was 
preceded by rain and wetsnow, which subse- 
quently froze and made a solid foundation for 
the many feet of flakes and drifts which followed, 
some idea of the pick and shovel work necessary 
to uncover the rails is obtained. Nobody cow- 
prehended the difficulties of the situation or 
realized the urgeucy of energetic action quicker 
than the railroad officials. Thore -were special 
meetings to discuss the situation, and 
Superintendents were ordered to spare no 
means or expense to cleur their tracks, The 
stables and storehouses were explored for shov- 
els and picks in good order, and scrapers were 
hauled out and overhauled. ‘The clearing im- 
plements were replenished by wholesale when 
necessary, and dozens of new picks and shovels 
were purchased. Barrels of rock sait were 
bought for sprinkling on the ice when it was 
Treacbed vy the exoavating gangs. These were 
made up of stable hands, drivers, conductors, 
and repair men; in fact, every available man in 
the employ of the companies was pressed 
into service. The forces were divided 
up and distributed along the _ bilock- 
aded streets just as soon as the storm 
subsided. Subsequently the gangs were aug- 
mented by hired men, principaily Italians. The 
work was begun by shoveling off the snow and 
piling it between che tracks and curbs. Svume of 
the drifts were enormous, and the quantity of 
snow excavated and thrown aside made the 
long mages loom up 10 and 15 feet. All the 
show ou the sidewalks was sloveled into tbe 
strcet as well, and added greatiy to the 
turmidable hiliocks. Following tbe railroad 
shovelers came the pickaxe gangs, who 
chopped out and broke up dirty ice blucks 
from two to four inches thick, and _ this 
accumulation was deposited on top of the side 
heaps, destroying what little picturesque beauty 
tbey ever had. This work has been going on 
steadily with commendable energy since Lues- 
day morniug, but there yet remains much to ba 
done by all the companics. There were wore 
men at work along the track routes yesterday 
than on Tuesday. The army numbered over 
5,000, and 2,000 were Italians. it was a fort- 
unate thing for the railroads that the weather 
was so mild, because hired help was cheaper 
than it was the day before, and the work was 
greatly facilituted. 

The most effective work was dove on the 
Fourth-avenne line from Forty-second-street 
to brooms; in Fifty-ninth-street, from 
‘Yhird-avenue to Tenth-avenue; on Tweunty- 
third-street, and on One Hundred and 
Twenty-tiftb-street. Cars were ruuuipg on 
all these thoroughfares between the cleaning 
brigades. A splendid showing was made on the 
Broadway line, and the tracks were cleared for 
more than two-thirds the route. With mud 
weather to-day service will probably be re-es- 
tablished. The Sixth-dvenue tracks were also 
cleaned for several miles, and sume cars duzht 
to be in motiun to-day. The lower part of the 
route isstill clogged. Eighth and Ninth avenues 
are being opened slowly on account of the vast 
deposits in them, and from the way Seventh- 
avenue looked yesterday cars may be expected 
to run about the Fourth of July. 

Second-avenue has not had much done to it 
yet, but Third-avenue people need not be sur- 

rised if ears are run over part of that line to- 

ay. Itissafe to predict that the Belt Line con- 
nections on the east and west sides will not be 
operated before the last of the week. Forty- 
second-atreet, Graud-street, and Thirty-fourth- 
street are only partiy relieved, but sowe 
telling. werk is being done, on. all 
these. Some of the companies that will 
be the last to resume, frum present iadi-

cations, are the Christopher and Terth Street 
the Bileecker-Street and Fulton Ferry, the 
Chambers-Street and Grand-Street Ferry. the 
STouston, West-Street and Pavenia Ferry, the 
Dry Dock, East Bruadway and Battery, and the 
South Ferry. Thereis avast quantity of suow 
to remove from the great surface railroad reser- 
voir in the vicinity of the Post Office, and the 
Bowling Green end of Broadway as well as he- 
low that =e remain as they were when the 
storm died. 

In those narrow streets whore car tracks are 
imbedded many feet the only hope of salvation 
isin thecity cleaning department or an old- 
fashioned thaw. 

Yeoman’s work wasdone in Harlem yester- 
day. The cablocarsare vot vet running, but 
the cable has not been stopped. Tie north 
track from Taird-avenne to Eighth-avenue and 
the south track almost as far were opened. One 
ear drawn by four horses was run as ano 
evidence of the company’s intention. The 
cable cars cannot be run until the switches neat 
the power nouse ere reached. The Manhattan- 
ville branch has not been touched. Tons of 
snow were carted to the Harlem River and 
dumped. The car lines that used to run beyond 
that placid stream are spending their surplus in 
excavating, with some prospect of being able to 
resume trattio this month. The Manhattanville 
and St. Nicholas Company is discouraged with 
the prospect. Not a foot of the tracks vould be 
found yesterday, and the company’s horses are 
joyfully eating hay and oats iu the stables. 

Every car horse probably voted the storm @ 
great success on account of the opportunity it 
aitfords for munching fodder and recuperating. 
All of the company stables are wellstocked with 
stock edibles, and there is no danger of the 
horses beiag obliged to go huvgry. 

The starter of the Ninth-zvenue lina was ata- 
tioned opposite the Gran Central Railroad Sta- 
tion yesterday afternoon, keeping count of 15 
cars running under three-minute headway. He 
Was proud of the fact that the cowpa- 
ny he worked for displaved the  great- 
est enterprise in counteracting the damage 
dove to the route by the elements. The first car 
since the storm left the stable at 12:30 A. M. 
yesterday, and after noon the trace had been 
opened sufficiently to warrant aschedule. The 
company paid $2 for track cleaners yesterday, 
and $3 for members of the night shift. Tuesday 
night the Italians demanded $4. Other roads, 
the Sixth-avenue included, were giving from 
$1 30 to $1 50 a day. The Superintendent of 
the Sixth-Avenue Company said he could not 
tell when cars would be running; it would be ag 
sv0n as possible.

RAISING THE BLOCKADE. 

RAILROADS BEGINNING To RESUME 
OUTSIDE COMMUNICATION. 

Yesterday the army of laborers in the 
vicinity of the Grand Central Station were as 
energetic in their cilurts to ciear the tracks as 
ever. In the rards just outside the station lay a 
number of flat cars, into which the snow waa 
thrown in huge blucks. it was then carted 
through the sid6 tunnel out on the read to a con- 
venient dumping ground 

About 2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon a pas- 
senger train of 10 day coaches Came iv over the 
New-York Cantral from Poughkeepsie with 40 
passengers, most of them from Poughkeepsie. 
The train started fur New-York about 7 o’cluck 
yesterday morning, and a way was made with 
much dilliculty. Yart of the time six engines 
were necessary to pull the train through the 
drifis, some of which were said to be 15 feet 
high. None of the people or this train had 
suffered any hardship. At Hastings the stalleil 
Albany local express was hitched to the Pough- 
keepsie train and brought in. 

General Superintendeut Toucer said yesterday 
there was telegraphic communication all aloug 
the New-York Central, and so he was able ta 
state pretty confidently that trains would get 
through to Albany. He gave orders to start an 
Albany local at 3:30 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and it started amid the cbee of & multitude 
with two engines, one baggage car, and three 
day coaches, crowded to the platform rails with 
people who bought their uckets in the face of a 
sign that told them they must be accepted fora 
ride subject to detention. At4:30 P. M. an ac- 
commodation train was started tu White Plains 
ou the Harlem Road. There is telegrajhie com- 
munication only as far as White Plaius. Be- 
youd that poiat nothing is kuown of the 
condition of the road, At 6:30 PF. M. 
another White Plains train was sent ont densely 
crowded, At:30 P. M. the New-York Central 
sent outawail train with no passenger cara. 
At11:30 the “vestibule limitea” tor Chicago, 
with three sleepers, Wus sent out. When it be- 
caine Known that this train was goiag there 
was #@rush for sieeping-car berths, and every 
one was taken by 4 0'’clock in the afternoon. 
General Passenger Agent Monett said that there 
was little doubt but that all New-York Central 
trains would run oneschedule time to-day. He 
issued the folluwing general order:

the other clear. None vf the meu at work have 
been injured, but the engineer and firemaxc 
working a@ snow piow at tue Highlands, near 
Peekskill, plunged tuto one drift, which buried 
them in their cad so that they had to be dug 
out. Beyond Poughkerpsie it is reported that 
the apow is drifted worse than it is near New- 
York, some of the drifts across the track being 
20 feet high. 
@MAnother train from Poughkeensie arrived 
over the New-York Central avout 5 o’cloek, and 
the Chicagu express, Gue at 8:50, the Cliecage 
limited, due at 7:30, and the Cbhicaye express, 
due at 7 o’elock, consviidaied aa one rain at 
Albany, arrived with S00 passengers at 12:30 
this mornivg. Another Albany train arrived 
about l o’ciock. The New-Haven Road sent a 
train out at 9:30 last nigut for Mount Vernon 
and New-Rochelle. There were about 20 pas- 
sepgers, aud the train consisted of a single day 
coach and an engine. At alate bour last nigat 
no word had been received of trains beyoud 
New- Rochelle. 

The West Shore Road got train No. 66, from 
Albany, dua at Yo'clock Monday woruipg, inty 
the Weehawken Station at necn of thatday. It 
was tbe last train to arrive. The West Shere 
considers itself fortunate, because it has ne 
trains lying on the track waiting to get into 
New-York. Its tracky are in the same condition 
as the New-York Central’s. Clearing trains are 
out at Kingston, 8S miles froia New-York, 
and at Cornwail, 52 wiles away, and 
they are reported as making good prouress in 
clearing the tracks. Yesterday worning a mail 
train was started tor Aibany, but got no further 
than Durham,a wile away. An attempt was 
wade to pull the train back, but it was unsuc- 
cessful. Lhe three cars forming it were un- 
coupled, and the engiue Sstaried to go back 
through the tunnel. Just at the mouth of it 40 
laborers were working, and when tbe engine 
reached the ertrauce an avalanche of snow slid 
down froin the bill above and vuried the laborers 
and the engine and car. It is a remarkable fact 
that no one was Kliled. The men dug their way 
our, and it was found that ne one was seriously 
injured. Another attempt was mace to geta 
mail train out in the evening, but 1t Was ULSUC- 
cessful. 

The management announces that to-day all 
trains Will run op schedule time, bexinning wit 
the day express, which siarts for Aibany at 9:55 
A. M. from Foriy-second-strect Perry. 

The New-York, Lake Erie and Western Rail- 
road received gratilying reports froin along its 
line yesterday. The track was reported clear 
west of Port Jervis, and the worst section was 
near New-York, though some bad drifts were re- 
ported between Middletown and Otisville. Mr. 
Murphy, Superintendvent of the Eastern Divis- 
jon, Was snowed in at Paterson. Re 
arrived in Jersey City during the afternoon 
on @ train that bad leit Paterson at 12:55. Ths 
train gotalong to LDerger Lill tunnel, when an 
diticulty was met. A section of 
1ock, Weighing over 50 tous, bad fallen in ag 
7:30 A. M. and bloeked the track. It had 
loosened a hundred yards from Lhe eastern end, 
A gaug of men was put to work to remove tha 
obstruction, and in wu tew hours the road was 
cleared 80 that one track was oper. The cause 
of the fall of the boulder is unknown, but 
it ig supposed to have resulted from the 
percolation of water through the rock 
‘The passengers from Paterson, however, deter- 
mined to walk-in, aud about 20U persons made 
the trip over the snow and along the tracks, 
Immediately after the obsiruction in the tunnel 
bad been removed andacareful inspection made 
of the interiur trains were dispatched for Pater- 
gon. 

The train that was stalied at Nutley, on the 
Newark Branch, Mouday, also cume into Jersey 
City in the afternoon. 

Two engives that had been sent ont to explore 
the Northern Railroad of New-Jersey came back 
with the report that the line was clear as far as 
Sparkiil. ‘This was good vews for the commut- 
ers, who had uot been home since early on Mon- 
day mornivg. A train rolled out of the station 
at 5 u’clock with a goodly load of them on board.

Gangs ‘of laborers were 
scattered along the road digging out the worst 
places. The supply of coal for the ferryboata, 
which was getting very low, was replenished 
yesterday by a gang of men digging out side 
tracks where cars were stored, and the coal sleds 
outside the station were made accessible. 

The officers of the New-York, Lake Erie and 
Western Road announced Jast night that the 9 
A. M. express tor Buttalo would start out this 
morning, and that trains would be run on all the 
Erie branches ic-asy,. 

{t was reported in Paterson last night that a 
train on the New-York, Susquehanva and West- 
ern bad attempted to eturt for Paterson from 
New-Durham, but at Bogota had run off the 
track, making a bad wreck. One engine had ex- 
yloded, and Elmer Demarest, a sou of Paymaster 

Yemarest, had been killed. Several others were 
said to be injured. 

The Pennsyivania Road ran e& number of 
trains te Newark yesterday on something hke 
schedule time. A few trains were also put 
through to Perth Amboy Junction and Rahway. 
Between Rahway and New-Brunswick there is 
some bad drifting. A foree of men was sent to 
work on that section. The country between 
New-Brunswick and Trenton is something of an 
uaknown quantity, but itis not a section of the 
road thatisaptto be badly blocked. Reports of 
animmense drift below New-Brunswick have, 
however, been reeeived. Superintendent Craw- 
ford said that from Trenton to Philadelphia the 
road was open. He ordered yesterday the fol- 
lowing notice to be posted up In the station: 

“When tracks are known to beclear, through 
trains will be dispatched as follows: First, Chierxo 
Limited express; second, Florida special; thira, 
Boston express with Philadelphia passengers;

FOOD AND FUEL. 
MILK AT HAND, FIsII SCARCE, 

POULTRY RAISED IN PRICE. 

The retail putchers and grocers have had 
tall their own way since Monday. They have 
been able to command their own prives for all 
the old and tough poultry and meat that has 
been accumulating during the entire Winter, 
aud at which the average householder generally 
turned up lis nose. The housebolder becoming 
hungry, the retailer who had sold off the better 
quality of his goods is now getting md of old 
stock because he is unable to seud his wagons to 
the wholesale market for fresh supplies, and the 
wholesale dealer could not find means of trans- 
por(taiion to send stock up town. 

Washington-street and the adjacent streets 
between Leonard and Dey, the whotesale pro- 
vision dealers’ district, remain so blecked with 
snow as to render all Wagon trattic impossible. 
fhe snow lies piled up in the middie of the 
~treets from three to six feet high. Many of the 
merchants and their clerks, growing tired of 
over two days of enforced ldieness, were en- 
gaged yesterday in digging out caves in the 
heaps of snow, in which they built enormous 
tires out of old barrels and buxes in the hope of 
thawing out the snow. The fires blazed like

furnaces, While the dug-out holiows in the 
snow grew larger almost imperceptibiy. A 
amall, insignificant rill seemed to be the 


result of all this waste of caloric, but scores of 
such fires thawed a cuinparatively large amcunt 
ol snow, and arespectable stream tlowed along 
the gutters. In places where a sewer hole was 
convenieully Open all Went smoothly; but where 
the gutter had not been properly cleared the 
water Was dammed, and in sume places it 
threatened to’ inundate the cellars. A _ fow 
trucks were engaged in carting suow away to 
the river. The wholesale dcalers are impatient 
to resume busivess, Which they know awaits 
them, and they want to reach the retailer before 
the trains that are waiting outside of the city 
with loads of neat, poultry,jeges,and vegetables, 
cab gel 1b, 80.48 loTrelieve the retailer and his 
customers of exorbitant prices. The blizzard 
was awind that blewa great dealof money 
intu the tills of the grocer aud butcher, and now 
the whoiesaler is Waiting tor his chance. So far 
the poor man has been the principal sufferer. 

Business on the floor of the Mercantile Ex- 
change was very dull. Dealers Knew that re- 
tailers were getting short of supplies, and so 
they held on firmly to their prices. West Wash- 
ington Market was almost deserted, Gne strap- 
ping buteber who had run out of stock came 
down tothemarket, purchased a quarter of beef, 
which he shouldered, and thus narched up town 
in triumph. There has not been ascearcity of 
beef thus far, and hotels and restaurants have 
been pretty well supplied with this necessity. 

There is ia fortunein poultry for some of the 
larger dealera. One large dealer has within the 
past six weeks bought up over 500,000 pounds 
of poultry and contracted for another 1,500,000 
pounds. A large quantity 1s already in store in 
this city. The advanced prices at which he has 
been selling for a few days past, and will sell 
stock to-day, 1t is estimated, will net him an 
extra $40,000. 

The price of eggs was advanced nearly 20 per 
cent. yesterday. They were easier to carry up 
town than other provisions, und shopkeepers 
were charged as high as 20 cents and more per 
dozen for the finest: grades, while they paid only 
16 cents on Monday. 

Milk was scarcer than ever yesterday. Up-town 
families were compelled to resort to condensed 
milk for their coftee and the use of their chil- 
dren, and the grocers took advantage of the 
needs of their patrons‘ and raised the prices as 
high as their customers would stand. Until 
aufiernoon not a quart of milk could be brought 
into the city, and then the Orange County Milk 
Association managed to bring in a small supply 
by sileighs ifrom Eastern New-Jersey, and 


supplied a number of down-town hotels 
and restaurants. There was, however, a4 
limited quantity of cream, of which 


some dealers generally keep a surplus supply 
for emergencies, and for orders for ice cream for 
distant pinces in Massachusetts, in Philadel_ 
phia, and also in Baltimore, as the farmers in 
tloss ivcaillies keep but iew cows, generally 
only enough to supply their own needs. A Long 
Island milk dealer yesterday sent an order to 
Woodhull & Co. of this city tor six cans of 
cream. He received a single can, aa the peo- 
ple connected with che firm said they knew that 
the dealer wanted the six caus of cream to mix 
up with twenty-four cans of water and then 
bring the compound over to this city to sell as 
milk at the rate of $4 and $5 a can. 
The fish market: was not active yesterday, 
artiy because prices of fish and crustaceans 
run-up from 30tonearly 100 percent. Shad 
which.sold at.85 cents apiece, could. not be pur- 
chased yesterday for less tnan $1 50. Red snap- 
advanced from 12 cents per pound to 18 and 
cents. FishCommissioner Blackford received 
Pte eprom of. shad. yesterday. Much of the 
aud lobster supply comes by rail over the 
jaton Line, and that is blocked: A number 
Ming emecks. lie off Long Island empty, a6 
raid not dare to go out to sea.

A tourof the west side from Eighth-street to 
Thirty-fourth showed that the ouly actual 
scarcity Was in the milk supply, and the only 
case Where prices had been eonsiderably ad- 
vanced was by the grocers who supply the trade 
in coal by the pail. The Grange County Mijkand 
Cream Company, at 1,270 Broadway, had uo 
mili yesterday, ‘This company supplies St. 
Luke's Hospital, the New-York Hospital, and 
the Skin and Cancer Hospital So great has 
been the demand for condensed milk that Park 
«& Tilfard and other large grocers had disposed 
of atl they had in stock. 

There is pienty of ooal in the city, and as arule 
the dealers who sell in bulk have not raised 
priees, but will sellin small amoffits only, not 
because a famine in coal is anticipatea, but be- 
cause of the extreme difficulty of delivery. 
Where possible they induce householders te limit 
purchases for present consumption to a ton or 
half ton until after the streets ara reduced to 
something like a passable conditian. 

Milk consumers will be glad to know that it is 
expected that the Ontario and Weatern, the 
Wallkill Vatiey, and the Ulster and Delaware 
Railroad Companies will be abie to eet milk 
trains througu over the West Shore Road to-day 
with a fair suppty of milk. The Erie people do 
not anticipate being able to get any milk trains 
through to-day for the reason that the farmers 
and dairymen are asibadly snow-bound as are ibe 
railroads, and have no chance of reaching the 
railroad stations. Farmers are additionally 
troubled in getting the milk to market because a 
great quantity of the cans they use have accu- 
mulated at the railroad stations aud milg depets 
here, and Gould not of course be returned, So 
they have no eans to fill even if they could 
reach the railroad through the snow. 
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TO COPE WITH FIRES, 


THE DEVARTMENT MORE CONFIDENT, 
BUT TAKING ALL PRECAUTIONS. 


At theoflices of the New-York Board of Fire 
Underwriters, 115 Broadway, the situation was 
viewed in a more favorable light yesterday. 
Chairman J. T. Patterson of the Fire Patrol 
Committee thought the situation much im- 
proved, but was alive to the still precarious 
condition of affairs. Said he: * This department 
is making every effort to asaist the Fire Depart- 
ment people. Manifestly the situation is better. 
But there is not, nor will there be, any relaxa- 
tion of vigilance on our part until the danger is 
passea. We will make achange in the disposi- 
tion of our force to-night at 7:30, the horse 


patrol being taken off, the men added tothe 
foot patrol, and the horses turned over to the 
Fire Department to be used as they may deem 
best. The horse patrol consisted of 30 mounted 
wen. ‘This was decided upan, owing to the dif- 
ticulty of locomotion in the middle of the streets 
on account of the high banks of snow. The 
force is more efficient on foat. We cover all! the 
dry goods district from Reade to Thirty-fourth 
street.” 

There was little change in the status of affairs 
atthe Fire Department Headquarters up to a 
late hour. President Purroy had manayed to get 
out from Fordham for the first time atuce the 
storm, and was in close consultation with Com- 
raissioner Crokerduring theday. In the electric- 
al department Chief Operator Farrell was still 
ou duty, tuough looking haggara from lack of 
sleep, not having had wore than seven or 
eight hours since the storm began He 
stuted that he had use for fully 
50 more able-bodied expert climbers 
and had received authority from President Pur- 
roy to secure them without regard to wages if 
they could be had. All the gonga and fire boxes 
are in good condition, and the work of repairing 
on the outside is going on nightandday. Ho 
considered the Fire Department wires in better 
condition than any company lines in the city. 
There was less trouble in trausparting materials 
now and the situation was brightening every 
hour. So far as bis departmens was concerned 
he felt ready for any emergency—except an- 
othor blizzard. 

Chief Charles O. Shay was busy all the fore- 
noon and spent much of his time at the Fire De- 
partment repair shops on Third-street, in con- 
suitation With Superiniendent of Repairs John 
Castles. At 1 o'clock he sought the old Mercer- 
street headquarters, und for the first time 
caughta few hours’ sleep, rising at 6 P.M. He 
stated that the department had all the horscs 
and supplies needed, that the improvement in 
the goudition of the streets was so marked that, 
except in a minority of cases, a fre 
could be reached with comparative prompti- 
tude. He had hired a number of sleighs during 
the duy and was having more turned out new 
from the Third-street repair shop. Hose was 
being placed on these sleigus and each engine 
company Was being supplied with them as rap- 
idly as possible. “Still,if you know of any 
one,” he said, smilingly, ‘‘ who has a few strong 
ones to hire at good prices you may send him 
around.” He thought the crisis was passed, but 
it Was well enough to be prepared for auy emer- 
gency. 

Superintendent Castles is too full of business 
to stop for his meals. Every available man he 
could use has been at work in the repair shop ou 
‘Tbird-street uicht and day. Huge sleds are 
being buils and steamers wounted thereon, so 
thatin case of astall 1t would be possible to 
reach a fire on runners. 

Acting Chief Robert Wray of Battalion No. 3 
was. found in Evgine House No, 20, Marion- 
strect, near Houston, just after be had returned 
from a reconnolering expedition of his district. 
He thought it would be possible to reach almost 
any part of the city by some one of the means 
now at the comnmand of the department. Some 
of the streets were still impassable, but it was 
now possible to run an engine clese enough to a 
fire (o reach it with a few extra lengths of hose. 
fe felt quite contident of his own district, and 
thought the majority of the otbers were in as 
good condition. He wished the statement pub- 
lished in some of the papers to the effect that 
No. 20 was stucx while going to the Laigbt- 
street fire corrected. No. 20 did not get stuck 
at all, 

President Purroy sent Tuesday the following 
letter to Mayor Hewitt: 

* DEAR SIR: Itis of the utmost necessity for the 
protection of the city that Broadway ard the main 
thoroughfares be made passable at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. The department has just succeeded 
inthe face of great difiiculties in extinguishing a 
third-alarm fire, but it is marvelous how the engines 
were able to reach their destination. Most of the 
chief streets are choked up with snow and are abso- 
iutely impassable, and shouid a serious fire break 
out in a bad quarter the city would be in great 
danger. Without finding any fault, [gwould re- 
spectiully suggest chat the Street Cleaning 
Department be requested by yon to immediately 
employ and put to work every avuilable man, and 
that plows be run on Broadway, Third-avenue, 
the Bowery, Grand-street, Worth-street, Chambers. 
street, Wall-street, Fulton-street, and the main 
avenues, and also that a working space be cleared 
around the hydrants. The railroad companies 
could do much, if they would, with their snow 
plows, but thus far the Broadway seems to be the 
only ove which is running its plows. ‘The Fire 
Department has withdrawn all leaves of absence, 
has hired all Lhe necessary horses, and has impressed 
into its service all sletghs which it ‘could secure, 
and if it can only reach the fires is in good condition 
to extinguish them.” 


To this the Mayor replied, yesterday morning, 
saying that he had received the letter at 7 
o'clock on his return home, was much obliged 
for the suggestions, but that all of them had 
been acted upon, se far as they were practicable, 
before noon of the day on which the letter was 
written. He says: 

‘Thad a conference with Chief Shay early in the 
day, after which | sent for the Commissioner of 
Street Cleaning and received his assurance that 
every man and every cart that could be procured 
would be put to work in opeuing the main thorough- 
fares and the leading cross streeta. Tho leading 
street railway companies were busily at work yes- 
terday clearing the tracks; so thatI hope by to-night 
that there will be a great improvement in the 
streets, Which will enable the fire engines to pass 
Without serious obstruction. It has been suggested 
that the owuvers of trucks and carts should volun- 
tarily contribute to the removal of the blockade 
Which now exists by carting snow to the rivers and 
duinping at the most convenient point. I have se- 
cured permission from the Dock Department for this 
purpose, 80 that all who feel inclined way join in 
the necessary work of cleaning the streets at the 
earliest possible moment, and I[ trust that such 
voluntary action may be genezal.” 

Ilugh Bonner, First Assistant Chief of the Fire 
Department, said last evening that the depart- 
inent was still in a strait, but the streets were in 
better condition. The,thaw had made the snew 
beavier, but it was pressed down by traftic and 
the thaw and the apparatus would climb where 
Monday and Tuesday nights it would have sunk. 
Nothing had been neglected to render the fire 
service as eflticient 28 possible. Even 
high-handed measures had been resorted to, 
Rome was not built in aday and there are no 
runners ready for engines. It was considered 
expedient to have as much of the fire service 
tackle on sleigns as possible, and as there was a 
scarcity of sleighs it became necessary to hire 
such as could be hired and **borrow” the others. 
Soe every sleigh found handy was appropriated 
and each company now in the city is equipped 
with at least one sleigh on which are put hose 
in lengths, sealing ladders, ‘forcible entry 
tools,” shovels, a supply of fuel, &c. Every 
Chief of Battalion has a light sleigh. 

The owners of the seized sleighs have clam- 
_ored for them, but have been politely informed 
that the condition of the city is analagous to 
one of siege and that, as good citizens, they 
should not rebel but go, like little men, to Fire 
Headquarters and get paid for the services of 
their vebicles. In ail the double companies the 
lightest engine, instead ef being second, is put 
tirat on the ftoor, and there are double teams to 
each engine. Moreover, the old volunteer fire 
spirit is not yet under ground, and each engines 
and truck is supplied with ahauling rope, and 
a cry of ‘* Man the rope” would be sure to be en- 
thusiastically responded to at any place and at 
any heur of the day and night. On Tuesday 
such a ery brought 200 men to the rope of 
Engine No. 20. 

Yesterday it was discovered that Robert J. 
Prior of the Boulevard, and One Hundred and 
Twenty-sixth-street.had hearly al) the old sieighs 
used many years ago by the stage companies 
and in the upper partof thetown. Negotiations 
resulted in the acquiring of all that will be neea- 
ed of the larger ones, and last night many of the 
up-town truck companies had their ladders and 
equipments on these sleighs and are ready to go 
anywhere. Engines Nos. 7,13, 14, and 31 had 
each secured three of Marvin’s Percheron, Nor- 
mandy, and Clydesdale horses to drag the 
f9 Ap re and Chief Bonner felt safe so far a3 
hie district, all south of Thirty-fourth-street, on a 
third alarm was concerned. The hydrants had 
been freed of snow and each had heen tested: 
There was only one source of anxiety—the 
water supply, which is poor until the signal to 
open tba reservoir gates is responded ta. Tha 





















































































































































routes to be taken to fires will not be the same | 
as when the streets are clear. The commander 
of each company must exercise his best judg- 
ment in taking the most open streets to get to a 
point indioated by an alarm and avoid getting 
* stalled.”

AFLOAT DURING THE STORM. 
PERILS OF THE PILOTS — PROBABLE 
LOSS OF A SCHOONER’S CREW. 

The oftice of the Pilot Commissioners at 
Burling-slip was crowded all day yesterday 
with pilots who had had narrow escapes during 
Monday’s great gale. Little cap as yet be done 
toward settling the amount of losses, as it is 
not known how many of the boats can be got 
off. The Driggs, Harrison and Hope were floated 
yesterday by the Merrit Wrecking Company, 
and towed to their docks at Stapleton. The losses 
are roughly estimated at from 880,000 to 
90,000, and theinsurance in the neighborhood 
of $30,000. 

There are 29 New-York pilot boats, and 18 of 
these are still ontaile, Much anxiety is felt as 
to their possible fate. The common saying is 
that a pilot boat can live where any sailing ves- 
86] can, and the 18 boats still not heard from aro 
all stanch and in perfect repair. They must have 


been blown far off the coast, if nothing worse 
has befalien them, and it will probably be sev- 
eral days before any of them will be able to get 
back. <A pilot said yesterday that the tackle 
would be in such a condition from the snow and 
sleet that it could be used with great difficulty, 
if wt all,and the great welght on the rigging 
would add a great deal to the dangers besetting 
the boata, 

Itis almost oertain that one pilot boat will 
not be heard from again. Capt. Spedding of the 
steamship Japanese, which arrived yesterday 
from Mediterranean ports reports that, Monday, 
at 11:30 P. M., when about 25 miles southeast 
from Barnegat, the steamship was run into by 
the pilot boat William H. Starbuck, No. 6. He 
says the pilot boat struck the steamship bow on 
the port side, abatt the fore rigging. Her bow- 
Sprit was Carried away, and probably her fore- 
mast. As she dropped astern sbe was struck by 
the steamship’s quarter,and possibly by the pro- 
peller, and was almostimmediately lost to sight. 
Pilots Oscar Stufiyoden and Fred Ryerson and 
three of the crew who refused to give their 
names, jumped into the rigging of the steamer 
and were saved. ‘rhere were left on the pilot 
boat Pilot Jack Heath, Boatkeeper Jue Douglas, 
audgj three men. The jsurvivore refused to give 
any information, and withhold the names of the 
three men. Very slight hopesare entertained 
of the boat's safety, The steamer was not dum- 
aged by the collision. 

The terrible torce of the gale 1s shown by the 
fact that of the ten pilot boats which sought 
safety by running behind the Hook only one 
did not come to grief. This was No. 19. One 
of the men on board of her said yesterday he 
never had such an experience before. The boat 
had started for outside Sunday night, as there 
were so many evidences of an appruaching 
storm, but the squall came upon it suddenly, 
and the show Was so thick that it was almost 
impossible to tell where the boat was going. 
The ice had to be constantly cut away from 
the = rigging. The heavy waves’ were 
sending spray over her from one end tothe 
other, and ice gathered with almost incredible 
rapidity. The sails became so stiff that they 
broke almost like glass, and if the boat had not 
succeeded in getting into Princo’s Bay she could 
hardly have escaped the fate which befell the 
others. The pilot declares that never, in all his 
experience, had he come across any storm which 
upproached it in severity. 

‘Lhe two sloops and the schooner which went 
ashore at the Hook, and whose crews found ref- 
uge with the pilots at Mrs. Stewart's Summer 
boarding house, were the Pocahontas and P. 
T. Barnum, and tne Mayflower. The Pacahou- 
tas was driven square uponto thesbore. The 
Captain's wife was thoroughly drenehed and 
trostbitten. It was feared after she was taken 
to Mrs. Stewart's that she could not live. It 
was very fortunate for the 36 people from the 
wrecked vessels that Mrs. Stewart's was open. 
Otherwise many of them would have died from 
the etlects of their wetting. No other place was 
within reach, and it was impossible to walk 
through the drifting and blinding snow. 

The pilot boats nearly all left New-York Sun- 
day and went down ag far as the Hook. Signal 
Service storm signals were displayed at the 
time, and by early evening the sleet had begun 
to be unpleasant. Before midnight it blew so 
hard that the station boat came inio the shelter 
of the Hook, along with the other buats, some of 
which had been cruising outside. After mid- 
night the wind changed from the northeast and 
the rain turned to snow. By Monday morning 
things looked very serious, as thesails and tackle 
were 80 covered with ice that they 
could not be used. The worst of it 
waa that as fast as the ice was 
chopped away more took its place. The heavy 
floating ice, too, Kept thumping against the 
sides, and began to force the boats from their 
auchurages. Guns were fired, but there was 
little chance of their being heard. When the 
men were finally forced to take to their yawls 
they were caught by the gale and carried clean 
up onto the shore. Oneofr the yawlsa, a 600- 
pound boat, was taken, rolling over and over, 
uearly 150 feet up on the beach. 

The news that eomes from Sandy Hook is 
very slow 1n arriving, as there is no telegraphic 
communication with the city. A fleet of siwall 
salling veasels is anchored about the Hook, and 
Iaany are more or less disabled. The schooner 
Aunie H. Parsons of Portsmouth has her stern 
smashed and has lost one boat, and the bark 
Pettingill, outward bound for Valparaiso, is at 
anchor with her bowsprit and part of her rig- 
ging carried away. She 1s reported to have been 
run into by a schveoner. 

It was rumored about South-street yesterday 
that the tug Luckenbach had been lost at the 
Delaware Breakwater lastSunday night. Allthat 
was known at the office of her owners was that 
when last heard of she was at the Breakwater. 
She was commanded by Capt. Anthony Keron 
and had a crew of nine men. 

The revenue cutter Grant, Capt. Davis, re- 
turned yesterday from a cruise along the Jersey 
coast as far as Seabright, but no wrecks were 
sighted. Early this morning the Grant will 
start for the Delaware Breakwater. 

The schooner Mary Heltman, Capt. Robert 
McRoberts, owned by Hugh McRoberts, ex- 
County Treasurer of Richmond County, while 
anchored off ‘Tompkinsville, Staten Island, ve- 
gan to drag her anchors about 6 o’clock Monday 
morning. Ou bvuard at the time were Mute 
Patrick Mullaney, John Stewart, Dan Carr.]l, 
amannamed Ryan, and James Hennessy, the 
Captain being on shore, The schooner drified 
through the Narrows and down the Lower 

Bay. She passed the pilot boat J. KF. 
Loubat. No. 16, anchered in the Narrows 
with three anchors out, but could not 
get near enough to abiain any assistance, 
The crew were unable to make any sail what- 
ever, as rigging and spars were a mass of ice 
and snow. They were about to give up all hope 
when they sighted a large schooner right in 
their path which proved to be the George W. 
Lochner, bound from New-York to Nassau apd 
anchored io ride out the storm. The Heitman 
drifted against her bows and Seaman James Hen- 
nessey juwped on board the Lochner. He reports 
that all hands tried to get on board, but were 
unable to do so on account of the 
heavy sea and the high wind. The 
Heitman was Swept away in the darkness and 
Henvessey has little doubt that his com- 
panions were drowned, as they were then drift- 
ing cutside of Sandy Hook. He says they 
hailed the revenue cutter Grant, which was 
anchored off Clifton, Staten Island, as they 
drifted by, but got no response. ‘Che Mary 
Heitman was a schooner of about 150 tons and 
about 10 years old. The sehooner George W. 
Lochner was towed up the Bay yesterday morning 
and is now at the American Docks, Staten Isl- 
and. While hoisting anchors vesterday morning 
Mate John Garland fell backward off the forward 
deck and was seriously injured by falling on the 
fiuke of a spare anchor, 

The Captains of allincoming vessels yesterday 
reported terrific gales, and the vessels them- 
selves bore witness to the terrible weather they 
had passed through. All were coated with ice 
and snow, and the smaller cuasters especiully 
were covered from bow to stern. Officers and 
crews for the last three days had been almost 
constantly on duty, and were nearly worn out 
from exposure and loss of sleep. 

The North German Lloyd steamship Werra re- 
ported variable weather, and arrived at the bar 
Tuesday at 11 P. M., where she was forced to 
. Btop on aceount of the anowstorm. The National 
Line steamship The Queen reached the bar yes- 
‘'terday morning, having taken the blow and 
snow storms outside. She had a rough time of 
it, but received no damage. The Niagara ar- 
rived from Havana cowpletely covered with 
ice, and reported avery hard time from Hat- 
teras, Sunday night her deck was covered with 
snow knee deep. At noon Monday a heavy wave 
washed over her and carried away about 40 feet 
‘of her rail on both sides. Ventilators were 
swept away, cabin windows smashed, and 
cabin doors broken in. The Captain reported 
it as the heaviest storm he had ever experienced. 
The steamer Eduardo from Matanzas reached 
the bar at 10 P. M. Sunday night, and was 
anchored there during the hurricane. She was 
cased in ice and snow from stem to stern, and as 
high up as the foreyard. The coasting steamers 
Knickerbocker, El Dorado, State of Texas, and 
Caroline Miller reported the storm along the 
coast very severe. For 14 hours they had bat- 
tled with a perfect hurricane, but escaped 
damage. 

The Danish bark Anna reached the bar Sun- 
day and anchored off Quarantine. Tuesday 
night she dragged her anchors and drifted under 
Fort Wadsworth, where she lay ina very dan- 
gerous position. Sne got off yesterday morning 
at flood tide and anchored north of the fort. 

The ship Revolving Light from Amsterdam 
42 days anchored at Sandy Hook Sunday night. 
She is still at the bar, and is. reported to have 
been in coNision. with an unknown schooner. 

Two large three-masted schooners went ashore 
at Fort Ham!lton, having dragged their anchars 
= — down from Gowanus Bay with the 
e@ 2. 


A GRATEFUL TRAIN-LOAD. 

The passengers on train No. 10 of the 
New-York Central and Hudson River Railroad, 
the St. Louis express, who were snow-bound at 
Spuyten Duyvil, cut from Monday morning un- 
til Tuesday evening, went about the city with 
smiling faces yesterday, congratulating them- 
selves on their escape from an icy prison. Judg- 
ing from their stories, however. they seemed to 
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have had a pretty good time, and to have en-. 
joyed the experience rather than otherwise. 

Charles J. okay of Boody, McLellan & Co., 
the bankers at 67 Broaaway, was a passen ge 
on the pee. He gave a TIMES reporter is¢ 
night the following account of his journey: 

“Lleft Albany at 4a’clock Monday morning, 
traveling by the St, Louig expreas, The train 
consisted of four sletpera and two passenger 
cars. Atthe time we left Albany there were no 
indications of a blizzard. About 7 o’clock we 
found the storm getting pretty severe, and soon 
after 9 o’clock we ran into the cut at Spuyten 
Duyvil. After repeated attempts to back and 
go ahead, we simply came to a standstill, and 
remained there until 5:30 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon. .There was, of course, no getting ont; 
the apow was 10 or 15 feet deep, and on either 
side of us rose the rocks toa Bele he of 30 or 40 
feet. After we nad been there about threa hours 
the New-York Central people began sending us 
in sandwiches and cakes, coffee and tea, and we 
really spent no unpleasant time. People were 
on the train from California, Colorado, Arizona, 
Vermont, and Canada, and we passed away 
the time with songs, recitations, and the 
like, Ladies from other trains were brought in 
and made comfortable for the night in the sleep- 
ers, and the employes were exceedingly attent- 
ive io all our wants. On Tuesday afternoon 
we held a meeting, over which I presided, and 
W.L Done of Kansas acted as Secretary, and 
passed the following resolutions unanimously: 

Resolved, That the thanks of the passengers are 
hereby tendered to Conductor E. A. Hopper, Pas- 
senger Avent M. N. Roach, Superintendent Theo- 
dore Voorhees, and all employes of the company 
upon train No. 10, as well as those of the Wagner 
Palace Car Company, for their uniform kindness and 
courtesy extended us during the 31 hours’ detention 
of our train by snow. blockade at Spuyten Luyvil 
March 12 and 13, 1888. 

Kkesolved, That, although the delay has occasioned 
us much inconvenience, the hardship and annoyance 
have been greatly ameliorated by the efforts of 
these gentlemen in ministering to our wants under 
great difficulties; aud we felicitate the railroad 
company upon having such efticieut oflicers, who 
have thus ably met the exigencies of the case, 380 
try ings to ourselves and so disastrous to the com- 
pany.

THE FIRST TRAIN THROUGH. 
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HOURS SNOW-BOUND. 

“The snow plow has reached Peekskill 
and is working rapidly toward us, and a large 
force of men are working north from Spuyten 
Duyvil,” was the good news which was given 
the snow-bound passengers of the Albany local 
express at Hastings early yesterday morning. 
From the appearance of things about the sta- 
tion this prediction did‘not seem very likely of 
fulfillment, for there were high snowbauks to be 


seen everywhere, and it secmed as though they 
were impenetrable. Only the middle track was 
at all clear, and that was only two-thirds of tho 
way upto Dobbs Ferry, a wile north of Hast- 
ings. The people of the latter place acted 
very handsomely, and Gflered their houses for 
the detained travelers. During the detention 
the passengers made the best of the situation 
and accommodated themselves to their en viron- 
nent. While they were stalled up the track they 
got acquainted with each other. The cars were 
not heated with steam, which, in this case, was 
fortunate. The engines had to be disconnected 
from the train to go to Hastings to get water to 
keep up steam in their boilers, and when they 
got alittle distance from the train they got 
stalled again, and could neither go ahead nor 
return tothe train. Each car had its own stove 
or heater, and was kept very comfortably warin. 
The railroad company sent from the Dobbs 
Ferry station cansof milk, sandwiches, and pies. 

By Tuesday afternoon the track from the 
snow-bound train to Hastings was cleared, and 
the train was taken there. fhe passengers were 
gladto get outof their cramped quarters, and 
quickly alighted and seatterec to the ditferent 
places provided for their entertainment. James 
J. Treanor took nine ladies to his residence. 
Some women were taken to the, International 
Hotel, and the others were provided with quar- 
ters at different places more or less distant from 
the station. One pleasant incident was the 
forming of an association of the gentlemen pas- 
sengers on the train. They call themselves 
“The Snow Birds.” Thers were some 20 mem- 
bers enrolled, and they decided to have an an- 


nual dinner at the International Hotel in 
Hastings on March 12 ~~ annually. The

COMMUNICATION WITH THE OUTSIDE AN 

IN THE CITY BEING RE-ESTABLISHED. 

The telegraph companies had a very large 
force of men at work yesterday picking up in 
all directions the broken threads of communica- 
tion leading in and outof the city, and conse- 
quently it beeame possible to send messages to 
and from many of the principal pvinis in the 
country, although in @ somewhat roundabout 
Way. 

The Western Union had no direct wire to Phila- 
delphia, but managed to reach that city by way 
of Buffalo and Cincinnati. Messages for Boston 
went by way of Albany. There were two or 
three cirenits open to Chicago, and dispatches 


for Washington hud to ¢o by this route. The 
Western Union also bad one wire to Cincinnati, 
oue to Detroit, one to Pittsburg, two to 
Bulfalo, two to Syracuse and Rochester, and 
four to Albany. Local points to Newburg and 
to Poughkeepsie were also opened “grocer ey. 
New-Haven is completely cut off. Newark and 
Ilizabeth were both reached yesterday, but be- 
yond that point all the wires aredowp. Mure 
than 1,500 poles are reported down. 

Superintendent Humstone of the Western 
Union said yesterday: ‘We are making satis- 
factory progress toward repairing the damages 
in and around New-York, but we are hampered 
outside the city by being unakle to transport 
linemen and supplies,,all the railroads being 
blocked. [ar this reason also we are unable to 
fully estimate the damage sustained.” 

The force at the Western Union Building yes- 
terday was considerably smaller than usual, 
there not being merethan 15 per cent. of the 
employes on duty. They were more than sufli- 
cient, however, to handle the business. Thou- 
sands of delayed dispatches are lying in the 
building. 

At the Postal Telegraph Company's office it 
was stated that repairs had been so far com- 
pleted as to render communication possible 
with Buifalo, Chicago, Pittsburg aud Baltimore, 
by mears of single wires, 

Superintendent Eckert of the Metropolitan 
‘Telephone Company said: *‘ We have between 
200 and 300 men at work repsiring damages a3 
quickly as possible, We think we are makin 
rapid progress, although some of our subscrib- 
ers do not think so. If the weather is good I 
think that by Friday night we shall have 












































































from 60 to S80 ner cent. of the damage 
repaired and have everything cleared up 
by Saturday night. Our lines are in a 


somewhat chaotic condition, and it is difficult to 
siy just what 1s the extent of thedamaze caused 
by the storm. In East Eleventh-street a great 
mass of wires isdown. At Mott Haven half a 
mile of poles are down, and on the east side we 
have about two and a half miles duwn. 

Yesterday the interruption to telegraphic 
communication between Police Headquarters 
and the station houses continued,aud at noon ines- 
sages could be sent by wire to only the Eighth, 
Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, 
Fourteenth, Sixteenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-first, and Twenty-second 
Precincts, and Pier 39, North River, the sub- 
station of the Twenty-eighth Precinct.

RELIEF FOR BROOKLYN. 
THE PRINCIPAL HORSE CAR LINES RUN- 
NING AND BUSINESS RESUMED. 

Brooklyn’s surface railroad companies 
struggied manfully yesterday to release them- 
selves from the grip of the snow and partially 
succeeded. It required the services of over 
10,000 men to clear the principal streets of snow 
and the job cost fully $150,000. Tho Brooklyn 
City Railroad Compuny provad to be the iargest 
employer of labor, and the result was seen 
at 6 o'clock yesterday morning when a ear 
onthe Court-street line, drawn by six horses, 
reached the City Hall on its way to the ferry. 


It left the stables at Greenwcod at 5 o’clock, 
and required au hour to get to the bridge. It 
carried a great crowd of passengers, and was 
greeted with cheers all along the route. Two 
hours later the track was so clear that cars were 
run on 10 minutes’ headway, and during the aft- 
ernoon this was decreased to six minutes. The 
firstear on the Fulton-avenue line left East 
New-York at 7:30 o’clock behind six big horses, 
and eccupied two hours in reaching Fulton 
Ferry. There were two drivers aboard and 100 
passengers. By 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
cars were running on _ Fulton-street at 
regular intervals, but none of the branch 
roads up De Kalb, Flatbush, Nostrand, or Third 
avenues were in operation, and those streets 
seemed to be deserted. At 1 o'clock the main 
line on Myrtle-avenue was opened. The Green- 
point line in Williamsburg also began work. 
‘These four were the only roads that were able to 
do anything yesterday. The Atlantic-Avenue 
Company had 2,000 men at work, and used 
every endeavor to get acar over the road before 
sundown, but the drifts were too numerous and 
too deep. Atlantic-avenue will be open to-day, 
and ears on the Fifth and Seventh avenue lines 
will begin running this morning. No attempt 
has been made to cut a path through Ninth-ave- 
nue or Smith-street, and the cars on those thor- 
oughfares will not be in operation before Sunday 
unless a mighty thaw does the work ef shovels. 

The main business streets in the city resumed 
their accustomed air of activity yesterday. All 
the big dry goods stores along Fulton-street 
were open and did a fair trade, and it was only 
on the side streets and in the poorer neighbor- 
hoods that the effects of the storm were still se- 
riously felt. In narrow streets many of the 
stores were closed by the masses of snow piled 
up, in some cases to the second-story windows, 
and even those stores that remained open could 
do very littic business. Their owners had to aa- 
mit that their stock of goods was very low. 
Milk and bread were the most difficult artilesc 
to find, the former selling readily at 25 
cents a quart. ‘There was a great scarcity 
of all perishable goods, and although ceal was 
plentiful there was no way of delivering it. 
The groeers raised the price per bushel to 40 
cents, while the wholesale dealers made pur- 
chasers pay the increased cost of cartage. ‘this 
brought the price up to $9 and $10 a ton, and 
even at that tigure only a quarter of a ton 
could be delivered at a time. Although there 
is @ searcity of both fuel and food, the thaw 
which began yesterday puts at rest all fear 
of anything like real famiue. ‘The suftering 
among the poor has already begun, but it is 
not the suffering of a famine. By noon to-day 
all the principal streets in the city, those upon 
which are car tracks, will be cleared, and it 
will be a comparatively easy matter to trans- 
port articles of food orfuel to any part of the 
city. That will put a speedy end to the threat- 
ened famine, 

City Works Commissioner Adams found $35,- 
000 yesterday that be could devote to cleaning 
the streets, and, after consulting witb the Mayor, 
be made contracts with half a dozen inen to clean 
15 miles of streets for that amount. Work on 
Fulton-street was begun first, and Contractor 
Clark put a big gang of men at it. The snow 
was removed in carts. By nightfall the side- 
walks about the City Hall began to show them- 
selves once more. Work was reaumed on the 
new elevated roads, an¢ trains on the old oue 
were run on the regular time table. 

Police Commissioner Bell notified all his sub- 
ordinates yesterday to compel householders to 
clean the waiks in front of their residences, and 
also to keep the gutter elear. A big thaw con- 
ing now would flood nearly every cellar in the 
eity, andin some of the “bollows,” with which 
Breoklyn abounds, would destroy a great deal 
more property than the storm has damaged. 

Reports of accidents still continue to be made 
at Police Headquarters, but none of them were 
very serious. The roofs of tive houses on Greene- 
avenue near the city line were blown off on 
Monday night, and several children living in 
the houses were slightly injured by falling bricks 
and woodwork. The fires were fortunately very 
few, only four being reported since Sunday 
night. For the first time in mazy years two men 
were kept on duty in the steeple of the City Hall 
witching for fires, 

The body of a boy about 12 years old was 
found in the snow at Cypress and Fulton ave- 
nues, East New-York, yesterday morning. He 
had been frozen to death. The body was taken 
to a saloon near by. It has not yet been fdenti-

TRENTON HEARD FROM. 
MUCH SUFFERING FOR WANT OF 
IN NEW-JERSEY’S CAPITAL. 

TRENTON, Mareh 14.—This city has been 
isolated from the world for 60 hours, and the 
firat through train departing in all that time 
left for Philadelphia at 7 o’clock this morning 
over the Pennsylvania Railroad. There were 
this morning over 1,000 delayed passengers 
here. Every hotel has been overcrowded, and 
many ofthe snow-bound strangers were com- 
pelled to throw themselves on the hospitality of 
private citizens, 

For the first time in the history of the State 
there has heen no session of the Legislature on 
account ofastorm. The appointed meetings for 
Monday night, for Tuesday morning and after- 


noon, and for Wednesday morning were ad- 
journed from session to session by the Trenton 
representation in the House and the Mercer 
County Senator in the Senate. When the Legis- 
lature does meet it will have a bit of extraordi- 
nary work before it, that of providing for an im- 
mediate election in the townships. Tuesday was 
election day, but in this county the voting took 
place in but one township—Millham. The old 
oflicers have no power to order a special elec- 
tion, and the Legisiature wil! have to do it. 

If the blockade had not been raised when it 
was Trenton would have been a terrible suiferer 
from cold and hunger. Even as it was, there has 
been a scanty supply of provisions. Many gro- 
ceries gave out eutirely and could not get more. 
Many residents on West State-street, Clinton- 
avenue, and Greenwood-avenue have missed 
creain in their coffee and butter on their bread. 
Thisis true of the rich, and the story of the 
suffering of the poor yet remains to be told. No 
money and no work and depleted provisions 
have undoubtedly made a@ thousand people in 
this city sutier terribly. All. business bas been 
at a standstill, and on Monday and ‘Luesday not 
a half-dozen women passed the City Hall all 
day. Even the saloons and Cigar stores closed 
early each day because of a lack of eustomers. 

If to-morrow a bright shining sun is heiped 
along with a southern wind in thawing the re- 
warkable fall of suow the flood in the Delaware 
will beat the record, anda second und muvre 
doleful chapter will be added to the tale of this 
great storm of 18383. 

Thomas Bell and George Stannard, two tele- 
graph operators employed in Fhiladeiphia, took 
passage for their work on a train whieh left 
hore ut 8 o'clock on Monday morning. There 
Were abeut twenty other passengers on the 
train, Which moved slowly to Tullytown, Penn., 
five miles distant, and stopped. There at the 
same time was the train from Philadeiphia, 
which had left early in the morning and arrived 
in this city late in the afternoon. Bell and 
Stannard, with the other passengers, walked 
the half mile to this train and returned to town 
on it. James A. Townsend of the importing 
house cof Mills & Gibbs, New-York, was on the 
train for Philadelphia, and gives this account of 
the trip: 

**Llett Philadelphia at 9:40 Monday. Wewent 
slowly until we got to Germantown Junction, 
where we struck a huge drift. The engine was 
backed and pushed ahead, but the drifts would 
not yleld a passage, The cars were then un- 
coupled oue by one and taken to the station. 
The train was cut in half there, and then we 
started for New-York. We went very siowly 
until nearly noon, when we struck @ great drift 
at Tullytown, and the train came to a stop 
again. We had bad nothing to eat since we 
started from Philadelphia, and at length | 
proposed that we pay one of the railroad men to 


rooD 


xo to the village, some distance away and 
get some eatables. One of the men agree to 


go. The couductor started with him anid re- 
turned first with some crackers, cheese, sweet 
cakes, and ather knickknaeks. These were very 
acceptable, and the passengers thouzht them 
the best they ever tasted. Soon, however, the 
other man arrived with hot biscuit and other 
good things, and we made ourselves quite coin- 
tortable. A bill of $10 was handed to me for 
the provisions, but the conductor said that the 
railroad would pay that. The man brought 
with him also a little bag in which was a 
good supply of cigars. This caused a 
great deal of joy among the male pussen- 
gers, and after completing their meal 
they laid themse!ves out fur solid comfort and 
pronounced the cigars as good asthe best. On 
looking at the bill subsequently [ found that 
they cost 245 cents apiece. In the meanwhile 
every etfort was being made to get the train out 
of the snowdrift. One engine was sent down 
from Trenton to our assistanse, and at length, 
after a whole day spent on the road, we arrived 
at Trenton.” 

Andy Mackaye, manager of ‘‘In the Swim’’ 
company, was one of the party trom Philadel- 
phia which was snow-bound at ‘Tullytown. He 
says that the farmers sohi eggs and sinall pieces 
of pie tor 25 cents each, and raw egezs at the 
same price. While the train was delayed there 
he aud the conductor went to the country store 
and got $10 worth of eatabics, which they dis- 
tributed among the passcnvers.

MEADOWS BY SNOW-BOUND TRAVELERS. 

Commuters on the New-Jersey and New: 
York Railroad speut Monday nizht in the cars 
of thecompany in the Erie station at Jersey 
City. The younger members of the company 
looked upon the affair as a huge frolic, and ex- 
tracted all the fun obtainable out of the situa. 
tion. The others philosophically accepted tha 
inevitable, secure 
as much sleep as their boisterous 
companions would allow. A ean of milk 


contributed by Conductor Blauvelt and supplies 
secured at a neighboring restaurant satistiel 
the cravings of hunger for the time being. 
Tuesday moraoing showed no change in the situ- 
ation, andthe prospect of a west-bound train 
was particularly gloomy. At noon Printer 
Chamberlain of Corona, N. J., an experienced 
and enthusiastic walker, boldly proposed te 
walk home. As the distance is nearly 12 
miles, end the general condition of the 
track and roads was not known, he was very 
generally derided. Nothing daunted, Mr. 
Chamberlain, with one companion, started or 
his long and perilous journey. After his de 
parture the feasibility of thia method was 
energetically discussed, and resulted in a party 
of six being formed, four of wnem lived tn 
Carlstadt, and two in Woodbridge, the station 
above. 

The storm was only a trifle lesa severe when 
the tramp was begun than on Monday, and the 
first mile from the station to the tunnel was 
covered in silence and with a perceptible lack of 
that enthusiasm with which the party had 
started. At the tunnel came the first obstacle. 
The party had vounted on going through it, but 
were ordered back by the Line Superintendent 
because of the great danger attending the trip. 
This interference necessitated a wide detour 
over Bergen Heights to the western end of the 
tunnel. Of the topography of this region the av- 
erage inhabitant had but thecrudest knowledge, 
and it was only after persistent questioning 
that the right way was at last discovered. Once 
on the Erie track, and each fortified with a glass 
of ale well seasoned with pepper, the spirits of 
the party rose and they stepped out werrily. 
The severity of the storm was something phe- 
nomenal, and the walkers faced the piercing, 
snow-laden lasts with a vague realization of the 
perlloft their trip.

BELATED TRAVELERS. 
FEATURES OF THE BLOCKADE IN WEST- 
CHESTER COUNTY. 

The Harlem branch of the New-York, 
New-Haven and MHartford Railroad between 
Harlem Bridge and New-Rochelle has been com- 
pletely snowed under, but yesterday one track 
was cleared. In the afternoon a train started 
from the Harlem station, but had proceeded 
only a few miles when it jumped the track and 
blocked travel for the restof the day. The train 
ronsisted of an engine and two cars, and will be 
rolled off the track, so that itis expected the 


road will be open to-day. A number of passen- 
gers lust evening came down as far as the 
wrecked train, and then walked the rest of the 
distance to the elevated railroad station. 

A train which tried to run down from New- 
Rochelle Monday 1s still snowed under at West 
Chester Village. It had on board about 25 pas- 
Rengers, some of whom settled down to enjoy 
life as much as possible in the cars, and others 
found shelter in the village. All telegraphic 
communication along the line is shut off, but re- 
ports have come down from the villages of 
ecareity of provisions and consequent sutfering. 
Station Agent Short, at Van Nest, was kept in 
thestationfrom Sunday until yesterday morning, 
being completely snowed in, and the men along 
the line report that part of the time he was 
obliged to use for food the sparrows which took 
refuge in the building. There were rumors that 
several persons had perished in the snow. A 
rumor that John Good, who worksin the Cath- 
olic Protectory, had perished was positively de- 
nied last night, and there was saidto be little 
foundation for the other rumors. 

A large number of snowbound travelers were 
prisoners at Mount Vernon.: The New-Haven 
train, which left there at 5:10 Monday morning, 
is stalled less than half a mile above Mount 
Vernon. It usualiv makes its last stop before 
reaching this city at Port Chester. There the 
tronductor was requesied to stop at New- 
hochelle and-Mount Vernon, where many peopte 
were waiting to get to the city. The 
train stopped at New-Rochelle, and again 
befere reaching Mount Vernon, when 
it stuck fast in @ big = drift. The 
South Norwalk accommodation train was 
Rtopped about balf a mile below Mount Vernon. 
The eogine from the New-Haven train tried to 
ASsistit through, but the task was impossible. 
Tucsday afternoon the two trains were got up 
te the station. The passengers on another train, 
who had spent Monday night on board, also 
managed to reach Mount Vernon. There were 
over 1,000 passengers in the village, all eager 
to send messages to fricnds and business houses, 
and all shut entirely off froin communication 
with the outside wor!d. 

Mount Vernon had nowhere near sufficient 
hotel accommodations for these cnforced visit- 
ors, and hotels, boarding houses, and private 
houses were filled to overflowing. The Eleventh 
Separate Company’s armory, the Young Men’s 
Christian Association rooms, and the engine 
houses Were also turned over to the trav- 
eleva. The general spirit displayed was one 
of hospitality, but there were some to take 
every advantage of the occasion for coining 
money. On board the trams food was sold at 
{wo or three tines its worth. The passengers 
Were not averse to paying high for sach a lux- 
ury as food, but unfortunately many of them 
did not have large supplies of inoney withthem. 
Fortunately their credit was good and when 
they linaily reached the village they were all 
right. One man ofiered a stable-keeper $100 to 
take him to New-York, but in vain. 

Several persons tried to reach New-Rochelle 
Monday afternoon in a stage, but had to give up 
the attempt. The stage was left and men and 
horses barely manaxed to find saie refuge ina 
farmhouse. Four residents or Mouvt Vernon 
managed to walk to the village from atrain at 
Melrose, but they nearly perished on the trip. 
Several oiner Mount Vernon residents reached 
the village ‘Tuesday night, having managed to 
walk from Mott Haven. Robert Masterton 
was found dead in the snow about a mile 
from the village. He lived in Bronxville, 
and started to walk from a triena@’s house. Sev- 
pral persons iiad noses and ears frozen, and one 
ReTiIOUS Case Was reported, but no other deaths. 
Yesterday morning several of the delayed pas- 
sengers started to walk to the city, and reached 
itin safety. This morning, if those still at 
Mount Vernon can reach New-Rochelle, they 
will have ne difliculty in getting down by the 
Harlem Road provided the derailed train is got 
out of the way.

DOING LITTLE BUSINESS. 

Only about 50 members of the Coffee Ex- 
change were in attendance yesterday, and the 
sales footed up only 71,000 bags.

The attendance on the Produce Exchange yes- 
terday was about one-quarter as large as usual, 
and businéss was so dull,in the absence of

The Cotton Exchange yesterday decided to 
transact no more business until briday, in the 
absence of guotations and of instructions from 
principals living out of the city. Cotton fell 
from 15 to 22 points during the day anda num- 
ber of brokers’sold out their customers, action 
which, under the peculiar circumstances ob- 
taining, was variously cou:mented upon, some 
holding the opinion that lawsuits will follow in 
many instances. 

At Columbia College no cessation in lectures 
or recitations has taken place on avcount of the 
blizzard during the last three days, except when 
the Professors and instructors living out of 
Lown were snow-bound, and these were very few, 
ov those that succeeded in wending their way 
to the college found the number of students too 
staall to justify the usual lessons. As mostof the 
Prefessors and instructors reside in the city, most 
of them in the vicinity of the college, tew were 
missing in their ranks. Profs. W. G. and H. T. 
Peck, who reside at Greenwich, Conn., had not 
arrived at the college up to 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternuon, nor had Prof. W. B, Trowbridge, who 
resides in New-Haven, and Prof. C. Sprague 
Sinith of South Orange, N. J. The students were 
either less zealous in their atteinpts to reach the 
college or perbaps less fortunate than the Pro- 
fessors and instructors.

NEW-JERSEY’S PLIGHT. 
DEATHS IN NEWARK AND NEED 

OF FOOD EVERYWHERE. 

The city of Newark is gradually recover- 
ing from its isolation and the ice grip, and it is 
time that it did so, for the butchers are running 
out of ineat, the markets are bare of vegetables, 
and the poorer classes who have been 
accustomed to procure their coal in 
pails fram the grocery stores are suffering 


because the grocers’ supplies of coal ran out on 
Monday night. Yesterday if was impossible for 
them to refill their bins and almost every coal- 
yard in the city was besieged by thinly-clad 
Women and children, many of whom came 
through the snow from long distances 
to fill their pails. There were no 
deliveries from the provision shops 
trom Monday morning to Tuesday night, and 
many of the citizens, particularly those on the 
Outskirts of the city, were compelled to go on 
half rations. The fresh-milk supply of the city 
was entirely cnt off ou ‘Tuesday, and the town 
lived on condensed milk yesterday. Even 
that has xiven out at the shops, 
and unless a fresh supply is got into the city to- 
day the babies will have to dine on hot water 
and crackers. The one food of which there is a 
plethora is eggs, Yet the price of this food went 
up 10 and even 25 cents a dozen. The hope of 
the produce dealers at Centre Market 1s that the 
farmers who supply the city may be able to 
get in to-day with sleighs and suppiy the 
warket. 

The Passaic River and Newark Bay are open 
autticiently to permit the steamboat Thomas P. 
Way to make trtps to New-York. ‘the horse rail- 
road tracks on Broad and Market streets were 
partially cleared of snow yesterday, and one car 
was sent out from the Market-street stition. It 
must have got lost, however, up toward Belle- 
Ville, for it was the only one seen. 

The people who live along the Passaio River 
are kept in @ nervous state by the fear that a 
great thaw will come and create a freshet in the 
Passaic which will cause the river to overflow 
its banks and drown them out of their homes 
and factories. Precautions are being taken 
against such a casualty at the lumber yards 
and other places along the banks. 

The unpleasant experiences of the citizens of 
Newark were repeated with exageration in the 
Oranges, Montelair, and other adjoining towns. 
These latter, in addition to the deprivation of 
food supplies, were still cut off yesterday from 
all communication with New-York by rail A 
great many men whose places of business are 
in New-York went to Newark yesterday 
in sleighs, and loads of a dozen or more drove 
up tothe Market-Street Station of the Pennayl- 
vania Railread from all the Oranges, Bloomfield, 
Montclair, Roseville, and other places. One 
man drove up on a boy's bob-sied drawn by a 
large roan horse, having driven in from Liewe)- 
lan Park. The trains on the Morris and Essex 
Ruilroad got out as far as Montclair and South 
Orange yesterday afternoon and ran hourly 
trips. Vhey had few passengers, however. 
Yesterday afternoon there were still ten or a 
dozen trains frow or to Easton and Morristown 
blocked in between South Orange and Highland 
Station. Many of the trainmen on the Morris 
and iseex have been kept on duty since Sunday 
night, aud they zre almost used up. 

The list of casualties reported in Newark is a 
long one, aud wany of them are fatal. Xavier 
Zewinge, 2a milkman, living on the Livingston 
road, over the first Orange Mountain, went his 
rounds in Orange on Monday, and started to 
drive to lis hume about noon, Late in the 
alffernoon his horse, almost exhausted, 
walked into bis yard. He was. Ssitiing 
bolt upright in the Wagon, with the 
reins ww one band and a roll of 
bills in the other, but he was stark dead, frozen 
stiff John Horan of Battie-row, Newark, and 
an unknown wan who lived in Irvington wee 
found frozen to death. Katie Miller of Har- 
rison, einployed in the Clark Thread 
Works, and wu young German girl employed 
in the Edison Lamp Works are missing. 
John Boyer of Brookdaie started for a store on 
Tuesday afternoon, became exhausted, and was 
frozen to death. James Murphy, a lunatic, who 
waa in the City Hospital,Nowark,escaped Monday 
nightin his night shirt. tie was found in asnow 
bank between Camden-street and Pairmount- 
avenue by Tax Commissioner Regan and John 
V. Archibald of Boston. ‘he latter reached tie 
man first, and when he tried to help him the 
mYaniac grasped him around the neck. Mr. 
Archibald was becoming exbausted when Mr. 
Regan came to his assistance, and they finally 
got the man out of the drift, and he was subse- 
quently taken back to the hospital, where he 
died, 

In Jersey City the streets are still piled high 
with snow, but Mayor Cleveland took the re- 
sponsibility yesterday of ordering iucn and carts 
io clear the snow from the streets in the lower 
section of the town at the city’s expense, 
The men worked industriously, and the 
citizens were not long in trainpling 
the residue they left behind them 
into slush. Lhe Jersey City and bergen Point 
Railroad Company succeeded in opening the 
Montgomery-street line of horse cars, but the 
other branches of the company’s roadi— 
through the Hudson City and Bergen 
City sections of the city—are stili under snow. 
The North Hudson Railway Company, which 
serves Hoboken and the north sections of the 
county, opened its reac through West Toboken 
trom ibe elevator. The station of the Pennsyl- 
Vania Road in Jersey City was filled with wait- 
ing passengers last night. Among the stranded 
theatrical companies here awaiting transporta- 
tion are the Casino, on their way to Baltimore; 
the Boston Theatre Company, bound for Phila- 
delphia, and the Mattie Vicker Company, on 
their way to Altoona. 

In both Hoboxen and Jersey City business was 
generally suspended; the schoo!s were ordered 
closea till Monday, and the pluces of public 
amusement are deserted. 

The storm has not been without its compensa- 
tion to Jersey City. ‘The Board of Aidermen 
were to have met Tuesday evening, and the 
liquor dealers prepared to make a descent 
upon them to induce a renewal of their 
licenses for a year to avoid the payment 
of the higher liceuse feo that the new tem- 
perance law will require them to pay after 
May 1. Five Democrats and two Republidans 
were on hand at the appointed hour. Fearful 
that the Democratic five would pass the resolu- 

ion the two Republicans stole away to their 
howes, and 80 prevented a quorum to carry out 
the contemplated scheme. 

The first train from New-York since Sunday 
night reached Paterson yesterday evening bripg- 
ing mailand newspapers. Thelatter sold for 10 
aud 15 cents at a rapid rate, aud there was a 
ery for more. The storm had swept with 
fury over the city, and the Rev. John Berden, 
90 years old,could not recollect any storm 
like itin that part ef the country. A few mills 
started up yesterda. moruing, but many are 
stopped on account of lack of coal. The water- 
works havea short supply only on hand, and 
the pubiic schools being out of fuel were dis- 
missed for the week. Milkmen obtainea 20 
ceuts @ quart readily in the city yes- 
terday morning. There has been no 
funeral since Sunday, and the roads to 
the cemeteries are blockaded. Several 
bodies are awaiting burial. The Passaic River 
is frozen over, something unusual fer so swiftly 
flowing a stream. The hotels are also crowded 
with snow-bound people and passengers from 
the railroads. Among them are Mr. and Mrs, E. 
Roosevelt and friends, who had been at Tuxedo 
Park. They came dewn ae far as Paterson on 
Monday, but could get no farther. 

There 18 no fear of famine in the city, though 
the supply of provisions was running short yes- 
terday and some small grocers bad used up taeir 
stocks. Prices have gone up for several arti- 
cles, and many poor families were suffering for 
want of provisions. 

Five or six abandoned milk wagons have been 
found in the Totowa distriet, and a number of 
narrow escapes trom death by exposure and ex- 
haustion are reported, but no fatalities as yet, 
though a number of persons are reported miss- 
ing. ‘here are many rumors of fatalities in the 
outlying districts, but none of these have yet 
been verified, nor can they be for several days, 

Town meetings were held in several Noew-Jer- 
sey towus on Tuesday. At Manchester 79 votes 
out of 300 were cast, and at Wayne, where 300 
usually vote, 13 only came to the polls. In Lit- 
tie Falls one-half fhe usual vote waf oast. The 
Republican ticket was elected in these towns. 
At Acquackanonck, it is reported, there was no 
election held. 

Alexander Bennett, foreman inthe nickel-plat- 
ing department of the Singer Sewing Machine 
Works, Edward Marshall, his brother-in-law, and 
John See, residents of Staten Island, embarked 
in @ rowboat frem Elizabethport on Mon- 
day afternoon, during the blizzard, intending 
to cross Staten Isiand Sound. Their boat was 
sweptonthe island. They attempted to reach 
ahouse but made no progress. Bennett and 
Les fell helpless, Marshal dragged them 
into a hay stack where’ they diea, 
Searchers found them this afternoon 
Bennett and Lee were dead. Marshall was still 
alive but his limbs were frozen up to the body, 
He was conscious and told the rescuers of their 
frightful sufferings. 

Bayonne City is practically snowed under, 
and from Sunday night until yesterday morn- 
ing there was no communication with New- 
York. A tfain managed to get through the 
snow drifts and reached Jersey City shortly be- 
fore noon. The main streets of the town are 
banked up with snow from 10 to 15 feet high, 
and all business is suspended. The big oil re- 
lineries and sugar houses at Constable Hook and 
Bergen Point have heen closed since Monday. 
On Monday morning the several hundred 
men employed in the refineries attempted to 
reach the latter, but were compelled to retrace 
their steps home before they had gone half the 
distance. As faras known no lives have been 
lost, but much damage bas been done to property. 
At the, height of the blizzard a new house 
just completed, was lifted from it foundation 
and garried a considerable distance, landing a 
wreck in Willinme-street, Constabie Hook. The 
roofs of several rickety frame tenements, prin- 
oipally occupied by Hungarian familios, fell in

President C. D. Miller of the Cotton Exchange 
started yestérday for his homein Roselle, N. J., 
which he had left Monday morning and not 
seen since. 


An old-fashioned sled, bearing a heavy load of 
silver bullion bound for the Assay Office, got 
stuck in the snow at Broad and Wall streets yes- 


terday afternoon, and broke down under the 
strain of attempted removal. The sight of 
$40,000 worth of the precious metal lying partly 
in the snow heaps and partly in the sleigh bot- 
tom attracted a large crowd. The average 
weight of each brick was 2,000 ounces, and none 
of them was suffered to go astray. 


The Superintendent of the Brush Electric Light 
system inthis city called at Police Headquarters 
last night and reported that owing to the short- 


age in coal the lights would have to be shut of 
at midnight. The system includes many of the 
lights along the Bowery and in the Fourteenth- 
street and Droadway section of the city. The 
House of Detention is also supplied with the 
lights. 


Perched on the ton of a snow hill that nearly 
reached the elevated road track on Third-ave- 
nue near Ninety-fourth-street, yesterday floated 


two flags, the American and_ the _ Irish. 
The American was above and. the Irish 
beneath. This called forth a little in- 
dignation on the part of one or two 
Celts who wanted the Irish fiag on top. ‘ Be- 
gorra, an’ ll fix it mght,’ sada big strapping 
fellow, and he made a dash to run up the mound. 
The show wus too soft, and the irate Celt sank 
nearly out of sight. Friends rescued him by the 
legs, and the flags still continued to floatina 
mubnert Oo delight Mayor Hewitt. 

At Central Park the regular torce of laborers 
have been engaged in making paths through 
the snow. The police patrols, which have been 
shortened since Monday to six hours instead of 
eight, were again placed at the latter tigure be- 
xinbing with 100’clock last evening. Pedestrians 
ventured into the park yesterday, and very few 
8leighs have been seen, their drivers seeming to 
prefer places with a less expanse of snow. The 
animals are warmly housed, and will probably 
not be on exhibition furaday ortwo yet. Mr. 
Crowley has stood the storm excellently well. 

In front of the Belvidere House, on the Eight- 
eenth-street side, yesterday loomed up a pile of 
suow about 10 feet high. On topof it was raised 
a@ placard reading, ‘*‘ This snow for sale.” 

What to do with immigrants arriving at Castle 
Garden became a problem hard to solve yester- 
day. The garden was filled, and it was impossi- 
ble for any to get away. Those on the incoming 
Ateamsbips were not taken off, as there would 
have been nu room for them. Those in the 
Garden are a sorry-looking lot, and show traces 
of fatigue and the results of sleeping on the 
floors anid the benches. Everything possible is 
done for their comfort, and they have been able 
to get plenty of food. Among those whoarrived 
yesterday was one man who had about $4,000, 
but he was unable to get any further than those 
with $40, 

Mayor Hewitt feels decidedly shorthanded 
without the assistance of his secretary, Arthur 
Berry. Mr. Berry went to Madison, N. J., last 
Saturday to spend Sunday with some friends, 
and the blizzard made him a prisoner and an 
involuntary exile from his week-day world. 

During the height of the storm at midnight of 
Monday William H. Eckert, manager of the 
Metropolitan Telephone Company, discovered 
two girls, 13 and 15 years of age, lying in the 
doorway of the Coal and Iron Exchange Build- 
Ing, corner of (Cortlandt and Church streets, 
locked in each other’s arms, unconscious, 
and fast freezing to death. Mr. Eckert 
aroused them, helped them to their feet, and, pro- 
curing assistance, took them as far as the Astor 
Ifouse, where they fainted. When they revived 
they were unable to walk. He procured a hack 
and they were sent to their home in Cherry- 
street, Where they finally. recovered from the 
effects of their exposure to the cold. 


Monday night 372 menand 190 women lodged 


.in the station houses, and Tuesday night the 


lodgers, of whom 213 were women, numbered 
529. 

H{alf a ton of fresh fish, given for distribution 
to Superintendent Murray by the North River 
Fish and Game Company of Vesey-street, 
through Charles Philipsen, was given to desery- 


ing persons at the Oak-street station house 
yesterday afternoon by Capt. Carpenter. 


Officer David Davis of the Thirty-fifth Precinct 
started with the returns at 6 A. M. yesterday 
trom the King’s Bridge station house. Ten min- 


utes later his horse rolled with him into a snow- 
bank and was extricated withont much trouble, 
but further on the horse became so buried in a 
bank that it had to be dug out. Davis and his 
nag reached the One Hundred and Fifty-second- 
street station house at 10 0’clock and he went 
to Police Headquarters by the elevated railroad. 


J. Warner Bott, dealer in cardboard at 51 
3eckman, and a party of friends were in one of 
the trains from New-Haven which were stalled 


at Mount Vernon by the blizzard. They staid 
in the cars, surrounded by snowdrifts, until last 
evening, when they determined to wait no 
longer but to trust to the strength of their legs 
for extrication. They left five trains satuck 
at Mount Vernon wwhich had _ brought 
about 1,500 passengers, and some of these 
offered to bet $100 to $1 that they would not 
reached this city. The distance to the Harlem 
River, where they caught the elevated road, is 
eight miles, and at no place did they find the 
snow less than knee deep. Oftentimes it was 
up to their waists. Nevertheless they pulled 
through, and were hale and hearty, though 
somewhat stiff, yesterday. 


Police Commissioner Voorhis yesterday re- 
ceived fromn a correspondent this novel plan for 
cleaning the streets: ‘Have the clean snow 


shoveled into the sewer manholes. Attach a 
hose to nearest fire hydrant and let a stream of 
water wash the snow through the sewor. This 
would be a good way to open some of tue streets 
for the use of the Fire Department, &c. You 
are a practical man, advocate it, and receive the 
thanks, &c.” 

The metropolital undertaker has been robbed 
ofa profitable feature of his business by the 
blizzard. The cemeteries areinterred in snow, 
the grave digger’s occupation is gone, nobody 
has told the sexton to toll the church ell in 
several days and since Sunday there has not been 
a funeral. Grim death, however, has not 
suspended his everlasting work, and as 
aresult there are probably more dead bodies 
above ground in New-York to-day than at any 
time in her sone Such is the distressing 
situation in Brooklyn, Jersey City, and other 
snow-bound cities, They are 
white sepultures themselves, This appli- 
cation would not be far fetched were 
it to be discovered, as has been intimated, that 
bodies lie under the mounds of snow. The 
undertakers are attending to all orders as best 
they can, but will make no promises as to bur- 
ials. Corpses arejether kept packed in ice or em- 
balmed and put in hermetically-sealed 
caskets. Where immediate burial is a 
matter of sanitary necessity undertakers decline 
to take the order, aud refer relatives to 
the Board of Health. This branch of the Munic- 
ipal Government is confronted with a threat- 
ened plague and is doing all it can to avert it. 
Undertakers are complaining of the scaroity of 
ice. > 


A negro was seen going down Broad-street, 
Newark, Tuesday with a board about a foot and 
a half long and half a foot wide attached to each 


foot, which he used to carry him over the drifts 
and snow, in the manner of the snowshoe of our 
northern neighbers. His pedestrianism was 
about as graceful as could be expected from a 
person who for the first time was trying that 
means of locomotion, and excited considerable 
meriment.

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IN A SNOW-BOUND TRAIN. 

Mount VERNON, N. Y., March 14.—We 
are only a dozen miles from New-York, but can- 
not get there forlove or money. This is being 
written on onejof the New-York and New-Haven 
trains, which has now been here 60 hours, with 
miles of trains in front and to the rear of it. Many 
of the male passengers have remained aboard 
both nights, faring as best they could, but the 
ladies have been cared for at the nearest houses, 
some of them carried through the snow in the 
arms of strangers.

What adds to the discomfort of a large num- 
her of the snow-bound pussengers is that they 
are out of money and are borrowing or getting 
along on free sandwiches as best they can. 
Cigar smokers are in asad plight. Two-cent 
cabbage-leaf cigars brought in the cars by 
urchins find buyers at 10tol5cents. Taking 
the passengers’ residences on all the blockaded 
trains,they must cover a radius of over 50 miles, 
A newsboy has just reached here, having walked 
allthe way from City Hall, and is selling the 
morning papers like hot cakes at 40 cents apiece.

NORTH ADAMS’S EXPERIENCE. 
ONE MAN FROZEN TO DEATH IN THE 
MAIN STREET. 

Norti ADAMS, Mass., March 14.—This is 
the worst snowstorm ever known in this sec- 
tion. It began cn Sunday. The wind began 
blowing hard Monday afternoon, drifting all 
country roads and making travel impossible. 
The streets in North Adams are filled with snow 
about four feet deep, while in the gutters it is 
piled up fully 12 feet. The few teams which were 
out yesterday drove on the walks, the streets 
being impassable. Two trains were stalled 


between Buckland and Shelburne Falls. A re- 
lief train of several engines anda gang of men 
were yesterday dispatched to shovel them out, 
Two trains were stalled at Williamstown, one 
being brought buck by the relief train, but was 
Stalled again nearthe erounds of the Llioosac 
Valley Agricultural Society. avd lay there all 
Bight. Many cattle in stalied trains have 
perished of the cold. 

Mouday evening Peter Rome, a track walker 
on the Fitchburg Road, was struck by a snow 
plow near Buckland and died in a few hours. 
The same night Peter Hlorn,an employe of 
Puillipa Mill, at Adams, started tor home after 
working aliday. He lived on a farin some dis- 
tance from the mill, and was found frozen yes- 
terday morning, having gone only a short dis- 
tance from the miil when he stuck fast in the 
The roaring of the wind was so loud that 
his cries for help could not be heard by any one, 
although the body was found directly in the 
main sireet of the town, 

The train leaving here 3:05 Monday afternoon 
stuck fast between Adams and Maple Grove. It 
was filled with passengprs, many sieceping there 
through the night, being unable to get to a botel 
or boarding house. The station restaurant pro- 
vided them with food. Among the passengers 
delayed here was an opera coinpany bound for 
Loston, containing 47 people. They are on 
board one train stalled at Buckland. The railroad 
tracks are filled in some places 12 to 15 feet, 
making the worst blockade ever seen.

BALTIMORE REJOICES. 

BALTIMORE, March 14.—The weather is 
gradually getting back into its normal lovliness 
in Baltimore.

BOTH SIDES SATISFIED. 
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JUDGE GRESHAM’S DECISION 
““Q” APPLICATION, 
Cnicaco, March 14.—Judge Gresham to- 

day tiled his decision upon the application of the 

Burlington Road to compel the Wabash to 

handie ‘“Q"” freight and to prevent Chief 

Arthur and his brotherhood from interfering. 

It is as follows: 

“Although the property of the Wabash Com- 
pany is in the custody of the court, itis oper- 
ated by a Receiver as a common carrier. Fs 
rights and duties are those of acarrier. He 1s 
bound to afford all raiiway companies whose 
lines connect with fis, equal facilities for the 
exchange of trattic, It is his duty to receive from 
and deiiver to connecting roads both loaded and 
empty cars. Ho cannoh discriminate against 
one road by maintaining the policy of non-inter- 
course. More need uot be said on this question. 
As Receiver he bas wisely rescinded the instruc- 
tions which Giseriminated against the petilioucr, 
aud he has no purpose or desire to deny the 
petitioner any of its legal rights. 

“Although the petitioner has accomplished 
the chief purpose in invoking tho aid of the Cir- 
cuit Court it is urged by counsel that the per- 
sons belonging to the Brotherbood of Locoimo- 
tive Engineers, and especially P. M. Arthur, 
who is chief oflicer of that organization, have in- 
terfered with the Receiver anti his subordinates 
in the management of the Wabash property, and 
that they should be punished for their illexal 
and contumacieus conduct. The Receiver and 
counsel make no such complaint. Ou the con- 
trary the Receiver declares that there has been 
no interference with him. While the affidavits 
submitted in support of the petition show that 
Mr. Arthur sent a telegraphic Message to the 
engineers of the Union Pacific Railway Conm- 
pany at Omaha directing them to haul no cars 
of the petitioner it does not fairly appear from 
the evidence that the engineers in the service of 
the Receiver received such order, by telegraph 
or otherwise. 

‘For the present it is sufficient to say that the 
court will protect the property of the Wabash in 
its custudy. The employes of the Receiver can- 
not be obiiged toremain in his eervice against 
their wish, but neither they nor others will be 
permitted to interfere with or disturb the Re- 
ceiver or his suvordinatos 1n possession and op- 
eration of the property in his custody. Lawless 
interferencé with the Reoelver and his employes 
in the discharge of their duties will not be toler- 
ated. It is proper to state, however, in justice 
to the Wabash engineers, that they do not desire 
to maintain an attitude in defiance to the law, 
and are now willing to aid the Receiver in the 
lawful and successful adininistration of his 
trust. The Heceiver’s answer renders it un- 
necessary for the court to more than direct that 
the petition remain on file for future action, 
should there be occasion for it.” : 

By both sides the decision 15 claimed to be 
satisfactory. Buriington attorneys say it af- 
firins their position that connecting roads must 
handle their freight. “Counsel for the brother- 
hood declare that it is from beginning to end 
something they can Indorse.

THE MEDICO-LEGAL SOCIETY INDORSES 
THE ELECTRICAL DEATH PENALTY. 

There, may have been a sound of revelry 
by night, bué the Medivo-Legal Society of this 
town is not open to suspicion, 
Clark Bell was in charge of that organizativn’s 
monthly mecting last night. He wasn’t over- 
tired. Not a breeze was there to ruffle him. 
Just four distinguished medico-legalites were 
with him. The Hotel Buckingham’s spacious par- 
lors prepared for the society had lots of vacancy 
in them, aside from Clark Bell and his quartet of 
compatriots. One of the compatriots was a lady 


who had brought to the medico-legal portals a 
bulky manuscript which, though not herself re- 
Spousible for it, she was prevailed upon to read. 
Her voice was low, sweet, and modulated into 
such soft harmonies that not only Clark Belland 
the three other compatriots listered in attention 
wrapt, but there were even suspicions that 
the half-dozen outlying newspaper reporters 
before she was done had discovered rare de- 
lights in ** The Possibility of Airin the Heart in 
Cases of Infanticide.” The real spousor for tie 
manuscript was Dr, F. W. Higgins of Cortland, 
N. Y., who for some reason connected with the 
recent blizzard had not dropped into town in 
time to do his own reading. 

There was one other paper read, ‘Some Ex- 
periments Relating tothe After-Death Absorp- 
tion of Arsenic,” by Dr. George B. Miller of 
Philadelphia. Here was another author suow- 
bound, and he, too, hud to have his reading done 
for him. A mere man, however, was his substi- 
tute, and by a formal vote.of the reportorial 
contingent the Cortland effort was far in the 
lead of that of the Quaker City. 

What might have been of interest, had there 
been enough doctors and lawyers present to 
Vote out loud, was the adoption without discus- 
sion of a report from a special committee ap- 
pointed to declare upon ** the best method of 
executing death penalties.”

D.. and Matthew Hale, Esq., Commissioners, made 
to the Legisiature on Jan. 17, 1583, which: were by 
action of this society lait before this committee at 
the February meeting. Your committee are of the 
opinion that the Commissioners are entitled to the 
thanks of the Legislature and the public for the 
able and exhaustive labor they have bestowed upon 
the subject. Your committee are of the opinion: 

1. That the reduction by legislation in number in 
civilized States of what are designated as capital 
otfenses is in accord with enlightened civilization, and 
that its practical resnit has been the diminution 
rather thau the increase of crime. 

2. That 1t shonkl be legally established by legis- 
lative cnactments that the State, in fixing penalties 
for crimes, has no right to intliet a vindictive pun- 
ishment upon wacriminal, many spirit of vengeance 
or relaliauion. That the object and justification 
of punishment should be to deter others from the 
commission of crime. 

3. Thatthe provisions of our Constitution “that 
crucland unustal punishment shall not be intheted” 
should be entorced by appropriate legisiatiou, and 
all existing statutes repugnant to either ils letter or 
spirit be repeated. 

4. Phat hauging should be abolished as cruel and 
contrary to the pubtic sense of our civilization. 

6. Thatasa substitute tor the present death pen- 
alty we would recommend: 

«a Death by the electric current or, 

b. Death by by podermatic; or other injection of 
poison; or, 

ec. Death by carbonic oxide gas injected into a 
swallroom iv each jail, as recommended by Prof. 
John H. Packard, (Med-Leg. Papers, vol. 3 p. 521,) 
giving our prelerence tu the first, or death by 
electric current. 

6. That in our judgment executions should be 
private, and not public. 

7. Vhatif it were possible to prevent the publica 
tion of details of executions in the public press it 
would bea public good, 

& ‘That the bodies of criminals should be delivered 
to the medical scheols, after execution, fer uissec- 
lion. 

Your committee do not pass upon the question of 
the propriety of inflicting capital punishinent by the 
State, against which there is strong objection mm the 
popular mind, 

‘the report is intended to be limited to tho sub- 
jects embraced in the report now betore the Legis- 
lature of the State. 

When Clark Bell called upon the assemblage to 
vote yea or nay as to whether this report should 
be oflicialiy adopted, there Was «a strange unan- 
lmity among the one doctor preseut who had the 
right to u vote.

LIQUOR AND POLITICS IN CITIES. 

The system of high license for the restric- 
tion and regulation of the liquor traffic has 
been in effect in Chicago™for the last tive 
years, and it is the uniform testimony of 
those in the best position to judge that it 
has had a very beneficial effect. The imme- 
diate result was to close about 600 saloons, 
including all the most pernicious resorts in 
the city, and to suppress 600 to 700 unli- 
censed places where liquor was sold. This 
shows that the effect of high license 
is not to encourage evasions of the 
law, but, on the contrary, to help in its 
enforcement by enlisting the aid of those 
who are compelled to pay liberally for their 
privileges. But the restrictive effect is 
more clearly shown in preventing the mul- 
tiplication of saloons with the increase of 
population. By extension of area and in- 
creased density the population of Chicago 
is said to have risen from 500,000 to about 
900,000 since the adoption of high license, 
while the number of saloons has diminished

Canada has led to a very peculiar device on 
the part of a prominent dsaler in seeds for 
the cheaper distribution of his wares by 
mail. He hit upon a plan of sending them 
in bulk to Canada by express and having 
them mailed in packages to different parts 
of the United States from there. As our 
rates are a cent an ounce for pack- 
ages limited to four pounds, and those 
of Canada four cents a pound on 
packages limited to five pounds, there 
was a chance for quite a saving. But 
the sending of these packages is in contra- 
vention of our postal convention with Can- 
ada, and the Postmaster-General has issued 
an order calculated to put a stop to the eco- 
nomical scheme of the enterprising seeds- 

° man. All these contraband packages that 
can be identified are to be turned into the 
nearest exchange office on returning to this 
side of the border, where the regular rate 
of postage will be collected. The query 
may naturally arise why Canada can afford 
to distribute packages of merchandise at so 
much lower rates than the United States. 
The average distance of transmission is 
probably not less, while the amount of such 
business will probably bear no comparison 
with that in this country.

A few years ago the 
saloon keepers controlled the politics of the 
city, and the offices were filled by them and 
their friends and no one could be elected to 
a good office unless he got the influence of 
the saloon element; but that is all changed 
now. The political power of the saloon 
in Chicago is practically destroyed, and if 
a person is nominated to any important 
oftice and it becomes known that he is 
supported by the saloon interest he is 
sure.to be defeated.” That the result is 
appreciated by the people is testified to by 
the City Collector, who says: ‘‘I can say 
without fear of successful contradiction 
that the people and press of Chicago are on 
the side of high license, and if there is to 
be any change here it will surely be toward 
higher license and stricter regulation for 
the saloon traffic.”

These facts are very 
suggestive of the influence which liquor 
dealers and those acting in their interest 
have in what is called the “primary action 
of the people.” They very largely control 
the selection of delegates to conventions 
and the nomination of candidates for local 
offices, and respectable people are expected, 
out of loy alty to party, to support nomina- 
tions virtually made in the rum shops un- 
der the direct influence of the liquor inter- 
est. Perhaps this exhibition of the promi- 
nence of the saloon in politics in Buffalo 
may serve to explain the fact that Mr. Ep- 
WARD GALLAGHER, Republican Assembly- 
man from that city, was one of the most 
strenuous opponents of making the High 
License bill a party measure. 

Mr. MORGAN, representing the Seventh 
District of this city, was also very earnest 
in his opposition, and there is no way of 
explaining the fact except his fear of the 
saloon power in the making of nominations. 
The general sentiment of his district is un- 
questionably in favor of the bill, and if 
nominations were actually made or con- 
trolled by the mass of the voters he would 
have nothing to fear. What he and others 
like him are afraid of is not the vote 
at the election so much as the action of 
caucuses which are held in liquor saloons or 
under the immediate influence of liquor 
dealers who are invariably active in the 
primaries. What they are anxious to con- 
trol is the nominations, and if they are able 
to do that they can leave the elections to 
take care of themselves. It is oniy when 
there are candidates opposed to thein that 
they have occasion to exert themselves on 
election day. Self-respecting politicians 
ought to be glad of anything that would 
curtail the power of these liquor tyrants. 

Any party that could shake off the con- 
trol which liquor saloons exercise over the 
action of caucuses could safely defy all the 
power they can exert at the polls. Let its 
nominations be independent of the saloon 
power and represent opposition to it and it 
would no doubt lose the ‘liquor vote,” but 
it would gain much more than it would louse. 
The first stepgtoward this result would be 
a substantial reduction 
of the saloons and of 
and such elevation in their character 
as can be secured by insisting upon 
a higher responsibility to the public. This 
would unquestionably result from the adop- 
tion and enforcement of the high-license 
system, and the benefit would affect politics 
generally. If both parties could be induced 
to sustain this policy they would share the 
benefit without materially disturbing the 
equilibrium produced by other issues, but 
if only one will accept it we have no doubt 
that at no distant day it will derive from it 
@ material increase of strength. The de- 
struction of the saloon power in politics 
which is said to have been accomplished in 
Chicago would be a great boon to this city, 
helping vastly to improve its administra- 
tion and raise the tone of local politics.

A SERVANT OF THE TRUSTS. 

The tariff bill introduced by Mr. Ran- 
DALL has been called ‘a bill to perpetuate 
Trusts.” Let us see whether it deserves 
this title. 

First, the Sugar Trust. The inquiries of 
THE TIMES, followed by those of two legis- 
lative committees—one sitting in Washing- 
ton and the other in this city—have left no 
room for doubt as to the existence of this 
Trust or the methods by which it exacts 
tribute from a nation of consumers. Its 
existence and its power to exact this tribute 
depend upon the tariff duties, which ex- 
clude refined sugar. What has Mr. Ran- 
DALL done to lift from the people the 
burden imposed by this greedy ring? Ab- 
solutely nothing. In his bill the sugar 
duties are unchanged. He would retain 
the rates which forbid the importation 
of refined sugars or other sugars of 


high grades, and under’ which the 
Trust can easily make prices much 
higher than they are even now. But 


he is not content to{serve the Trust in 
this way. He asks Congress to increase the 
duty upon the material with which the 
refiners adulterate the sugars which are 
bought by the workingman, for whose wel- 
fare he and his employers profess to be 
solicitous. Many millions of dollars are in- 
vested in the great factories which produce 
glucose, a substance worth about 21) cents 


} a pound, with which sugars of the cheaper 


grades are largely adulterated. The duty 
is now 20 per cent. RANDALL’s bill would 
make the duty 1 cent a pound, which is 
equivalent to 40 per cent. RANDALL would 


enable the Trust to raise the price, not only | 


of its sugar, but also of the stuff with which 
it adulteratesits sugar, inorder tolower the 
cost of the same and increase profits. Could 
anything show more forcibly what the Sun, 
in an editorial article concerning this very 
bill, calls ‘‘ the unswerving devotion to the 
interests of American producers and manu- 
facturers which this Democratic American 
statesman brings to the performance of 
every public duty” ? 

Second, the Linseed Oil Trust. This 
Trust, which has issued certificates to the 
amount of $11,000,000, and which raised 
the price of linseed oil in the year 1887 
from 38 cents to 52 cents a gallon, is shel- 
tered by a duty of 25 cents a gallon, which 
is equivalent to 54.79 per cent. The Mills 
bill puts linseed oil on the free lst. Ran- 
DALL would reduce the duty from 25 cents 
to 20 cents a gallon. Such a reduction 
would give the people no relief, for the 
value of imported oil with the duty added 
would be 65 cents. The Trust could con- 
tinue to raise its price. 

Third, the Lead Trust. This combination 
has raised the price of lead about 20 per 
cent., and the London Times reports that the 
American producers have gone into a three 
years’ ring like that by which M. SECRETAN 
has obtained control of the world’s copper. 
The duty on ore, 11) cents a pound, is equiv- 
alent to 59.27 per cent.. while that upon 
lead in pigs and bars is 2 cents a pound, or 
68.97 per cent. The Mills bill cuts the first 
of these down one-half and the second 
three-eighths. But RANDALL’s reductions— 
only %ofa cent in each case—would not 
disturb the Trust. The equivalent ad 

valoram rate wonld fall from 59.27 to about 
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50 per cent. on ore, and from 68.97 to about 
60 per cent. on pigs and bars. 

Fourth, the Envelope Trust. This ring, 
whose methods and work have been fully 
exposed, is now using its influence to put 
an end to the sale of stamped envelopes by 
the Government. It is protected from for- 
eign competition by a duty ranging, as Mr. 
RANDALL shows in the summary of his bill 
which was furnished to the press, from 15 
to 25 per cent. Does he suggest any reduc- 
tion of this rate, which excludes foreign en- 
velopes and thus enables the ring to monop- 
lize the home market and fix prices in it? 
No. He would make the rate 25 per cent. 

Fifth, the Tile ring. We showed a few 
days ago that when there was a demand for 
tiles to be used on the floors of the new 
Pension Building in Washington the mak- 
ers of tiles in this country combined to 
raise the price, and placed the figure so high 
that foreign tiles were used. Mr. RANDALL 
seems to be of the opinion that the manu- 
facturers should be rewarded for such work 
as this, for his bill raises the rate of duty 
from 35 to 40 per cent. 

These examples will suffice for the pres- 
ent. Mr. RANDALL has served the unlawful 
Trusts and other combinations not through 
ignorance. He well knows what these com- 
binations have done and are doing, and how 
they and the people would be affected if his 
bill should become a law. He is simply 
serving those whose influence keeps him in 
Congress, 








THE FUTURE OF GERMANY. 

As we pointed out yesterday the proc- 
lamation of the new Emperor of Germany 
is in the true Hohenzollern spirit, and still 
more so is the remarkable letter to Prince 
BISMARCK. Toall who are interested in 
the future of this mighty people—and what 
intelligent mind can fail to be so—these 
manifestations of the superb moral and in- 
tellectual force of the Emperor must deepen 
the regret that in all human probability it 
must so soon yield to the progress of dis- 
ease. A man who from a bed of apparently 
fatal sickness can rise, first to bear the 
shock of the most intimate personal afflic- 
tion, then to endure the hardship of a weary 
and exciting journey, and on the day the 
journey ended could pen state papers of so 
much importance with such calin clear- 
ness and dignity, such a firm and 
outlook upon the future, with such 
viously mature consideration of the 
immense powers and responsibilities im- 
posed upon him—greater than upon any 
living ruler—is of no common mold. One 
cannot but reflect on what this mind, 
ripened slowly and richly in the peculiar 
conditions of long years of waiting for 
the crown, a state at once illustrious and 
obscure, of vast potentiality and of im- 
mediate helplessness, would accomplish in 
even the ordinary term of life, could it 
be assured. It is the tradition of great 
monarchies that the heir apparent always 
favors the Opposition, but the Crown 
Prince, who has borne with great patience 
the trials of the past, shows by these first 
proclamations of his ideas that he is ani- 
mated by the dominant instincts of his 
house, and that whatever liberality he 
might show in his new post, it would be 
the liberality of one who grants con- 
cessions, who may recognize necessity, 
but who still regards the throne as the 
fountain of all authority, the supreme 
arbiter of all questions. 

This curious and yet natural combination 
of the Hohenzollern appreciation of pre- 
rogative, with an intelligent perception of 
the tendencies of modern times and of the 
real needs of the nation, would undoubtedly, 
were the Emperor to live and reign for a dec- 
ade, develop most strongly toward the 
liberal side. The question of most impor- 
tance for the German people is what will 
be the course of thingsif, after a brief 
period, as is most certain, the new Emperor 
should give way to his son, whose sympa- 
thies and aims are believed to be in quite a 
different direction from those of the father. 
To this question no definite answer can be 
given. But this much is evident, that the 
influence of FREDERICK’S avowals, however 
short may be his reign, cannot be wholly 
lost. It is probable that it was the con- 
sciousness of this fact that impelled him to 
make them so promptly. while yet the body 
of his imperial father lay unburied in his 
palace. Whatever may occur in the future 
the policy the spirit of the late Emperor’s 
rule, or rather thatof Prince BISMARCK, has 
received from the highest authority a dis- 
tinct and solemn criticism. For once 
at least the forward spirit of the German 
people has received from the imperial 
throne a recognition, proud and reserved, 
indeed, but candid and respectful and even 
friendly. ‘* For the time that, according to 
Gonp’s will, may be allotted” to his rule the 
Emperor offers to his ‘ faithful people” his 
‘*unbounded confidence,” and in his letter 
to Prince BIsMARCK he declares that the 
“‘mutual rights” of the Emperor, the Reichs- 
tag, and the Federal Governments ‘ must 
only serve for promoting the public welfare, 
which remains the supreme law of the land, 
and must always be employed in fully satis- 
fying any further and undoubted national 
requirements which may arise.” This cec- 
laration, united with the Emperors warm 
expression of devotion to the principle of 
“religious toleration,” his emphatic pledge 
of all possible financial reform, and his 
prayer that he may be permitted to “ lead 
Germany and Prussia to new honors in the 
domain of pacific development” affords a 
recognition of the German people’s position 
quite in advance of anything to be inferred 
from Prince BISMARCK’s policy. Its influ- 
ence, as we have said, cannot be wholly 
lost. 

And it must be remembered that if the 
term of FREDERICK’S reign is likely to be 
very near, that of Prince BISMARCK’s career 
cannot be very far away, and when the pres- 
ent Crown Prince comes to the throne he will 
lack the Minister’s counsel who gave to his 
grandfatherso much of his wonderful power. 
Even if he should find new men of as great 
ability thesituation will have been radically 
changed. They will lack the prestige of 
their predecessors. They will not have been 

the creators of German unity, nor will they 
have the sanction of victory in two great 
wars for an arbitrary and reactionary policy 
if they should adoptone. In the meanwhile

In every department of life the ne- 
cessities of modern competion, the require- 
ments of the industrial struggle for exist- 
ence, and the development of the energies | 
of the people will enforce the recognition of 
constantly greater freedom and constantly 
less restriction and regulation by the Gov- 
ernment. It is from these conditions with 
which, indeed, a great war would interfere, 
but which such a warcould not abolish, that 
the student of European politics will derive 


of its property, but if there is none Con- 
gress should supply the omission as soon as 
possible. 
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The bill introduced into Congress by Mr. 
Crouse for the amendment of the Militia 
act of last year will probably furnish the 
basis of whatever legislation on the subject 
may be sought during the present session. 
It provides that the sum of $1,000,000 shall 
be annually appropriated for arms, ordnance 
stores, Quartermaster’s stores, and camp 
equipage, to be issued to the militia. It 
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the greatest encouragement forthe future of 
Germany. The interval, however brief, for 
which the Emperor FREDERICK may wear 
the imperial crown will have been of marked 
advantage to the progress of the German 
people. 


THE COMING THAW. 

The very late season at which the city 
was visited by the greatest snowstorm in 
its history of itself adds an element of diffi- 
culty and even of danger. If the snow had 
fallen in January it would have been re- 
moved in fractions as the weather moder- 
ated from time to time, and by the mid- 
dle of March only a small part of it would 
have been left to be disposed of by theactual 
coming of Spring. Now, unless there is to be 
another season of cold weather even more 
abnormal than the snowstorm itself, the 
prospect is that the snow will go almost as 
rapidly as it came, and that to the great 
calamity of the snow drifts there may suc- 
ceed an even greater calamity in the form 
of a flood. Of this fortunately we have 
timely notice, and it, will be our own fault, 
a fault which private citizens will share 
with public officials, if we do not set the 
city in order against a danger so plainly 
impending. 

We criticised the Street-Cleaning Depart- 
ment yesterday for omitting to do what was 
feasible tomitigate the public inconvenience 
while attempting a work that wasimpossible 
to be done. Yesterday, however, the de- 
partment showed that it was alive to the 
prime necessity of the casein supplement- 
ing the efforts of private citizens to make 
the streets passable for pedestrians. Its 
efforts, together with those of the surface 
railroad companies, have made many of the 
longitudinal avenues and some of the cross 
streets practicable for vehicles, so that the 
internal traffic of the city was yesterday 


really resumed. 3ut this clearing has 
for the most part been done. s50 
as to increase rather than to diminish 


the dangers of the coming thaw. The side- 
walks have been cleared, or in most cases 
a footway has been cleared along the 
edges of them nearest the houses. Wherethe 
roadway has also been cleared there is a 
huge mound of snow on each side between 
the centre of the street and the sidewalks, 
covering the gutters and the culverts, and 
the snow at the bottom of the heap 
will be the last to melt. What is 
to be feared is that the streets will 
be filled with water drained from 
the surfaces of the drifts which there will 
be no means of conveying away, and that 
this will flood areas and cellars. The de- 
struction of property caused by such a 
freshet would be far greater than that 
caused by the snowstorm itself, while it 
would involve a very serious danger to the 
public health, which can scarcely be said 
to have been affected at all by the storm, 
apart from the consequences of imprudent 
exposure. 


The Commissioner of Street Cleaning is 
aliye to this danger, and is employing the 
power of his department to meet it. It is 
far beyond that power unless householders 
co-operate with the officials in the same 
spirit that the great majority of them have 
shown in making the streets passable. In 
Brooklyn Commissioner of Police BELL has 
given orders that every householder, in ad- 
dition to cleaning his sidewalk, shall keep 
the gutter open. A like precaution should 
be taken by the Commissioners here early 
thismorning,ifit hasnot been taken already. 
Whether they receive any official warning 
or not, all sensible householders must 
see, aS soon as it is suggested to them, that 
the clearing of the gutters and the culverts 
is a work indispensable to be done in their 
own interest and inthatof their neighbors. 
By to-night there should not be a clogged 
gutter or culvert anywhere in the city. 
The police should see that the vacant lots 
are as well cared for in these respects 
as those that If they 
fail to do so everybody who observes 
a vacant lot in front of which the 
sidewalk and the gutter are not cleared 
should report it at once to the Captain of 
the precinct. Yesterday there was very lit-

makes no new conditions, but only in- 
creases the amount of the annual appro- 
priation, which last year was fixed at 
$400,000. It is hardly probable that 
$1,000,000 will be granted now, in view 
of the fact that it had taken several gen- 
erations of Congressmen to accomplish last 
year’s increase; for up to last Spring the 
amount of $200,000, originally fixed in 
1808, had not been even once augmented 
in the nearly eighty years. Then, tvo, the 
Senate bill proposed $600,000 for the an- 
nual amount; but this appearing to the 
House excessive, a2 compromise was fixed 
upon. Possibly, however, by calling for a 
million now, half a million may be obtained, 
or even the $600,000 refused last year. At 
all events, this seems a more practicable ob- 
ject to aim at than the ill-considered pro- 
posal to establish a great national militia 
encampment, which would cost a good deal 
of money and injure the interest taken in 
the State camps.

OLD COMEDY AT WALLACKS. 

Kit Cosey’s objection to country air fot 
the reason that it has no taste like the air of 
London is the one thing in Thomas Morton’s 
“Town and Country” that has been rem »mbered 
through all the years that Mr. Wallack’s prompt- 
book of the cumedy has been on the shelf ac- 
cumulating dust. The character of Cosey is, in- 
deed, a happy one 1n every aspect, except when

and artificial speech to Honoria and the other

Her acting has the 
tone of sincerity, and 1s devoid of neither sweet- 
ness hor pathos. But she seems all tho ivhile ta 
be laboring under di‘ticulties, and it must be ad- 
taitted that her effort to muke Rosalie Somera 
interesting to vlay-zocrs of the fag end of the 
nineteenth century is uphill work,

Inost partin the sympathetic portrayal of tha 
London merchant by Mr. Gilberé. iis is av un- 
familiar fizure in dress, appearance, and rar. 
ner, Although it is not true that the eomedty 
had not been acted in New-York uatil this week 
since 1850—for it was in the repertory of the 
house at the corner of ‘Thirteenth-streer, 
and Mr. Gilbert acted Kit Cosey there— 
avery few of tbe people who now go ta 
Wallack’s know either the part or the piay ta 
which it is set. Tho character is capitally 
drawn, and all the traits of the man are clearly 
detined. His detestation of country life ia no 
stronger than his contempt for those Londoners 
who exist rather than itve at tne west end ot 
the town. He is a city man through and 
through; his idea of “news” from London com- 
prises market quotations and tne priee of ex: 
change, and when one of Rueben’s Larsts of 
words pleases him he oxpresses vis xi atifieation 
in this characteristic manner: ‘* Net much vet- 
ter than that ean be heard m the Cociinon Coun- 
cil.” His discomfort in vhe country is amusing- 
ly depicted, and his terror when caught in a se- 
vere thundorstorm in a house thatis not ene of 
a Tow is delightful. The character, jike many 
others in the comic plays of the era, has a catch 
phrase. Bnt Mr. Gilbert uses the expreasion 
“That's what I call comfortable” in a discreet 
manner that indicates his good taste. He never 
deacends to the level of farcical vulgarity, and 
does not force the lines upon the audience in in- 
appropriate Moments to cause laughter. His 
acting isrichly humorous, yet marked by dig- 
nity and refinement, and the piay is worth see- 
ing for his sake, if for no other reason.

THE SIORMS AWFUL WORK 
IN MARYLAND. 

MANY VESSELS ASHORE, CAPSIZED, OR 
SUNK--SOME LIVES REPORTED LOST 
—A MISSING OPERA COMPANY. 

BALTIMORE, March 14.—Baltimore has 

been so completely isolated that it has been im- 

possible to get any news dispatches to New- 

York. Repeated attempts have been made by 

THE TIMES’s correspondent, but in vain. If this 

gue ‘ft will be the first special got through. The 

telegraph companies have been unable to 
handle one-third the matter filed. Until last 
night only four of the 200 wires going out of the 
city could be used. The only connection with 

New-York was by Chicago, with delays of from 

12 to 20 hours. The Postal Company was 

fortunate enough to have one wire to 

Philadelphia, and on that every second of time 

was’ priceless. Some of the Baltimore papers 

got New-York news from the Philadelphia pa- 
pers, which had received it by telephone. Last 
night the Postal Company got a roundabout 
wire to New-York, but if was crowded so that 


press matter had to be refused. ‘he Western 
Union has had a wire West, one to Washington 
and one to Annapolis. All its wires between 
Baltimore and Philadelphia were down. Nearly 
all the telephone lines were in distreas. 

The storm struck Baltimore Sunday night. It 
has been raging ever since, although this morn- 
ing the outlook is more favorable. Sunday aft- 
ernoon the wind was 13 miles an hour; by 10 
o'clock that night it was coming from the north- 
west atthe rate of 24 miles. Monday the mer- 
cury went down from 31° to 18°, and the wind 
blew 383 miles an hour. Yesterday it came at 
the rate of 32 miles, and the mercury fell to 12°. 
To-day is cold, clear, and disagreeable, The 
datmage has been principally confined to the 
railroads and the commerce on tide Chesa- 
peake. Nearly 500 telegraph poles were blown 
down between here and Philadelphia. Most 
of them were across the track. The train that 
left Philadelphia Sunday night at 10:40 was 
over 16 hours in getting to Baltimore. The pas- 
sengers were obliged to assist in sawing poles 
and cutting wires. They were saved from suf- 
fering by afarmer, who brought them a vVasket- 
fulof bread and cold meat. A New-York druin- 
meron the train made nearly $20 by selling 
s80me sandwiches to the highest bidders. A man 
with @& amall bottle of whisky was offered a 
dollar a drop for it, but refused to sell. 

Railroad trave! generaily has been demoral- 
ized. No New-York mails and no New-York 
ee bave been received sincs Sunday. Many 
New-Yorkers on their way home are quartered 
in hotels awaiting transportation. On some of 
the roads good time was made yesterday, but 
on the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
between bere and Philadelphia the troubles 
continue. Until last night news from the South 
was brought over from Washington by mes- 
senger. The Maryland Central Road got through 
for the first time to-day. The country roads 
were blocked and the markets are painfully 
barren. Business has been suspended on the 
Exchanges. 

The snow over the State is from five to twelve 
fost deep. Onthe Chesapeake Bay the damage 
bas been great. It will be a week before the 
full returns are in, but from details 1t looks as if 
& hundred vessels are in distress, Most of them 
being sloops and small schoonera., 

It is impossible to say how great the loss of 
life has been. Three ocean steamships and three 
bay steamers have arrived, and all say they 
never knew anything like it before. The 
New-York and Philadelphia steamers have 
not ventured out. All of the incoming 
boats looked like monster cakes of ice. Capt. 
Leonard of the Ida, which crossed the bay, 
reports many boats ashore. The schooner Will- 
jam Scbmink is ashore at Byrne’s Beach with 
her bowsprit Knocked out. The schooner 
Stephen Chase is ashore on the same beach. The 
sloop Flying Trapeze was beaten to pieces and 
sunk. ‘The sloop Lydia was driven high on the 
shore at Cambridge. The schooner Maud 8. and 
the sloops Humming Bird and Fleetwing are 
ashore at the same place. A sloop from Cam- 
bridge had her stern knocked otf. The schooner 
H. E. Bateman is high on shore above the town 
wharf atOxtord. Three vessels, namesunknown, 
are ashore at Oxford, and 15 or20 smaller boats 
ure asbore in the town creek back of Oxford. 

Itis reported at Cambridge that the brig I. 
Logan is sunk off Castle Haven, in the Chop- 
tank, and thattwo men were drowned. Capt. 
Leouarad says about one-third of the trees in 
Cambridge are blown down. ‘The roads through 
the county are impassable. There was no com- 
munication between Easton and Easton Point, 
the first time in years. The steamer Fred Avon 
broke loose trom Windy Hill Wharf Sunday 
night. Mr. Newberry, member of the Leyis- 
lature from Dorchester, came trom Church 
Creek Monday and took the Ida at Cam- 
bridge. He said all the vessels in the 
Little Choptank were ashore. Fifteen vessels 
of the oyster fleet are ashore on Kent Island. 
An unknown schooner is sunk on North Point 
Bar, and two unknown steamers or two brigs 
are in distress further downh the bay. From 
Crisfield neariy a dozen boats are reported sunk. 
In the Manokin and Wicomico Rivers 12 vesseis 
are either ashore or capsized. The schooner 
Bennette foundered seven miies from here on 
Monday. The crew of five were rescued from 
the rigging after they had been thoroughly ex- 
hausted. 

The northwester blew all the water ont of the 
harbor, 80 that the tide wasfrom six to eight feet 
lower than the usual tide. The steamboats aud 
other craft tied up to the wharves were lying 
tilaton their bottoms and under many of the 
piers there was no water at all. 

The Casino Opera Company left Boston for Bal- 
timore on Sunday. Up tothis afternoon it has 
not deen heard from, and as a consequence Holli- 
aay-Street Theatre has had no performances. 
Nobody knows where the company 1s. 

In all respects the storm exceeds anything 
known bere for many years. 


VESSELS LOST IN THE DELAWARE. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 14.—As the tug S. 
N. Smith, Capt. Keelvey, was cruising in the 
river to-day, she saw a wood-ladened schooner 
near the Block House with colors in the rigging. 
On going to her she found her to be the Irene 
Crawford of Dennis Creek. She was asbore 
and badly iced up. The crew 
taken off and landed in the city. 
steam tug Lizzie Crawford, Capt. Enos 
Kane, was totally wrecked, but all hands 
were saved. The bark Vanadas is ashore at Bom- 
bay Hook. The brig Mary Fink and schooner 


Abby L. Dow, both bound to sea, dragged 
anchors and fouled each other. Both are vadly 
damaged. The schooner Kocheko'trom Cardenas, 
for Philadelphia was run ashore at Collins 
Beach to prevent sinking, her port bow having 
been stove in by the ice. 

A large number of prominent vessel owners 
and several members of the Maritime Exchange 
leftin the afternoon tor the Delaware Breakwater 
in the Red Star Juno, chartered by them to as- 
certain the damage done and loss of hfe during 
the prevalence of the storm. The pilot boats J. 
Henry Edmunds and E. C. Knight, both belong- 
ing to Philadelphia, are missing. They have 
probably been driven to sea. 

The following vessels are reported to-night to 
be ashore 1n the Breakwater: Norwegian bark 
Zephyr, from Pernambuco, which is totally dis- 
wasted; Eva Lynch, from Pernainbuco; schoon- 
ors Flora A. Newcomb, (totally dismasted,) A. P.

PHILADELPHIA FEELS BETTER. 
ALL THE RAILROADS, EXCEPT TO NEW-~ 
YORK, ARE OPEN. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 14.—Although fall- 
ing snow ana high winds to-day before noon be- 
tokened a renewal of the blizzard, the force of 
the storm was spent, and by afternoon, when the 
sun came out, the only unpleasantness was 
occasioned by the slush into which the 
snow was fast melting. The blizzard had 
subsided into an ordinary March wind, and reg- 
ular travel was rapidly resumed on all the 
passenger railway lines on the Western 
and local divisions of the steam roads. 
The blockade was also raisea, and by 
to-night suburban trains were running on 
schedule time. Through travel west and 


south was also opened and the only difliculty 
was on the lines to New-Yurk. Gangs of men 
were busy repairing the telephone and telegraph 


‘wires, and by to-morrow communication will be 


had with New-York, both by telegraph and rail- 
way. 

Although the passenger trains came in firat, 
both coal and freights are arriving and milk 
will again be plenty. The streets, however, are 
in aterrible condition, being filled with slush 
and water from curb to curb. Hundreds of men 
wero carting away the snow and hundreds 
more were clearing the crossings. Broad-Street 
Station resumed its regular appearance this 
afternoon, and was crowded with passengers, 
who were being sent out along the main 
and local  divisiong on schedule 
time. In the morning part of trains 
which were snow-bound between hore and Tren- 
ton were brought into Broad-atreet and the rest 
taken on to Trenton. At10:40 in the morning 
an extra, consisting of thres cars and drawn 
four locomotives, went through to 
Trenton, arriving there at 1:15 in the 
afternoon. The same train left Trenton at 1:31 
and arrived at Broad-street at 3:26. The train 
was made up (0 carry the mails through to New- 
York, but owing to the blockade east of Trenton 
could get no further. 

Two regulars for Trenton followed in the 
afternoon, and to-night the regular 7:27 train 
went out on schedule time. The track is now 
clear to Trenton, though some of the cuts 
through snowdrifts are almost as deep as 
the cars. On the main line of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, of the Philadelphia, Wilmington and 
Baltimore, Chestnut Hill and Schuylkill Val- 
ley travel was resumed during the day, 
and to-night all trains are running on 
schedule time. The Chicago Timited came 
in only an hour late, bringing the Western mails, 
except those coming over the Pan Handle Road. 
To-night at 11 o’clock trains No. 3 and 9 were 
madeup and sent on to Chicago. Another at- 
tempt will be made to-morrow morning to run a 
train to New-York. 

The Camden and Atlantic Railroad is still 
blocked, but passengers tuo and from Atlantic 
City are carried by the West Jersey. The 
West Jersey Road to Cape May is also 
open. The Camden and Amboy main line 
is open to Trenton, but all tbe local 
branches are still snowed up.. The Reading of- 
ficials say that they will begin to run trains to 
New-York by the Bound-Brook route to-morrow 
morning. Their main line to the coal regions is 
open, and they are ajso running trains to Har- 
ryisburg via Lebanon. 


TRAINS RUNNING BETTER. 
BUT TRAFFIC STILL DELAYED IN PENN- 
SYLVANIA. 

PitTspurRG, Penn., March 14.—The snow 
blockade east of this city is over, and from in- 
dications trains will be running this evening. 
The mail train which left New York on Sunday 
night arrived at midnight, and the Pa- 
cifle Express reached here about 1:30 
o’clock this afternoon. The railway officials 
think the tracks are now cleared, and 


that they will be able to move trains as usual 
within the next 24 hours. The passengers and 
trainmen On the mall train, which arrived last 
night, report an eventful trip. Expressman 
Collins of this city said: ‘“TImnever was so long 
in my life before—42 hours--without once 
getting off We left Philadelphia at 7 
o'clock on Monday morning in a -terrible 
snowstorm. We got along as best we 
could until 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
when we arrived at Lemon Place, 57 miles this 
side of Philadelphia. There we were eompletely 
snowed in. The wind blew at the rate of 50 
miles an hour and it was snowing as hard as it 
could. The snow was like tine powder, and it 
soon covered the ground all around and under 
the train until it reached up to the door of my 
car. It must have been four feet deep.. We had 
to stay there until 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
when four engines pulled us out of the drift.” 

Fred Michaels of Stonington, Col., was the 
only passenger who came from New-York. He 
had left there at 12 o’clock on Sunday night. 
“Tnever saw sucha Dlizzard,” said Mr. Mich- 
aels, “‘in my life and I have been living out 
West for the last 10 years right on the plains. 
The train pulled slowly along until we got to 
Chester. There were nine trains lying all to- 
gether. We lay there about 10 hours. The men 
had to get out and buy food. In ail our mis- 
fortune, however, we retained good cheer. 
Through the snow we went, nearly up to our 
waists, hunting for bake shops. The newsboy 
on the train sold one loaf of bread at 50 cents a 
slice, and made $2 on the loaf.” 

Brakemen sulfered intensely from the cold. 
They report that old mountaineers say the 
storm was the worst known for many years. 
The telegraphic service is slightly improved to- 
day, but business is still delayed some hours. 
The mail service is also in bad shape. The 
Supeeintendent of Mailsjsays that 13 postal cara 
with 500,000 letters and 60 tons of wails are 
soinewhkere between Pittsburg and Philadelphia. 

The snow blocklade on the Pocono Mountains 
is so severe that no trains will be run over the 
Delaware, Lackawanna anid Western Railroad 
to New-York before the end of the week. In 
some places between Moscew and Cresco the 
tracks are covered toadepth of 25 feet. Notrains 
ean be sent over the Jefferson branch of the 
Erie Road north of Carbondate for several days, 
and the blockade on the Delaware and Hudson 
Gravity Roadto Honesdale will not be opened 
until next week. No mails have been received 
there from New-York or Philadelphia since Sat- 
urday. The Western mails are uninterrupted, 
coming by way of Northumberland. Net a 
single colliery in Lackawanna or the Wyoming 
Valley is in operation to-day. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., March 14.—Wilkes- 
barre, Pittston, Scranton, and all the towns in 
the Wyoming Valley are still cut off from the 
outer world. No truins have arrived here from 
the East since Sunday night. The Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad bas al! the men it can secure at 
work on the mountain, clearing away the snow. 
In some places it is piled 12 feet high and 
is packed solid. Itis impossible to get a snow 
plow tbrough it. The only way it can be re- 
moved is by manual labor. All freight traftic on 
the Jersey Central is entirely suspended. The 
Lehigh Valley is counting on getting a train 
through by to-morrow. Collier’s dramatic com- 
pany was booked here to-night, but tailed to 
materialize, Wilkesbarre depends altogether 
upon dreased beef from the West, and in conse- 
quence of stoppage of freight traffic a beef fam- 
ine is threatened. 


SUSQUEHANNA, Penn., March 14.—This is 
the Western limit of the blizzard. All through 
krie passenger trains from the West have been 
delayed here since Monday. Two engines ar- 
rived here from Port Jervis-.at 10:30 o’clock this 
morning, the first since Monday, and trains will 
be started East atonce. Six hundred men are 
shoveling snow between this place and Port 
Jervis. The Jefferson Branch of the Erie and 
the Ninevah Branch of the Delaware and Hud- 
son Roads are being shoveled out by hundreds 
of men. Several trains have been snowed in 
since Monday. Few of the country roads are 
Dassable in this section. 


LANCASTER, Penn., March 14.—The first 
train over the Pennsylvania Railroad from the 
Kast arrived here at noon. A number of drifts 
were encountered. ‘Tho country roads are 
gradually being opened for travel. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., March 14.—Travel 
on the Philadelphia Division of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad has been resumed, although the 
trains are more or less late. 
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THIRTY HOURS IN A 
SUFFERINGS OF PASSENGERS NEAR 
PRINCETON JUNCTION. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 14.—The accom- 
Modation train which left Camden at 9:30 
o’clock Monday morning was blocked for over 
30 hours in a 60-foot drift about a mile this side 
of Princeton Junction, on the Pennsylvania 
Road. Thetrain consisted of three passenger 
coaches and a baggage car and two engines. 
‘rhe drift reached the headlights of the engines. 
The engineer of the forward cab notified Con- 
ductor A. Ludlow that he could go no further. 
Meanwhile the 250 passengers were shiveringend 
suffering intensely from the cold. The snow 
blew in clouds froin the adjacent tields and soon 
the motionless engines and coaches were cov- 
ered. For hours the passengers suffered untold 
misery. Ths coalin the cars was svon exhaust- 
ed and had tobe procured from the tenders. 
Just before midnight the gas gave out, and, to 
add to the misery of those on board, the water- 
coolers were found empty. At midnight the 
sutltering was almost unbearable, and a party of 
wen volunteered their service to go out and 
secure aid, but after venturing a few yards they 
sank into heavy snowdriits and had to beat a 
retreat. 

‘There was agreat deal of gallantry displayed by 
the men looking after the wants of the women on 
board,and when the fires were extinguished many 
of them took off their coats and wrapped them 
around the gentler ones. The cries of the chil- 
dren, who were cold and huvgry, were at times 
pitiful to hear. Karly Tuesday morning a farmer 
succeeded in working his way through the snow 
aud offered bread at 50 cents a slice; with a thin 
slice ef ham $1 was the price asked. These ex- 
orbitant rates were freeiy paid by the men, who 
first saw that the women and children were 
properly cared for. 

About 8 o’clock on Tuesday morning a crowd 
of Princeton students entered the car, and_one 
of the party, producing # bottle, said: * Hero,

boys, here’s life for you; don’t despair, we'll 
soon have you out of this.”. The kindness. and 
forethought of the studentsin bringing several 
baskets of food with them was the occa 
sion of great praise by the storm-staid 
passengers. All this time the furnaces 
of Engines Nos. 803 and 810 had been 
kept up, but as the water in the boilers wae run- 
ning low, the fires were drawn. The snow had 
increased and it covered the engines. It was 
over the windows of the cars. The children 
were still crying and some of the women had 
fainted. 

At9 o’clock this morning a whistle was heard 
which inspired new lifeinto the passengers, and 
soon afterward the women and children were 
transferred to the first relief train from Tren- 
ton, the men waiting until the train returned. 
By 12 o’clock the passengers were enjoying their 
first meal since Monday, at a hotel in Trenton. 


THE RANDALL TARIFF BILL. 


A MEASURE THAT PLEASES NOBODY BUT 
THE TRUSTS. 

WASHINGTON, March 14.—As might 
have been predicted the Randall tariff bill 
pleases few members of Congress except one 
who has become sponsor for what Mr. Scott has 
aptly named ‘‘A bill for the protection of Trusts.” 
Itis is a mere catch-penny to some mem- 
bers. The tax of 30 cents per dozen 
pieces on collars and cuffs, and 24 per cent. ad 
valorem is supposed to have been putin to 
capture the vote of Mr. Greenman of the Troy 
district by increasing the duty of 35 per centum 
ad valorem fixed by the Ways and Means 
bill. The importers of iron ore, who made 


a claim before the Treasury some time ago fora 
deduction on account of moisture acquired by 
shipment, are headed off by an amendment 
providing that no allowance shall he 
made for moisture. Strong as the bill 
has been made by the protectioniats 
whe prepared it, 10 does not appear 
to have been constructed to meet the views of 
the Republicans. There is a general complaint 
against it from Mr. Randall’s Republican 
friends, because it has too much whisky and 
not enough sugar in it. The opposition came 
out, it is understood, in an informal conference 
of Republicans last night, when the conferees 
could neither agree to the propositions of Mr. 
Randall nor upon the various propositions 
mooted by each other. Having generally agreed 
that they could not support a bill that does 
not cut sugar more than the Mills bill, and in- 
sisted that it would not do at all to 
vote for free whisky, they would not 
agree to the McKinley proposition to restore the 
wool duties of 1867, as Farmer Lawrence insists 
shall be done, At the meeting of the Ways and 
Means Committee to-day the bill was read 
througk, preliminary to taking it up 
for discussion. Mr. Reed was absent, 
so that the usual whine which he 
makes in favor of hearings was not putup. The 
comwittee will not have these hearings. The 
majority members are prepared to discuss the 
provisions of the bill without the assistance of 
the legislative attorneys or lobbyists for whom 
the Republicam members are so anxious. 

Itis perfectly well known that a troop of 
these lobbyists are waiting about to be heard, 
and that their aguments would be mere repeti- 
tions of the special pleas which they have sev- 
eral times put up to prevent reform of the tariff. 
Mr. Reed came in after the committee meeting 
was over, and had a friendly ‘‘ spat” with Mr. 
W. L. Scott, who taxed the Maine man with 
being very zealous as a protector of the trusts 
that are opposing tariff legislation. Mr. Reed, 
in reply, defended the trusts a8 useful and bene- 
ficial, and characterized the clamor about trusts 
as being just as unreasonable as much of the 
talk against mouopolies, 

It may suit Mr. Reed to tale sides with 
“Deacon” White for the monopolies, but the 
investigation of the Suzar Trust by the Coin- 
mittee on Manufactures has already demon- 
atrated to that committee the evil of ‘trust’ 
eombinationus. That investigation will be 
continued on Friday, when Mr. Bacon hopes to 
be able to have Mr. Searles on the stand and to 
hear, if possible, why some of the refineries did 
not enter the combination. <An_ effort has 
been made to secure the attendance of 
Claus Spreckels. The trust invitation promises 
to be helpful in bringing about a reduction of 
tariff rates that now help the different combina- 
lions to keep up prices. 


THE MISSING WILL. 


A DOCUMENT OF VITAL IMPORTANCE TO 
A DEAD MAN'S NEPHEW. 
Robert J. Brown, a retired merchant 
living in West Forty-fourth-street, near Sixth- 
avenue, died last December, leaving a fortune 
of between $40,000 and $50,000. His nephew 


is now anxiously trying, through W. H. Sage, a 
= at 156 Breaaway, to find the dead man’s 
will, : 

Mr. Brown was well known in the dis- 
trict in which he lived as a Tammany 
Democrat und an enthusiastic worker for his 
party. He was a widower with nochildren. It

Wesu 
pose that probably Mr. Brown put the will fo 
some safe-deposit vault. Just before his death 
he made a remark at the Sixth-Avenue Hotel to 
the eiiect that he purposed placing all his val- 
uable papers in a safe-deposit vault. We have 
inquired at all the principal vaults in the city, 
but so far without success.”

A WELCOME FOR RAPID TRANSIT. 
A special meeting of the New-York Real 
Estate Owners and Builders’ Association was 
held last night at the organization’s headquar- 
ters, Forty-second-street and Park-avenue, to 
discuss Mayor Hewitt’s rapid transit scheme 


and to transact other business. There wers 
present Charles Buck, President; George Vas- 
sar, Jr., Secretary; Cornelius O’ Reilly, Thomas 
Grabam, Charles Graham, W. S. Miller, Alder- 
man Alfred J. Conkling, ex-Alderman McCaf- 
ferty, George Crawford, aud others. 

The association approved of the Mortgage 
Taxation bill which has been so diligently fos- 
tered by Alderman Conkling, and which is now 
in the hands of State Senator Van Cott. The bill 
provides that all mortgages upon real estate sit- 
uate within the State of New-York shall here- 
after he exempt from taxation, and that the act 
shall take effect on July 1, 1888. 

The Mayor’s rapid transit scheme was taken 
up next and fully discussed, and it was general- 
ly agreed that while the association did not ap- 
prove of the Mayor’s plan yet it did not oppose 
lt, but heartily welcomed any rapid transit 
project which would prove of value to the city 
in geveral. A committee was then detailed to 
investigate all therapid transit schemes now 
afloat and report to the association on Wednes- 
day evening, March 28,o0n the best, paying 
especial attention to any which provides rapid 
transit for the east and west sides of the city.

DREADING NOW THE THAW 


THE CONDITION IN THE STATE 
SOMEWHAT BKTTER. 
SEVERAL TRAINS BREAK THROUGH THE 
GREAT BLOCKADE—SUFFERINGS OF 

THE PASSENGERS—MISSING MEN. 


NeEwsurG, N. Y., March 14.—Snow be- 
gan to fall again at 4 P. M. yesterday, and con- 
tinued until 10:30 this morning. It is nearly if 
not quite four feet deep on the level in the coun- 
try. In this city and vicinity the mills are either 
shut down or running in a desultory manner. 
Most of the streets are impassable for vehicles, 
but the city authorities have gangs of men 
at work clearing them. No mails nor trains 
have yet arrived. The Utica express on the 
West Shore, which was snowed in at West 
Point Tunnel on Tuesday is still there. 
Long trains of engines are at werk on the Erie 
branches trying to clear the road. On the Hud- 
son River Road the Cincinnati express, which 
had boen lying at Poughkeepsie since Monday 
morning, left at 1:30 this afternoon for New- 
York with a clear track ahead all the way to the 
city. The Albany local, which reached Pougn- 
keepsie on Monday afterneon, followed the Cin- 
cinnati express at 1:48 for New-York, running 
on schedule time. 

Eight locomotives are pushing snow plows 
north on the up track. It 1s thought that they 


will reach Poughkeepsie by 6 o’clock. They will 
encounter numerous drifts between New-Ham- 
burg and Poughkeepsie 15 feet high. The rail- 
road authorities say that if necessary the down 
track will be used for up trains between New- 
York and Albany until the up track is clear, 
This afternoon tive engines pushing snow plows 
were stuck between Castleton and Albany on 
the down track. Itis hardly possible for a train 
to get through to Alvany to-night. 

The farmers are at a loss to know what to 
do with the milk. Some loads that managed to 
get to town last night tobe shipped on the 
railroads were peddled for 2 cents a quart 
about the street. Every one asserts that this 
storm beats any on reeord. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., March 14.—No such 
heavy snowfall, accompanied by violent drift- 
ing winds, as that from which this section has 
suffered since Sunday night last was ever before 
known here within the memory of man. ‘The 
snowtall of the 24 hours, from Sunday 
evening to Monday evening, is moder- 
ately estimated at 30 inches, and tbe 
fierce hurricane that prevailed for 48 
hours pileditup in immense Ccrifts, entirely 
blockading the railroads and the streets of this 
and neighboring towns and the coun- 
try rouds. She situation here at tunis 
hour is this: The tive railroads center- 
ing here, the Erie, the Ontario and Western, 
the West Shore Branch, jthe Susquehanna 
and Western, and the Middletown and 
Crawford have been entirely closed since Mon- 
day morniny. ‘he last train that went west on 
the Erie was the night express Sunday evening, 
and the last train that went east was the Moun- 
tain express of Monday morning, which reached 
Turner’s Station, where it still lies suow-bound 
this morning. 

No traius have been moved on either of the 
other roads since Monday morning. No mail 
has been received or sent from this Post Otiice 
since then, The telegraph and telephone wires 
are down in all directions. We bave had no 
New-York papers since Sunday, and no com- 
munication by telegruph with New-York until 
this afternoon, and this dispatch goes forward 
via Buffalo. Not ateam moved on the streets 
of this and neighboriug towns or county high- 
ways yesterday, and to-day we have In this 
town the novel experience of crossing the prin- 
cipal business streets through tunnels burrowed 
under bauks of show reuching to secoud-story 
windows. : 

Five inches of snow fell last night, but fortu- 
nately without drifting winds. ‘ihe Erie Ryad 
has a thousand men at work on its Orange 
County section shoveling snow and expect to 
getone track open to-night. ‘he Ontario and 
Western also nave a thousand shovelers at work 
between this point and Norwich and expect to 
open the road to-night. The West Shore branch 
will probabiy be opened to-morrow and the 
smaller branch lines hereabouts a day or two 
later. 


ALBANY, N.Y., March 14.—The total snow- 
fall here was 48 inches, equivalent to nearly 5 
inches of water. ‘Three trains of live stock, 
sheep, and hugs stalled just west of here since 
Monday were brought to West Albany this 
morning. Shortly after 2 o’cleock a mixed train, 
drawn by three locomotives, was sent West from 
here on the Central Railroad. On the Delaware 
and Hudson Road atrain made up entirely of 
passenger coaches was started north about 5 
o'clock, and another one was sent west. Nothing 
is moving on the Boston and Albany Koad. The 
train due here Monday at noon was last heard 
trom actually buried at Washington Ledge, the 
engine having cut loose and run into Pittstield. 
The train which left here Monday afternoon got 
no further than Chatham. 

On the West Shore Road but little headway 1s 
making to clear the tracks, and stalled freight 
trains are completely hidden trom sight. Busi- 
ness was only partially resumed in the city 
to-day. ‘The first train since Monday lett here 
at 6:38 o’clock this evening for New-York. It 
consisted of three ordinary coaches, a smoker, 
and a baggage-car, drawn by three engines. No 
sleepers will be sent south from here to-night 
and the delayed vestibule train will not start 
before to-murrow. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., March 14.—The freight 
and passenger blockade on all roads to the cast 
continves a8 bad as yesterday, and little attempt 
18 Made Lo run anything but locals. No Eastern 
mails have been received here in three days, 
though one is expected early to-morrow morn- 
ing. One train load of passengers from Albany 
on the New-York Central 1s expecied in sume 
time to-night. An express on the Lackawanna 
was sent out for New-York to-night, and a train 
from New-York is expected here te-morrow. 


WATERTOWN, N.Y., March 14.—James W. 
Fitzgerald, a farmer residing in thik county, 
about three miles from the village of Lorraine, 
went to that village on Monday to buy groceries. 
He also patronized the hotel bar treely, and 
when he left for his home at 8 o’ciock 
In the evening he was intoxicated. His wife 
watched for him all night in vain. Yesteruay 
morning his horse was tound in wa tield haif 
frozen. Fitzgerald could not be found. A 
searching party looked for him all day yester- 
day. One hundred men are searching for him 
to-day. He is undoubtediy buried under the 
snow.

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., March 14.—A cattle 
train was stalled on the Central Railroad, be- 
tween this piace and Tribes Hill, Monday night, 
and a large number of the cattle were frozen to 
death’ The train was brought in sections Lo this 
city to-day and the cattle were removed. 


Port JERVIS, N. Y., March 14.—The 
storm ended last night, though a little snow fell 
to-day. Tbe Delaware Division of the Erie 
Railway was opened and all the snow-bounu 
trains were brought to this village. Twenty 
cars of hogs, 27 cars of Cattie, and 2 ears 
of horses, that were snowed in at diifor- 
ent polnts, were all brought here sate- 
ly and = cared for.

Troy, N. Y., March 14.—The snowstorm 
ceased at about 10 o'clock last night, although 
there were occasional flurries during the night 
and early morning. It began to fall at 8 o'clock 
Sunday night and during the succeeding 50 
hours four feet of snow fell. To-day the first 
work was to break roads through the cemeteries

CONVENTION OF THE LEAGUE 
IN PHILADELPHIA. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 14.—The annual 
couvention of the National League of Musicians 

of the United States, whose membership aggre- 

gates close on to 6,000, and whose local branches 
are spread throughout every State in the 

Union, was opened at 10 o’clock this 

morning in the Color aade. C. M. Currier of 

Chicago, the President of the league, presided, 

and the delegates who were prescnt were: From

After the convention had been formally 
opened a communication was read from the 
Philauslphia Musical Association, extending 
hospitality to the visiting delegates. The con- 
vention then adjourned until 3 o’clock, when 
President Currier delivered the annual address. 
Hecowplimented the league upon its recognition 
by the Federal Government as a victory in the 
body politic of the country, and then referred at 
some length to the matters for legislation that 
would be brought forward during the conven- 
tion. One of those was the estab- 
lishment of a national insurance’ fund, 
sO arranged that on the death of 
amember his family could be placed above im- 
inediate want by a comparatively small assess- 
ment. The next important matter that would 
occupy attention was, he said, a more complete 
and comprehensive method of protecting local 
branches and conveying privileges to those 
whose members remove from one jurisdiction 
to another. 

The President next drew attention to the ne- 
cessity of making provision for aged and indi- 
xent members, and ofappolnting an organizer in 
connection with the League. In conclusion he 
hoped the League would be made a national rep- 
resentative body of musicians that should 
be able to exact from the people and 
the Government a just recognition and place its 
exponents of the instrumental portion of the 
divine art of music among the recognized pro- 
motors of the sister arts of literature, painting, 
and seulpture. A resolution was adopted that 
the President of the League, at the end 
his term of office be appointed adelegate at large 
in recognition of his services, and the conven- 
tion adjourned until 8 o’clock, when a good deal 
of routine business was disposed of, . 

The business of the convention, which will 
close Friday evening, will include the consider- 
ation of reports from two special committees. 
One was selected to memorialize Congress to 
make certain changes in the act bearing on 
musicians, so that there Wii be a 
greater distinction made in the application 
of the term “artist” to actual professors of mu- 
sic and band musicians, taken collectively. 
The other commitiee was appointed to ask 
Congress to prohibit bands in the = em- 
ploy of the United States from bidding 
for engagements outside of Govern- 
ment work. The committee aiso requested 
Congress to increase the salaries of Government 
mnusicians, so that they may derive sufficient 
money from that source tor a livelihood. To- 
morrow night there will be a serenade by a band 
ot 100 members under the baton of Harry 
Wannamaker, and Friday night the Visiting 
delegates will be given a banquet.

EXPERTS ADOPT THE 

LINGTON PLAN. 

‘THEY BELIEVE IT BETTER IN NEARLY 

ALL RESPECTS THAN ANY OTHER 
SYSTEM YET SUBMITTED. 

The board of experts appointed by the 
Trustees of the Brooklyn Bridge to examine 
into plans for improvirg the terminal factlities 
has prepared its report, which is now ready for 
the consideration of the Terminal Committee of 
the board. The board coneisted of Walter Katté 
of the New-York Central Railroad system, Col. 
Julius W. Adams, United States Army, and Gen. 
Joseph Crawford of the Pennsvivania Railroad 
eystem. They have had under consideration 17 
distinct plans or modifications of plans, and 
have tinally unanimously agreed upon the one 
prepared by A. M. Wellington. a civil engineer, 
who han devised and submitted plans for what 
is known as “the circulating system,” operated 
by cable and doing away entirely with the pres- 
ent noisy and more or less disagreeable switch- 
ing system. This plan, in the opinion of the 
board, will not only do away with the disagree- 
able features of the present system, which 
‘must attach to any extension of it, but ofters 
possibilities to provide fer all future demands 
that may be made upon the traflis management 
of the bridge, during the present century at 
least. 

Mr. Wellington’s plan, in brief, provides for 
the building of a great rotunda on the New-York 


end of the bridge extending from Frankfort- 
street nortr, nearly to the junction of North 
William-street and Park-row, but extending no 
‘further west than its present front on Park-row. 
Easterly the proposed rotunda will extend nearly 
to Rose-street arch. Within this rotunda. in case 
itis found feasible to carry out the plans in 
their entirety, it is proposed to provide terminal 
facilities for the proposed underground railway 
syatem which it is assumed will go down town 
under a new street to be opened between Nassau 
and William streets. Just above this, and on a 
level with the existing roadw across the 
bridge, the plan provides for a general terminal 
station for the suface-car roads of this city and 
Brooklyn. Then above this is to be the terminal 
station of the bridge-car system, with a 
loop track con a mezzanine floor above, 
over which the cars of the Manhat- 
tan Railway shail enter the rotunda, and 
after making the circuit of a semicircular loop 
extending to the extreme southerly end of the 
rotunia, shall leave it. The plans also furnish a 
level track tor the Brooklyn elevated road sys- 
tem. If it should become necessary in the 
future the plan also permits of the construction 
of a second and even a third track for the entire 
Jength of the bridge,gjone aboye the present tracks 
sud the other over the existing roadways. The 
greatest breadth of the proposed rotunda would 
be YSS_ feet on the Park-rowfront, its depth 434 
Teel, the diameter or the rotunda 135 feet witha 
terminal radius vf 9O feet. The plan provides 
for entrances to the bridge car platforms on 
three sides, the Park-row and Frankfort-street 
fronts—the latter street toybe widened to 60 feet 
—and on the new footway to be created on the 
porthside of the rotunda, and extending from 
Park-row east to Rose-street. 

The plan makes necessary the taking of all 
the property south of the present terminal 
atructure as far as Frankfort-street and a large 

art of that north of the present north roadway 
Bet ween Park-row and Rose-street. Mr. Welling- 
ton assumes that after assessments for benefits 
to adjoining property have been made the net 
cost of this property will be only about $500,- 
DOO. As but little additionul property would 
have tu be taken in Brooklyn to build a similar 
rotunda over there, Mr. Wellington roughly es- 
timates the cost of the change proposed, includ- 
ing that for such changes as may be necessary 
in perfecting the cable system, to about $3,000,- 
DOV. 

iis previsions for handling the traffic are 
noevelin that he proposes to run trains of from 
12 to 18 oars each in a continuous cireuit from 
Brooklyn to New-York and return without a 
preak for switching at either end. Tbis he 
claims can easily be done by the use of the con- 
tinuous cable, which, instead of breaking the 
circuit as it now does, shall be extended about 
the semicircular loop tracks in both the New- 
York and Brooklyn rotundas. His 18-car 
system would give people an opportunity to 
enter or leave the cars from any point of the 
gtation, as such a train would oecupy the entire 
leop. bLiutrauce tothe cars would be from the 
inner side of the rotunda, and exit would be to 
platiorms on the extreme outside of the build- 
ing. Such trains, run on the circulating syetem, 
could, he believes, be run at 219 minutes’ head- 
way, thus furnishing 26 trains anihour, capable 
of carrying over the existing tracks 468 care an 
hour, giving seating capacity to 26,208 people 

er hour. With the entire plan for three tracks 

etween the cities carried out he estimates a 
sapacity of 72,800 people transported per hour 
in the 1,300 cars per hour which would then be 
At their service, the two elevated cable roads 
carrying trains of only 16 vars each. The pres- 
ent maximum carrying capacity of the cable 
trains, uuder the most favorable circumstances, 
is only 12,000 per hour. 

The pian meets with the unqualified indorse- 
meutof the board of experts because it pro- 
vides for the greateat car-carrying capacity of 
auy yet submitted, abolishes awitching and the 
use of switching engines, and seems to point to 
real econowy in handling the trains when it is 
once put into operation, and affords the only 
possible chance for a direct Brooklyn elevated 
train service terminating in New-York. It also 
provides interior means of access to the cars 
and exterior means of egreas better than any 
other system submitted, and seems to furnish 
the best means of getting to and from the city 
streets and the means of transit up and down 
town in the city. So, too,.it does away with the 
promenade stairway by providing for an en- 
trance to the promenade from the street level. 
It provides for doing away with the present 
bridge over Centre-street, if that should be 
deewed advisable, and presents opportunity for 
architectural dignity and appropriateness, such 
as the board deems is necessary in connection 
with so magnificent a structure as the bridge 
iteelf, at both the Brooklyn and New-York end 
of the bridge.

A SULDIER’S REPLY TO HIS SPEECH IN 
THE SENATE, 

Coil. Finley Anderson, who was on Gen. 
Hancock’s staff during the civil war, has ad- 
dressed the foliowing open letter to Senator 
Ingalls, at Washington: 


NEW-YORK, March 12, 1888. 
The Hon. John J. Ingatls, President pro tem. United 
States Senate, Washington, D. C.: 

Sire: I have just received a copy of the Con- 
gresstonal Record containing the official report of 
your recent speech,in which you not only insalt 
the Chief Magistrate of the Nation, but attempt to 
dishonor the memory of both Hancock and Mc- 
Clelian by uaming each of them as having beep an 
“ally of the Confederacy.” As asurviving member 
or Gen. Hancock’s staff, who shared with him the 
itoils avd the triumphs of the civil war, and as a 
friend whom he honorei with his confidence and 
aitection to the end of his blameless life, I cannot 
beur in silence your brutal blow at my.old com- 
mander. I must; therefore, as a soldier and a citizen, 

Trotest against any utterance that implies an im- 

eachment of his loyalty to his country. 

Whenthe Summer flowers bloom again on the 
‘graves of the heroic dead, a quarter of acentury 
‘will have passed since the battletield of Gettysburg 
became the arena where the valor of the North and 
South alike illustrated the greatneas of the Amer- 
ican peuple and commanded the admiration of the 
world. The name of that peaceful Pennsylvania 
Village baptized anew *with their mingled blood 
“was thus made immortal as the symbol of a national 
(power equal to anyon the earth. The crowning 
victory of that combat has proved under Providence 
‘gs clearly as though we had heard the voice of 
‘God Himself, that those principles of liberty and 
Jaw and traternity and union, in earnest devotion to 
‘which Hancock lived and died, are essential to the 
‘welfare of mankind. To this result, the highest hu- 
man achievement of this century, Hancock contrib- 
‘uted more than any othvr soldier in the field. 

When Reynolds fell on the morning of the first 
Way it was Hancock whom Meade selected to take 
@upreme command in front, with power to choose 
‘the ground where the great battle of the war should 
we fought out. It was Hancock who planted his 
‘colors on Cemetery Ridge, where he rallied our dis. 
‘ordered troops and formed the lines on those his- 
toric heights, beyond which the rising tide of 
‘the rebellion never passed. It was ancock 
‘who turned impending disaster into victory 
‘by the counter charge which saved the honor of the 
‘jwrmy on the evening of the second day. It was Han- 
cock whorepulsed that grand assault, the most brill- 
fant in the annuals of the war, when the flower of the 
Army of Northern Virginia withered and died be- 
Yore the fortitude of the Army ofthe Potomac in the 
Zinal struggle of the third day. It was thus that 
j;Hancock won at Gettysburg a triple crown of glory. 

Naturally enough, both houses of Congress 
adopted a joint resolution to the effect that, in addi- 
tion to the thanks which had been voted to the of- 
ficers and soldiers of the Army of the Potomac “for 
the skill and heroic valor which at Gettysburg re- 

ulsed, defeated, and dcove back, broken and dispir- 

ted, the veteran army of therebellion, the gratitude 
jof the American people and the thanks of their rep- 
Tesentatives in Congress are likewise due, and are 
apd tendered, to Major-Gen. W. S. Hancock fur 

is gallant, meritorious, and conspicuous share in 
‘that great and decisive victory.” 

In view of Hancock’s constant and conspicuous 
\pervice to his country for more than 40 years, sealed 
‘as that service was by his own blood, and in view of 
his proverbial purity of character, it is amazing how 
‘any man could rise in the Senate Chamber to detame 
his memory. But having had the audacity to do so, 
the least that you can do in reparation of this cruel 
‘wrong alike to Hancock’s memory aod the patriotic 
pPentiment of the country, is to rise again in the 
Benate Chamber ee makea full retractiou and apol-

TESTIMONY OF A CONFIDEN- 
TIAL MAN. 

NOTHING OF IMPORTANCE OR OF IN- 
TEREST LEARNED FROM HIM HOW- 
EVER—A DULL DAY. 

There will be no more of the Stewart will 
case until Monday, when Surrogate Ransom 
will resume the hearing of the testimony. The 
array of eminent counsel received the acces- 
sions yesterday of Judge Jasper Gilbert and 
Stephen P. Nash, counsel for the Garaen City 
Cathredral and schools, which are beneficjaries 
under the wills of Mr, and Mrs. Stewart. 

All day yesterday was occupied with the 
cross-examination by Joseph H. Choate of Hen- 
ry H. Rice, confidential man of Mr. and Mrs. 
Stewart and Judge Hilton for 23 years, and the 
end is not yet. Prescott Hall Butler and his 
father, Charles E. Butler, were present, and so 
were Judge Hilton and his son. Judge Hilton 
sat beside ex-Surrogate Rollins, and conversed 
with him freely about the proceedings. As 
usual, Mr. Conkling sat by himself wrapped in 
his own majesty, aud had nothing to say to 
his associates, good, bad, or indifferent. Huis 
course throughout the day was in substance 
this: Mr. Choate would ask a question. Lither 
Mr. Rollins or Mr. Root would object. Mr. 
Choate would repiy. Then Mr. Conkling would 
arise and make aspeech. The Surrogate would 


wait patiently, rule upon the points discussed 
by the other ceunsel, and Mr, Choate would re- 
sume his questioning. 

Mr. Rice is a cool and imperturbable old gen- 
tleman. He sat all day in the witness chair, his 
back against a pillar, and never displayed the 
slightest irritation at anything. Nor was be 
pleased at anything, as far as could be discerned. 
His demeanor was simply the perfection of nou- 
cbhalanes. , 

Mr. Choate’s questions were designed to es- 
lish that Judge Hilton nad for many years in- 
sidiously been misusing the confidence which 
Mrs. Stewart hai placed in him 1n order to get 
possession of her property. To this end he 
usked Mr. Rice concerning numerous real estate 
transactions—mortgages and transfers. Even 
Mr. Choate could not make them interesting to 
any one but the counsel and the parties. The 
Surrogate was bored, and the spectators who 
crowded the court room were disappointed. 
They had expected something sensational. Five 
steady hours of identification of legal instru- 
nents did not please them. 

In regard to the execution of the codicil of 
Noy. 30, 1885—the one in dispute—about which 
Mr. Choate asked him a few more questions in 
the forenoon, Mr, Rice said that Mrs. Stewart 
went to the Stewart Building, at Tenth-street 
and Broadway, on the day in question and 
signed it. Mra. Stewart got there first, at about 
1 o'clock in the afternoon, and Judge Hilton 
about five minutes later. 

“Mrs, Stewart was deaf, was she not?” 

“JT never knew it.” 

“Did not she carry an ear trumpet?” 

‘‘T knew her for 20 years, and I never saw her 
earry one.” 

“It was Judge Hilton who said that Mrs. Stew- 
art desired to execute her will, wasn’t it?” 

**T think so.” 

“Tn what tone did he say this} 
talking to a deaf person ?” 

‘** No; he talked in an ordinary tone.” 

“Didn't he stoop down and say something to 
her in a low tone?” 

“NO. 

“Did Mrs. Stewart say anything before she 
signed the paper?” 

“She and Judge Hilton were talking, but I dia 
not listen. Judge Hilton asked her: ‘Is this 
your last will and testament?’ She said * Yes.’ ” 

Mr. Rice said that he die not see the codicil 
from the time it was execnied until it was of- 
fered tor probate; that he did not kuow in whose 
custody if was during the interval. 

‘“‘By whose invitation did you go into 
Stewart's employ ?” 

*“ Judge Hilton’s,” 

“And he arranged the terme, I suppose ?” 

“No; Mr. Libbey engagea me.” 

Mr. Rice described how he was re-engaged 
after Mr. Stewart’s death and was paid three 
salaries, Which amounted to the sawe as the sal- 
ary Mr. Stewart paid him; that Mr. Hilton paid 
one-half of it, the Executors of Mr. Stewart 
nearly one-half, and Sylvester, Hilton & Co. the 
rest. His present business, he said, was collect- 
ing old bilis for Judge Hilton. 

‘““Whatever he asks you to do you do?” 

“Yes; he asks nothing unreasonable.” 

Judge Hilton’s age, Mr. Rice said, is between 
GO and 70. 

In the afternoon Mr. Choate devoted a good 
deal of time to the subject of the transfer 
of the Stewart Building at Broadway and 
Chambers-street by Mrs. Stewart to Judge Hil- 
ton. He asked Mr. Rice to repeat any remarks 
which he could remember Judge Hiiton 
had made pending the transfer. Counsel 
for the Executors objected to this, and 
the Surrogate ruled it out. Mr. Choate, 
however, succeeded in making a speech, 
in which he charged that Judge Hilton 
had induced Mrs, Stewart to expend moére than 
$500,000 in refitting that building, and then 
haa got her to deed it to him for a consideration, 
as expressed in the deed, of less than the sum 
she had spent on the refitting. “ And,” he added, 
“there is no sign anywhere that even this ex- 
pressed consideration was ever pald to Mrs, 
Stewart by Judge Ililton.”

BUSINESS DONE BY THE BOARD 
TRADE AND TRANSPORTATION, 
Eleven members of the New-York Board of 
Trade and Transportation, of whom nine mew- 
bers constitute a quorum, met in its office in the 
Bryant Building yesterday afternoon and 
passed a numberof resoiutions bearing upon 
national, State, and city affairs. Capt. Ambrose 
Snow, President of the body, occupied the chair. 
Among the resolutions adopted was one 
which aeclared the Hudson River to be an im- 
portant means of water communication and re- 
quested that Congress should be asked to give 
earnest attention to the several bills introduced 


to secure forever its frea navigation. Another 
resolution, which was offered by F. B. Tourber 
and adopted, declared that the board was op- 
posed to the construction of any bridge across 
the Hudson River which will constitute a ma- 
terial obstruction to navigation. 

The following tariff resolution, with a pre- 
amble stating that ‘“‘suspense is even worse 
than a change which may be more or less detri- 
mental,” was adopted: 

Resolved, That this board respectfully calls the 
attention of Congress to the great importance of 
enacting at the earliest possible moment whatever 
tariff legislation ts to be enacted, and we further 
would respectfully call the attention of Congress to 
the absolute necessity for reducing our revenues, 
ko thatan unnecessary surplus may not be econstant- 
ly accumulating in the ‘Treasury, and withdrawing 
from the channels of trade the currency which con- 
stitutes its life-blood. 

The fisheries treaty was considered in the 
shape of four preambles claiming that Canada 
had got the best of the recent diplomacy, and 
six resolutions urgine the importance of the 
United States sea fisheries as a nursery for the 
commercial marine and navy, protesting against 
the treaty’s ratification, and setting forth tbat 
the Caradian Government's continued unjust 
treatment of American fishing vessels would 
delay desirable closer commercial relations 
between the two countries. The resolutions 
were adopted after some debatewhichresulted in 
a somewhat severe criticism of the action of the 
American Commissioners. Resolutions declar- 
ing the necessity of additional dock facilities in 
the upper part of the city, favoring the improve- 
ment of the city pavements, and the placing of 
reatrictions upon the immigration of undesirable 
foreigners were also adopted.

ALDERMEN APPROVE THE BILL INCREAS- 
ING THE SERGEANTS PAY. 

The meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
held yesterday afternoon was far more signif- 
icant in general import than appeared upon its 
face. At the meeting of the day before a special 
committee of five members had been appointed, 
ostensibly to take irfte consideration such legis- 
lation pending at Albany, or to be thereafter in- 
troduced, having special reference to the city of 
New-York, but really to review only such meas- 
ures as the *‘ Mayor's Cabinet” should have pre- 
viously either recommended or disapproved, 

Forster’s resolution approving the Seuate bill 
increasing the pay of Police and Decective Ser- 
geants to an amount equal to-80 per cent. of the 
salary of Police Captains was made theissue. The 
resolution had been once adopted by the board, 
and the Mayor had vetoed it in a message 
which they welcomed with greater c@rdiality 
than they would have felt for his approval. By 
passing the resolution over it they would illus- 
trate to the Legislature alike their contempt of 
the Mayor and their unanimity of sontiment. 

President Forster caine down from his perch 
and Alderman Dowling took his place and his 
ivory gavel. Then Forster made a speech in fa 
vor of his resolution, omitting therefrom, how- 
ever, all reference to the fact that the bill would 
add $90,000 a year to the cost of runuing the 
City Government. Alderman Conkiing spoke 
againat the resolution, but refrained from_vot- 
ing. All the other Aldermen present, 21 in 
number, voted to adopt it notwithstauding the 
veto. Aftera while Alderman Mooney, came in 
and regretfully said he was not present when 
the resointion wus passed and tegged to he 
allowed to be recorded '*yea” upon it. He was 
so recorded, Having their hands in, the Alder- 
men alsotook up and passed over the Mayor’s 
veto the resolution permitting George Ehret to 
extend his beer vault at Frankfort and Pearl 
streets eight feet beyond the curb line. The ob- 
ject of their meeting having been accomplished, 
the Aldermen began to separate, and, after 
adopting a few harmless resolutions, the roll 
call failed to show a quorum present and the 
meeting adjourned. Y

JUROR WALKER 


APOLOGIZES. 


sncealgalibisiiaies 
AND IS ADVISED TO LEAVE LETTER 
WRITING TO MAYOR HEWITT. 


Isaac Walker, a tailor of 275 Fifth- 
avenue, who was drawn on the March panel of 
jurors for Part 1., of the Court of General Ses- 
sions, was before Recorder Smyth yesterday on 
an order to show cause why he should not be 
punished for contempt of court. He was repre- 
sented by Gen. Stewart L. Woodford as his 
counsel. The cause of Mr. Walker's plight was 
the following letter: 


Recorder Smyth: 

DEAR Sik: | was called asa jurymanin yourconrt, 
receiving notice March 6 at 6:3u P. M. to appear on 
the 7that il A. M. Do you expect tv get a good 
juryman at this short notice? 1f you do I think you 
are mistaken. I was delayed a whole day iu your 
court for nothing, and at 1 o'clock the court ad- 
journed till 2 o'clock, You did not return until 
nearly 3 o'clock. My time is as valuable as yours, 
and, therefore, I feel aggrieved at the delay, and 
when at recess I spoke to you, to say that [ could 
not possibly serve on that jury, you treated me as if 
1 was a tramp, and which would make it impossible 
for me to serve in your court as a juryman without 
prejudice. Yours very truly, ISAAC WALKER. 


The Recorder received this letter on March 9, 
and issued an order to show cause. Gen. Wooa- 
ford obtained astay of proceedings until yester- 


day and then presented and read the foliowing 
apology: 

“Tsaac Walker, being duly sworn, deposes and 
says: Iam the person namedin the annexed order 
to show cause. In extenuation of said order I de- 
sire to say that I was served with notice to appear 
asa juryman atll A. M. of March7, and did not 
receive notice until 6:30 P. M. of the preceding day. 
lam ulone !n DSusiness at 275 Fifth-avenue, near 
Thirtieth-street, and had made several business ap- 
pointments tor the 7th imst., which I had 
no time or opportunity to arrange otherwise. 
In addition to this, I was not only 
ill myself, .having callea in a_ physician 
that day for treatment, but [had then and [ still 
have a son 6 years of age very ill of scarlet fever. 
This accumulation of trouble and annoyance so dis- 
turbed me that I wrote the letter in question with 
very little thought, and am now conscious of the 
very serious impropriety of which I was guilty. I 
had never before served as a juryman, and was not 
aware that the court was in no way responsibie for 
my appearance in that capacity. 1 desire toexpress 
my sincere regret that the letter was written, and 
trust that this explanation will be accepted by the 
court as a sufficient apology.” 

The Recorder said he would acceptthe apology 
and addea that the letter from Mr. Walker was 
unworthy of any mman over 21 years of age and 
of ordinary intelligence. He advised Mr. 
Walker to try and be less zealous in letter writ- 
iug, and to be more patient as a juror. ‘There 
is only one man,” the Recorder said, in con- 
clusion “who is competent to write letters 1n 
this town, and he may get himself into trouble 
some time. I refer to His Honor the Mayor.” 

Mr. Walker might have been fined $250 or im- 
prisoned for 30 days.

PUBLIC DOMAIN SECURED UNDER FALSE 
PRETENSES. 

WASHINGTON, Mareh 14.—The Secretary 
of the interlor to-day sentto the President for 
transmission to Cougress a report of J. B. Me- 
Namee relative to iand-graut wagon roads in 
Oregon. Thereport stows that grants of land 
were made by Congress in 1864 to aid in the 
construction of these roads as fo.lows: To the 
Willamette Valley and Cascade Mountain Mili- 


tary Road, extending from Albany to Snake 
River, a distance of 475 miles, 876,480 acres: to 
the Oregon Central Military Road, from Eucene 
City to the Idaho boundary line, a distance of 
420 miles, 806,400 acres, and to the Dalles Milt 
tary Koad, from Dalles to oid Fort Boise, a dis- 
tance of 357 miles, 685,440 acres, aggregating 
2,568,320 acres. 

The report further shows that none of these 
roads were ever constructed, although several 
Governors of the State certitied to their comple- 
tion; that Gov. Woods certified to the com- 
pletion of the Dalles Road when in fact he bad 
examined but a small portion of it, and that the 
agents appointed by Govs. Grover and May 
reported roads finished when in fact the con- 
struction was not begun. On these certificates 
Governor's patents have been issuod to these 
companies for 911,227 acres. The title to the 
remainder has not yet passed to patent. Im- 
mediately on securing certificates of comple- 
tion the land grants were sold with the view, 
the report says, of putting the lands in the 
hands of nominally innocent purchasers. The 
first-named grant is now claimed by Alexander 
Meill, the second by the California and Oregon 
Land Company of S8an Francisco, and the third 
by the heirs of Edward Martin of San Francisco 
and the Eastern Oregon Land Company also of 
San Francisco. 

With the report the Secretary submits 3 draft 
ofabillto be presented to Congress repealing 
allsaid granting acts; declaring forfeited all 
rights and titles claimed thereunder, and restor- 
ing to the public domain al! lands granted. ex- 
cept such a8 may have been sold to innocent 
purchasers, who are actual settlers to the ex- 
tent of one section to each such purchasers, The 
bill directs the Attorney-Genera! to institute 
suits to cancel all patents and certifications un- 
der said acts, with the exceptions atated above. 
After setting forth the facts in his letter to the 
President Secretary Vilas concludes as follows: 
“It would seem, therefore, to be the fair duty of 
the Government, not alone toward those citizens 
who are better entitled to possess the lands 
themselves, butin reprehension and redressof a 
gross imposition and fraud, topress by ajudicial 
inquiry anda just judgment the retributive re- 
sults demanded by the history of the transactiop
